The  Annual  Report  for  the  Year  1958  shows  a decline  in  arrests 

from  the  previous  year.  Complaints  and  investigations  were  ap- 
proximately the  same,  however.  The  arrest  of  one  juvenile  solved 

over  twenty-five  Camp  “breaks”  on  the  Whitin  Reservoir.  All  other 
larceny  complaints  were  cleared  up  and  arrests  made.  There  remains 
one  open  complaint  of  “Breaking  and  Entering.”  At  this  date  this 
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case  has  been  partially  solved  and  about  half  of  the  stolen  property 
recovered.  One  stolen  car,  owned  by  Dickman’s  store  in  Whitins- 
ville,  was  recovered.  This  car  was  valued  at  $3000.00.  As  in  the 
past,  non-residents  have  accounted  for  at  least  seventy-five  per  cent 
of  arrests  made. 

Our  accident  rate  remained  about  the  same  as  it  has  for  the 
past  four  years.  Eight  accidents  occurred  with  only  three  minor 
personal  injuries  reported.  This  accoimted  for  a small  drop  in  our 
Insurance  rates.  We  again  thank  the  M.  V.  operators  of  Douglas  in 
their  cooperation  and  consideration  that  has  made  this  possible. 

The  week-end  Detail  at  Whitin  Reservoir  has  proved  successful. 
There  is  a decided  improvement  in  the  motor  boat  operation  and 
general  traffic  congestion. 

The  Police  Department  again  recommends  the  possibility  of 
Parking  Meters  on  Main  Street.  I feel  that  with  Meters  it  will  help 
to  improve  parking  problems  that  exist.

The  Recreation  Commission  hereby  submits  their  report  for 
the  year  1958. 

The  skating  areas  were  enjoyed  by  young  and  old  during  the 
first  part  of  the  year,  but  early  thaws  and  heavy  snowstorms  cur- 
tailed activities  thereafter.  An  early  freeze  late  in  the  year  pro- 
vided good  skating  during  the  Holiday  season  on  all  areas.  Hunts 
was  flooded  tmce  through  the  cooperation  of  Fire  Chief  Edward 
Therrien  and  members  of  the  Fire  Department. 

The  Commission  came  to  the  aid  of  the  Little  League  treasury 
during  the  summer  with  a seventy-five  dollar  grant,  but  again  no 
activity  took  place  on  the  Tennis  Court.  The  Commission  feels  that 
unless  extensive  repairs  can  be  made,  that  it  would  be  unsafe  for 
public  use. 

The  Fall  of  the  year  saw  the  first  Recreation  Basketball  League 
in  the  history  of  the  Town,  formed  for  boys  between  the  ages  of 
9 and  13.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH  NURSE 


Douglas,  Massachusetts 
January  20,  1959

Gentlemen: 

I herewith  respectfully  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Health 
Department  Nurse  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1958. 

This  constitutes  my  nineteenth  consecutive  report  to  the  se- 
lectmen and  to  the  citizens  of  Douglas.  The  problems  and  concepts 
in  the  field  of  public  health  have  obviously  undergone  change  in 
the  past  nineteen  years. 

Diseases  due  to  unsanitary  conditions  have  been  brought  under 
control,  so  that,  today,  they  have  become  practically  non-existent 
in  the  Town  of  Douglas.  Cases  of  preventable  acute  communicable 
diseases  are  no  longer  reported  in  large  numbers;  illness  and  death 
caused  by  tuberculosis  have  been  reduced.  Maternal  and  infant  mor- 
tality is  at  a low  level;  largely  because  of  these  changes,  the  span  of 
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life  has  increased  in  length.  Conditions  such  as  heart  disease,  cancer, 
crippling  diseases,  and  diabetes  have  become  the  most  pressing 
public  health  problems  today.  The  primary  function  of  official 
Health  Agencies  should  always  be  the  prevention  of  ill  health.  As 
your  representative,  I have  endeavored  to  carry  out  to  the  best  of 
my  ability  the  necessary  functions  that  make  for  an  understanding 
and  efficient  health  department. 

COMMUNICABLE  DISEASE  PREVENTION 
Polio  Vaccination: 

On  February  18,  a polio  clinic  for  adults  was  held  in  the  evening 
at  the  Town  Hall  with  Dr.  Spooner  administering  the  vaccine.  The 
number  of  adults  receiving  first,  second,  and  third  shots  of  the  Salk 
Vaccine  was  171.  Subsequent  polio  vaccine  was  given  when  the 
diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  tetanus,  and  smallpox  vaccination 
clinics  were  held;  namely  on  April  8,  May  1,  May  6,  June  3,  and 
July  8.  A total  of  258  Salk  Vaccine  injections  were  given.

One  diagnosed  case  of  tuberculosis  is  hospitalized  at  the  Wor- 
cester County  Sanatorium.  This  patient  has  been  residing  out  of 
town,  but  is  claiming  Douglas  as  his  settlement. 

Tuberculin  Patch  Test 

On  January  20,  531  school  children  were  given  the  tuberculin 
patch  test.  On  January  22,  the  patches  were  removed.  Dr.  Spooner 
screened  the  reactors  which  number  5.  T.B.  patch  testing  is  con- 
sidered a case-finding  procedure  to  uncover  unknown  cases  of 
tuberculosis.  The  reactors  and  their  families  have  been  X-rayed. 
No  active  tuberculosis  was  found  at  the  time  of  X-ray.  The  recom- 
mendations from  the  Worcester  County  Sanatorium  of  these  cases 
have  been  carried  out. 

INDUSTRIAL  CHEST  X-RAY 

On  February  4,  a Mobile  Chest  X-ray  Unit  was  set  up 
at  the  Hayward  Mill  in  the  morning  and  at  the  Hayward-Schuster 
Mill  in  the  afternoon.  The  Southern  Worcester  County  Health 
Association  financed  this  project.  There  were  680  X-rayed.  This 
number  included  the  seniors  and  the  teachers  in  the  high  school 
and  the  Town  employees. 

From  the  total  number  X-rayed,  11  were  recommended  for  re- 
X-ray  and  further  study,  which  was  done  at  the  Worcester  County 
Sanatorium.  No  active  tuberculosis  was  found  in  this  group. 

WELL  CHILD  CONFERENCE 

Dr.  Spooner  examined  49  children  at  the  Well  Child  Conferences. 
These  conferences  are  conducted  on  an  appointment  basis.  The 
service  of  a nutritionist  from  the  State  Department  of  Health  is 
appreciated.  Members  of  the  Child  Health  Committee  and  the 
students  enrolled  in  the  Home  Nursing  Class  donated  many  hours 
of  their  time  to  this  project.  A history  is  taken  on  each  child.  For 
entering  school  children,  this  history  is  recorded  on  the  School 
Health  Card  which  is  kept  in  a cumulative  folder  throughout  the 
child’s  school  life.

PREMATURES 

Four  pre-mature  babies  were  bom  to  mothers  residing  in  Doug- 
las. Investigation  and  follow-up  is  done  on  these  cases.  The  State 
Law  requires  that  all  premature  births  be  reported  to  the  Board  of 
Health.  These  babies  are  progressing  normally. 

BLOOD  BANK 

The  Red  Cross  Blood  Mobile  Unit  visited  Douglas  on  May  19. 
This  was  the  second  blood  bank  held  during  the  year.  The  number 
of  pints  of  blood  donated  was  88.  This  gave  Douglas  a total  of  210 
pints  collected  in  one  year.  The  average  charge  per  pint  of  blood  in 
hospitals  is  $35.  Monetarily,  this  represents  $7,350  which  is  made 
available  to  the  residents  of  Douglas.  On  a per  capita  basis,  Douglas 
far  exceeds  any  of  the  communities  under  the  Worcester  Chapter 
Red  Cross. 

Mr.  Victor  Nelson,  Mr.  Warren  Johnson,  Mr.  Edward  Murphy,  Mr. 
Clarence  Gagne,  and  many  volunteers  assisted  me  with  this  project. 

WATER  EXAMINATIONS 

Twelve  requests  for  water  examinations  were  recorded  in  the 
health  office.  Through  the  cooperation  of  Mr.  Victor  Nelson,  the 
agent  for  the  board  of  health  and  Mr.  Charles  Driscoll,  one  of  our 
State  Representatives,  these  water  examinations  were  completed  by 
the  State  Department  of  Public  Health.  The  reports  and  recom- 
mendations were  sent  to  this  office.

I 
wish  to  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  volunteers,  the  Salvation 
Army  Service  Fund  Committee,  the  Red  Cross  Motor  Corps,  Dr. 
Spooner,  Mr.  Nelson,  the  Red  Cross  Canteen  Personnel,  the  Com- 
mercial Department  at  the  high  school,  and  everyone  who  assisted  me 
in  the  health  program.

CIVILIAN  DEFENSE  ORGANIZATION 


Board  of  Selectmen 

Mr.  Robert  J.  Frost,  Chairman 

The  following  is  the  Civilian  Report  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1958: 

The  Civil  Defense  organization  in  each  city  and  town  in  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  is  required  to  have  an  “Opera- 
tions Plan.”  As  Douglas  has  been  declared  a “Reception  Community” 
the  “Operations  Plan”  has  been  developed  on  the  basis  that  Douglas 
will  be  required  to  take  care  of  approximately  8000  evacuees. 

The  basic  plan  which  was  drawn  up  by  the  Massachusetts  Civil 
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Defense  Administration,  is  excellent,  but  there  must  be  trained  per- 
sonnel to  make  this  plan  effective.  It  is  planned  to  train  personnel 
for  the  several  departments  for  which  Civil  Defense  is  responsible. 

Mrs.  Mabel  Brown  (R.N.)  is  organizing  a group  of  professional 
nurses  for  a course  in  Disaster  Nursing,  to  be  held  early  in  March 
of  this  year.  Other  courses  are  planned  and  will  be  started  as  soon 
as  personnel  can  be  obtained. 

Control  Center  exercises  are  held  twice  each  month  with  other 
towns  in  this  area  as  well  as  with  Sector  3B  headquarters  in  Mil- 
ford, Mass,  to  check  our  communications  equipment.  Communica- 
tions are  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  James  Vecchione. 

The  Ground  Observer  Corps  will  be  inactivated  as  of  January  31, 
1959  and  it  is  hoped  that  members  of  the  G.  O.  C.  will  join  the  Civil 
Defense  team. 

There  will  be  changes  made  in  the  radio  frequencies  in  use  at 
the  present  time  which  will  require  modification  of  existing  equip- 
ment in  order  to  use  these  new  frequencies.  The  Police  and  Fire 
Department  radios  will  be  affected.

BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  WELFARE 


To  The  Selectmen  and  Citizens 
Of  The  Town  Of  Douglas 

The  report  for  the  Department  of  Public  Welfare  for  the  year 
1958  is  as  follows: 

In  the  category  of  Old  Age  Assistance,  we  have  had  a case  load 
of  thirty  seven  (37)  recipients.  We  have  lost  five  by  death,  one  by 
transfer  to  another  town,  and  one  by  ineligibility.  We  have  added 
four  cases:  two  by  transfer  from  other  towns  in  the  commonwealth, 
and  two  cases  from  our  own  community.  Medical  expenses  have 
been  heavy  for  the  year  1958.  The  cost  of  medical  care  and 
medication  accounts  for  much  of  our  expenditures. 

We  have  had  eight  cases  cared  for  in  Nursing  homes  during 
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the  year  1958.  At  present  we  have  only  four  recipients  in  Nursing 
homes.  Hospital  costs  for  the  year  amounted  to  $1,349.91.  The  cost 
of  nursing  homes  will  be  increased  from  $5.75  to  $6.50  per  day 
effective  January  1,  1959.  This  cost  is  for  board,  room  and  nursing 
care  only  and  does  not  include  medical  care  or  medication. 

One  application  has  been  denied  and  several  applicants  have 
been  advised  to  apply  for  Old  Age  Survivors  Insurance  instead  of 
Old  Age  Assistance.  Old  Age  Survivors  Insurance  is  a category 
administered  by  the  Social  Security  Administration  for  those  who 
have  reached  the  age  of  sixty  five  (65)  and  wish  to  retire  because 
of  poor  health  or  other  reasons.  Old  Age  Assistance  is  a category 
administered  by  the  local  Welfare  Department  for  people  who  have 
reached  the  retirement  age  of  sixty  five  (65)  and  have  not  worked 
under  the  Social  Security  Law  or  who  have  worked  under  the  Social 
Security  Law  and  have  not  sufficient  income  to  maintain  them 
according  to  the  state’s  minimum  standards. 

In  the  category  of  Aid  to  Dependent  Children  we  have  three 
cases  totaling  fifteen  children  and  three  adults.  We  have  lost  by 
withdrawal  one  case  with  three  children. 

We  have  at  the  present  time  only  one  case  on  Disability  Assist- 
ance. This  case  became  eligible  for  Disability  Assistance  in  October. 
Except  for  medical  care  and  medication,  the  payments  for  this  ac- 
count have  been  small.  The  hospital  cost  for  this  category  amounted 
to  the  sum  of  $480.85. 

In  the  category  of  General  Relief  we  have  overdrawn  our  appro- 
priation for  the  year  1958  due  in  a large  measure  to  relief  given  to 
former  residents  living  in  other  towns.  These  cases  were  chargeable 
to  us  because  the  recipients  retained  Douglas  as  their  settlement 
and  had  not  as  yet  acquired  a new  settlement.  The  sum  of  $1,788.13 
was  paid  to  other  towns  for  five  cases  aggregating  tliirteen  adults 
and  fourteen  children.

LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT 


Library  open  daily  2:00  P.M.  to  5:30  P.M.,  6:30  PM.  to  8:00  P.M. 

Saturday  2:00  P.M.  to  5:30  P.M.  only.  Closed  Wednesday. 

Twelve  thousand,  eight  hundred  and  seventy-one  volumes  were 
taken  out  for  home  use  during  1958.  Four  thousand  seven  hundred 
sixty  nine  were  adult  fiction,  1934  adult  non-fiction,  4295  juvenile 
fiction,  3806  juvenile  non-fiction  and  1244  periodicals. 

Three  hundred  and  forty-five  volumes  were  added  during  the 
year,  144  adult  and  130  juvenile  by  purchase,  and  71  as  gifts.  A 
new  World  Book  Encyclopedia  was  purchased  for  the  Children’s 
Room.  The  Douglas  Grange  gave  the  library  $25.00  for  the  purchase 
of  books  and  this  was  used  for  three  science  books:  Pictorial  Ency- 
clopedia of  Scientific  Knowledge,  Pictorial  Library  of  Pets,  Plants, 
and  Animals,  and  Fun  With  Pets  and  Plants. 

■Eighty-four  new  borrowers  were  registered  during  the  year,  26 
adult  and  58  juvenile. 
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T^^’enty-four  State  Certificates  for  reading  were  awarded:  four 
Honor  Certificates  for  20'  books  and  twenty  small  certificates  for 
5 books. 

Robin  Hood  was  the  theme  for  the  Summer  Vacation  Reading 
Club  for  which  46  children  registered.  22  completed  the  require- 
ments and  were  given  their  certificates  and  Robin  Hood  cards  at 
the  closing  party  which  was  held  on  August  27th. 

The  first  NATIONAL  LIBRARY  WEEK  was  observed  March 
17th  through  the  21st  with  essay  and  poster  contests  in  the  schools 
and  exhibits  in  store  windows.  The  best  essays  and  posters  were 
on  exhibition  in  the  library.  Much  credit  is  due  the  National  Library 
Week  Citizens  Committee,  Miss  Vera  H.  Warner,  Miss  Alice  Sam- 
borski,  Mrs.  Edith  Dixson,  Mrs.  Thayer  Peters,  Mrs.  Morris  Brink, 
Mrs.  Bernadette  Belisle,  and  Mr.  Alan  Norton  for  planning  this 
successful  celebration.  Thanks  are  also  due  to  local  rnerchants  who 
gave  the  use  of  their  windows,  local  citizens  who  loaned  articles  for 
exhibits,  to  the  Boy  Scouts  and  Girl  Scouts  and  to  all  who  helped. 

During  National  Art  Week  in  November  paintings  by  local  artists 
were  on  exhibition  in  the  library. 

Reading  rooms  and  reference  books  have  been  much  used  and 
although  the  circulation  for  home  use  shows  only  a slight  increase 
the  library  has  had  a busy  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  Douglas  School  Committee  : 

I respectfully  submit  my  third  annual  report  as  Superintendent 
of  the  Douglas  Schools  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1958. 

In  the  face  of  continuing  rising  school  budgets,  caused  by  the 
administration  and  staffing  of  the  increased  facilities  in  the  High 
School  and  also  larger  first  grades  in  the  East  Douglas  Elementary 
School  necessitating  the  appointment,  in  September,  of  an  assistant 
in  grade  one.  A teacher  of  shop  and  mechanical  drawing  in  the 
High  School  was  also  added.  Only  one  third  of  such  cost  was  reflected 
in  the  1958  budget  while  the  entire  amount  of  these  salaries  are 
included  in  the  1959  estimate  of  expenditures,  represents  a part 
of  such  budget  increase.  The  estimate  of  the  first  grade  in  East 
Douglas  Elementary  School  for  September  1959  is  again  larger  than 
the  normal  number,  necessitating  appointing  the  first  grade  assist- 
ant a regular  member  of  the  instructional  staff,  as  of  next  September.

Encouragement  to  grow 
and  favorable  conditions  for  growth  are  the  responsibility  of  the 
administration  and  board,  but  improvement  is  the  responsibility  of 
the  individual  teacher.

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To  fulfill  all  these  conditions  assumes  a stable  teaching  staff, 
with  minor  changes,  working  under  conditions  conducive  to  freedom 
from  tension  and  worry,  from  lack  of  essential  teaching  needs  and 
financial  responsibilities  of  the  individual. 

The  Merit  Salary  Plan  adopted  a year  ago,  if  administered 
properly,  will  reduce  the  number  of  resignations  and  hold  the 
successful  teacher  in  E>ouglas. 

PER  PUPIL  COSTS 

Property  tax  payers  are  always  interested  in  school  cost,  espe- 
cially in  the  face  of  continually  rising  budgets  for  its  school  depart- 
ment in  Douglas.  The  citizens  in  this  analysis  of  good  government 
and  schools,  question  relative  costs  with  other  Towns  in  relationship 
to  quality  of  instruction.  Below  are  comparative  school  costs  taken 
from  the  reports  of  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Education.

These  figures  clearly  indicate  that  Douglas  receives  above  the 
average  financial  reimbursement  from  the  State  of  Massachusetts 
and  as  a result,  the  amount  per  pupil  taken  from  local  tax  sources 
is  substantially  less  than  other  towns  our  size.  Also  listed  in  this 
connection  is  a break  down  of  the  several  different  divisions  of  State 
and  local  reimbursements  which  are  deposited  with  the  Town  Treas- 
urer for  use  of  the  town  in  lowering  the  property  tax.  This  money 
does  not,  in  any  part,  revert  to  the  local  School  Committee.

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Our  budget  as  listed  elsewhere  in  this  report  has  increased 
very  nearly  in  proportion  to  our  increase  in  enrollment  and  increased 
State  minimum  salary  for  teachers. 

QUALITY  OF  INSTRUCTION 

Although  there  is  ample  evidence  to  show  that  the  public  schools 
have  been  successful  in  fitting  many  pupils  for  college,  for  citizen- 
ship, and  for  vocational  productiveness,  the  demands  of  the  future 
require  much  improvement.  Both  quality  and  quantity  in  learning 
should  be  stepped  up.  Not  only  more  speed  but  also  more  depth  of 
learning  can  and  must  be  achieved.  New  content  and  newer  methods 
are  imperative  lest  the  schools  fail.  In  line  with  this,  a policy  should 
be  adopted  whereby  the  unwilling  or  uncooperative  learner  should 
be  dropped  from  the  High  School  so  that  they  may  not  lower  the 
quality  and  quantity  of  the  learning  process. 

DRIVER  EDUCATION 

This  year  because  of  the  increased  number  of  students  desiring 
to  elect  a “behind  the  wheel”  driver  training  in  both  Tov/ns  of 
Douglas  and  Sutton  it  has  been  necessary  to  discontinue  the  sharing 
of  one  car  between  the  Towns. 

Through  the  cooperation  of  the  R.E.N.  Chevrolet  Agency  of 
Whitinsville  the  Douglas  High  School  will  enjoy  the  privilege  of  a 
car  for  its  exclusive  use  thereby  greatly  increasing  the  breadth  of 
offering  to  the  local  High  School.  This  training  in  the  past  has 
been  on  a voluntary  basis  after  school  hours  and  Saturdays.  I 
personally  feel  that  this  policy  should  be  continued  and  not  become 
a part  of  the  regular  school  day. 

LENGTHENING  THE  SCHOOL  DAY 

One  change  which  is  facing  the  American  Public  School  is  the 
problem  of  lengthening  the  school  day  for  high  school  students 
from  the  traditional  five  and  one  half  hours  to  approximately  seven 
or  eight  hours. 

This  can  only  be  justified  if  it  improves  the  quality  and  quantity 
of  the  learning  process.  Some  of  the  advantages  are: 

1.  Including  all  school  activities  into  school  day. 

2.  Broader  general  education  with  more  elective  subjects. 

3.  All  so-called  “homework”  to  be  done  under  supervision  in 
school  with  no  outside  preparation. 

4.  A more  complete  extra  curricula  program. 

5.  Supervised  physical  education  periods  daily. 
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There  are  certain  problems  connected  with  such  a lengthened 
pi^ogram  which  would  interfere  with  the  home,  such  as: 

1.  Conflict  of  school  hours  with  students  living  in  rural  areas, 
having  responsibilities  at  home. 

2.  Duration  of  time  bus  students  would  be  away  from  home. 

CAFETERIA 

In  March  the  cafeteria  was  opened  in  the  Douglas  Memorial 
High  School  under  the  Massachusetts  School  Lunch  Program. 

Mrs.  Mary  Kelly  was  appointed  to  be  in  charge  and  act  as  head 
cook.  Through  her  skillful  management,  with  the  cooperation  of 
her  assistants,  the  program  has  progressed  both  through  number 
of  students  participating  and  financially. 

The  promise  was  made  at  the  outset  of  this  program  that  it 
would  be  self-supporting  without  financial  aid  from  Town  funds. 
This  promise  has  been  adhered  to. 

At  the  present  time  approximately  t\\’o  hundred  High  School 
students  and  one  hundred  and  forty  elementary  students  are  eating 
their  noon  meal  at  the  cafeteria. 

Through  the  cooperation  of  the  Selectmen,  new  tables  have 
been  provided  at  the  Town  Hall.  The  cafeteria  and  Selectmen  joint- 
ly paid  for  these  as  they  will  be  available  to  all  organizations  of  the 
Town  using  the  lunchroom  facilities. 

I wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  School  Committee  and 
faculty  of  the  School  Department  for  their  very  fine  cooperation, 
without  which  little  could  be  accomplished.  I also  desire  to  ack- 
newledge  the  support  and  help  of  the  Town  officials,  parents,  com- 
munity organizations  and  custodial  staff  which  are  gratefully  re- 
ceived.

Home 
Economics  and  Shop  for  grades  nine  through  twelve  on  a volun- 
tary basis  and  Physical  Education  for  everyone. 

During  1958  the  following  teachers  took  courses  for  professional 
improvement:  Mr.  Dudley,  Mr.  Matthews,  Miss  Dunleavy,  Mr.  Du- 
prey,  Mrs.  Monahan,  Mrs.  Towle,  Mrs.  Wagner,  and  Mr.  Gilley.

Driver  Training: 

During  November  of  this  year,  Mr.  Robert  Nydam,  President 
of  R.E.N.  Chevrolet  Sales  Company  of  Whitinsville,  presented  a 
1959  Chevrolet  to  the  Douglas  Memorial  High  School  for  the  Driver 
Education  program.  Any  student,  after  his  sixteenth  birthday,  is 
eligible  for  this  course.  The  Registry  requires  that  each  student 
have  twenty  hours  of  classroom  instruction,  six  hours  of  observa- 
tion in  the  rear  seat  and  six  hours  of  driving.  At  present  there  are 
fifteen  seniors  enrolled  in  the  course.  With  our  own  car,  more 
students  will  be  taught. 

Student  Council: 

Plans  have  been  formulated  to  inaugurate  a Student  Council 
in  the  High  School.  This  is  another  step  in  assisting  the  students 
in  their  preparation  for  later  life.  An  election  to  membership  in 
the  council  will  be  a well  deserved  merit.  The  Council  will  assist 
the  faculty  in  the  monitoring  of  the  halls,  cafeteria  and  social 
events.  It  will  continue  in  the  improvement  of  the  students  dress 
habits. 

Attitude: 

The  educational  attitude  of  the  students  is  gratifying.  All  the 
students  are  displaying  a greater  appreciation  for  education.  The 
revision  of  the  report  cards  and  honor  roll  have  exerted  a marked 
influence.  Recently  the  practice  of  issuing  warning  slips  was  in- 
stituted. 
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New  Course: 

In  January  of  1959  a course  in  Conversational  French  will  be 
offered  in  the  eighth  grade.  It  will  be  taught  by  Miss  Elinor  Dun- 
leavy.  Next  year  it  will  be  given  to  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades. 
Stress  will  be  placed  on  practical  usage. 

Extra-Curricular  Activities : 

In  September  the  calendar  of  social  functions  was  established. 
Faculty  chaperones  have  been  assigned  for  all  events.  All  students 
are  to  be  commended  for  their  good  behavior  at  these  social 
gatherings.  The  new  additions  to  the  school  building  have  been 
used  to  good  advantage.  The  gymnasium  has  been  used  for  gradu- 
ation, basketball  games,  rallies  and  informal  dances;  the  auditorium 
for  formal  dances,  dramatic  presentations  and  musicals;  the  home 
economics  room  for  student  sponsored  tea  which  will  be  an  an- 
nual event. 

Junior  High  Basketball: 

A formal  basketball  team  was  started  for  the  Junior  High  boys. 
It  is  coached  by  Mr.  Leverett  W.  Gilley.  They  will  play  a ten  game 
schedule.  Eight  girls  from  the  eighth  grade  are  the  cheerleaders. 
It  is  hoped  that  in  the  near  future,  organized  teams  in  other  sports 
will  be  established  for  both  boys  and  girls. 

Adult  Education: 

Two  courses  were  offered  this  year.  The  Sewing  Class  and 
Typing  Class  meet  on  Tuesday,  Wednesday  and  Friday.  There  is 
a possibility  that  a third  course  will  be  offered  in  January.  A mini- 
mum enrollment  of  fifteen  students  is  required  in  order  to  offer 
a course. 

Testing  Program  for  1958: 

Division  of  Employment  Security  General  Aptitude  Battery 
by  the  State  Employment  Office  represented  by  Miss  Jennie  Hol- 
brook was  given  to  the  senior  class;  National  Merit  Scholarship 
tests  to  all  seniors  and  juniors  in  October  and  May;  Scholastic  Col- 
lege Ability  Tests  to  sophomores  and  juniors;  SR  A Placement  Test 
to  Grade  eight;  California  IQ  test  to  Grade  seven. 

I would  like  to  remind  everyone  that  Douglas  High  School  is 
a member  of  the  New  England  Association  of  Colleges  and  Sec- 
ondary Schools  and  we  are  accredited  by  this  organization.  How- 
ever, before  1965  we  will  have  to  be  evaluated  by  a visiting  com- 
mittee made  up  of  teachers  and  administrators  from  other  schools. 
Our  program,,  our  facilities,  instruction  and  administration  will  be 
evaluated.  If  they  are  satisfactory,  we  will  retain  our  accreditation.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL 
DOUGLAS  CENTER  SCHOOL 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I herewith  submit  a report  as  teaching -principal  of  the  Douglas 
Center  School. 

Our  school  which  has  two  classrooms,  serves  the  pupils  from 
South  and  West  E>ouglas  and  Douglas  Center,  Grades  one  though 
four.  Recently  the  classrooms  were  very  attractively  redecorated 
and  equipped  with  movable  desks  and  chairs. 

During  1958  the  testing  program  was  as  follows:  Pintner-Cim- 
ningham  Primay  Test  administered  in  Grade  I in  September.  Also 
in  September  the  California  Short  Form  Mental  Maturity  Test  was 
given  in  Grades  two,  three  and  four.  In  October  the  Metropolitan 
Readiness  Test  was  given  in  Grade  1.  In  May  the  Metropolitan 
Achievement  Tests  were  given  in  Grades  I through  IV.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL 
EAST  DOUGLAS  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

This  is  my  report  as  principal  of  the  East  Douglas  Elementary 
School. 

The  primary  business  of  the  Elementary  school  is  to  further  the 
intellectual  growth  of  each  child  in  accordance  with  his  ability  and 
readiness.  An  effort  is  constantly  being  made  toward  this  end 
with  the  aid  of  new  textbooks  and  new  methods  of  teaching. 

The  main  addition  to  the  curriculum  during  1958  was  the 
educational  television  Science  program  via  Channel  2.  The  fifth 
and  sixth  grades  participated  in  the  viewing  of  these  televised 
lessons.  The  Science  lessons  proved  to  be  enjoyable  as  well  as 
profitable  in  the  formation  of  the  scientific  background  necessary 
for  fui’ther  science  studies.  The  televised  lessons  alone  are  in- 
complete. Preparation  for  the  televised  lessons  and  evaluation 
following  the  lessons  supplemented  the  T.V.  program  and  were 
faithfully  carried  out  by  IVlrs.  Edith  Marsh  and  Mr.  Zaven  Dagir- 
manjian.  Experiments  to  follow  up  the  program  were  performed 
by  several  high  school  students  assisted  by  pupils  from  the  fifth 
and  sixth  grade  classrooms.  Reference  books  needed  for  this  science 
program  were  purchased  and  are  available  for  both  the  teachers 
and  pupils. 

In  September  1958,  the  T.V.  lessons  were  extended  to  include 
grades  two  to  six.  One  television  set  is  used  for  the  viewing  of 
Music  by  grade  two,  Literature  by  grade  three.  Social  Studies  by 
grade  four,  Natural  Science  by  grade  five,  and  Phyiscal  Science 
by  grade  six. 

The  pupils  of  the  Elementary  School  participated  in  the 
following  extra-curricula  activities:  Glee  Club,  Band,  Junior  Red 
Cross,  Poster  Contests,  and  a Hobby  Show. 

The  physical  appearance  of  the  school  has  been  altered  by 
the  addition  of  a principal’s  office  and  a teachers’  lavatory.  Both 
were  greatly  needed  and  are  most  genuinely  appreciated. 

The  addition  of  cafeteria  service  for  the  pupils  of  the  Elementary 
School  was  accomplished  during  the  past  year.  The  tasty  hot 
lunches  are  enjoyed  by  the  pupils  and  teachers. 

The  faculty  of  the  Elementary  School  has  endeavored  to  keep 
pace  with  the  current  educational  demands  by  taking  courses  and 
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by  attending  the  Health,  Arithmetic,  and  Reading  Workshops 
during  1958. 

I wish  to  thank  the  teachers;  the  art  supervisor,  Mrs.  Clarice 
Lunt;  the  music  supervisors,  Mr.  Charles  McCabe  and  Mr.  Prank 
Dodge;  and  the  writing  supervisors  for  their  fine  cooperation  and 
for  the  high  type  of  work  performed. 

I also  wish  to  thank  the  school  custodian,  Mr.  Paul  Rawson, 
for  the  splendid  appearance  of  the  building  at  all  times.

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  NURSE 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

It  is  a pleasure  to  submit  my  twentieth  report  as  School  Nurse 
in  the  Public  Schools  of  Douglas.  For  the  past  twenty  years  I have 
been  striving  to  improve  the  Health  status  of  every  child  and 
every  adult  in  the  Town  of  Douglas.  Looking  back  over  these 
twenty  years  I feel  that  much  has  been  accomplished  in  obtaining 
optimum  health  for  the  citizens  of  Douglas  and  those  employed  by 
the  Town  of  Douglas.  Up  to  this  point  I have  been  supervising  as 
well  as  actually  doing  all  the  ground  work  and  follow  up  in  a 
generalized  nursing  program  for  this  community. 

A general  family  nursing  service  such  as  I have  been  carrying 
is  recognized  to  be  more  adequate  for  a school  health  program.  With 
the  continuous  demands  made  upon  me  and  facing  up  to  the 
fact  that  more  time  is  needed  for  an  adequate  school  health  pro- 
gram, I question  whether  I should  try  to  continue  to  function  as 
I have  in  the  past.  I believe  my  report  will  confinn  the  foregoing 
statement. 

The  center  of  a school  health  program  to  the  child  is  the 
child.  The  child s mental  and  physical  health  and  development  are 
molded  by  these  influences: 

1.  Parents 

2.  Teachers  and  school  authorities 

3.  School  medical  personnel 

Each  has  a responsibility  to  the  child  and  all  have  a responsibility 
to  each  other. 

Teachers’  Role:  As  detectives  to  uncover  mental  and  physical 
defects;  as  teachers  to  uncover  truths  and  present  them  as  such; 
and  as  athletic  directors,  to  supervise  safe  athletics  by  safe  athletes. 
The  teachers  also  share  with  the  nurse  the  responsibility  of  health 
education  of  the  child. 

Nurse’s  Role:  By  educating  teachers  to  look  for  defects  and 
reminding  them  of  this  obligation;  by  teaching  teachers  and  child- 
ren truths  about  health  matters;  by  helping  supervise  the  athletic 
directors  and  insisting  they  provide  safe  athletics  for  all.  A good 
school  nurse  is  essential  for  the  management  and  accomplishment 
of  any  adequate  school  health  program.  The  school  nurse  assists 
the  school  physician,  Dr.  R.  H.  Spooner,  in  all  matters  of  health 
pertaining  to  the  school  child.  He  functions  as  her  consultant  at 
all  times.

Parents’  Role:  Most  parents  are  delighted  to  assume  the  res- 
ponsibility for  the  mental  and  physical  health  of  the  children  in 
our  school  system;  most  parents  will  cooperate  and  assume  their 
obligations  provided  they  are  shown  the  need  and  are  taught  what 
to  do ; parental  co  operation  cannot  be  obtained  by  sending  home 
a slip  hurriedly  checked  with  a suspected  defect.  In  many  instances 
parents  must  be  stimulated  to  co-operate.  This  can  only  be  done 
by  personal  professional  contact  of  the  parent  by  the  school  nurse 
and/or  the  school  doctor. 

HEALTH  EXAIMINATIONS 

There  were  57  examined  by  Dr.  Spooner  in  the  primary  and 
elementary  grades.  There  were  44  parents  present  or  77.7%.  This 
figure  represents  a very  high  percentage  of  parents  attending  the 
health  appraisal  of  their  children.  The  number  of  pupils  examined 
in  the  Junior  and  Senior  high  school  was  144.  This  examination 
is  very  time  consuming  due  to  the  physical  education  program  now 
in  effect  and  the  athletic  program.  Individual  examinations  are 
given  each  of  the  students  with  an  average  of  eleven  minutes  spent 
on  each  pupil.  Mr.  Kirwin  Matthews,  the  athletic  coach,  is  present 
when  Dr.  Spooner  examines  the  boys,  so  that  he  will  be  aware 
of  any  defects  and  the  degree  of  the  defect  in  a boy  who  is  active 
in  the  athletic  program.  The  nurse  is  present  when  the  girls  are 
examined  and  interprets  the  findings  to  the  girl’s  athletic  coach. 
Both  boys  and  girls  are  instructed  and  given  time  to  discuss  their 
individual  health  problems  both  physical  and  emotional  with  the 
physician.  An  approximate  percent  of  defects  corrected  or  under 
treatment  through  1957-58  was  88.6%.

VISION  TESTING 

The  Massachusetts  Vision  Test  was  used  in  screening  the  vision 
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of  the  children  on  the  Secondary  level.  Pupils  in  the  Elementary 


level  have  not  been  tested  this  term.

HEARING  TESTING 

The  pure  tone  audiometer  is  the  instrument  used  to  detect 


hearing  impairment.

Of  this  group  two  have  a large  degree  of  hearing  loss,  one  child 
is  using  a hearing  aid. 

EXCEPTIONAL  CHILDREN 

The  annual  census  of  physically  handicapped  children  reported 
to  the  State  Department  of  Education  and  State  Department  of 
Public  Health  was  26.  Many  of  these  children  are  registered  with 
the  State  Crippled  Children’s  Clinic  in  Worcester.  All  of  them 
are  either  attending  a clinic  or  are  under  the  supervision  of  the 
family  physician  or  specialist.  One  child  has  been  referred  to  the 
Massachusetts  General  Ear  Infirmary  for  evaluation. 

HOME  NURSING 

Fifteen  girls  in  Senior  High  School  received  Red  Cross  Certi- 
ficates in  Home  Nursing.  Two  credits  are  given  for  this  course, 
which  includes  40  hours  of  theory  and  practice.  Health  education 
is  correlated  with  this  course.  Field  trips  were  taken  to  St.  Vincent 
Hospital  and  Rutland  Veterans  Hospital,  Worcester  State  Hospital 
where  the  students  were  oriented  to  day  care  centers. 

SCHOOL  HEALTH  WORKSHOP 

On  March  15th  a School  Health  Workshop  was  held  at  the  High 
School.  Both  Sutton  and  Douglas  Teachers  participated.  The 
School  nurse  in  Sutton  and  Douglas  were  co-chairmen  of  this 
workshop.  Over  one  hundred  attended  the  workshop. 

HARVARD-BOSTON  UNIVERSITY  EXTENSION  COURSE 

Following  the  School  Health  Workshop  it  was  suggested  that 
a course  in  Mental  Health  be  given.  This  course  was  held  at  the 
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Douglas  Memorial  High  School.  The  instructors  were  Dr.  Joseph 
Weinreb,  the  Director  of  the  Youth  Guidance  Clinic  in  Worcester 
and  Dr.  Martin  Gluck,  a clinical  psychologist.  Thirty-three  teachers 
and  public  school  nurses  from  Douglas  and  surrounding  towns  at- 
tended. 


PSYCHOLOGICAL  TESTING 

I accompanied  fifteen  children  to  Wrentham  State  School  for 
psychological  testing.  This  facility  is  the  only  one  available  without 
charge  where  the  Stanford  Binet  Test  is  given.  It  is  mandatory 
that  at  least  one  parent  accompany  the  child  when  he  goes  to  be 
tested.  A physical  examination  is  also  done  at  this  time.  A con- 
ference is  held  with  each  child  with  a team  of  specialists.  To  do 
proper  follow  up  on  these  cases  it  would  take  weeks  of  a trained 
social  worker’s  time.  Two  parents  refused  their  children  to  be 
tested  at  Wrentham.  A psychologist  from  the  Framingham  Public 
School  System  came  to  Douglas  to  test  these  two  students. 

HEALTH  EDUCATION 

Several  group  discussions  have  been  held  with  the  girls  in  the 
high  school  building.  The  girls  have  many  problems  to  discuss  per- 
taining to  the  physical  education  classes,  the  shower  system,  etc. 
I have  attempted  to  guide  and  counsel  some  of  the  students  re- 
ferred to  me  through  the  teachers. 

PROBLEMS 

The  following  are  some  of  the  services  not  adequately  covered 
because  of  the  element  of  time: 

1.  Health  instruction  for  boys  on  the  secondary  level. 

2.  Nurse-pupil  individual  conferences  on  all  levels. 

3.  Nurse- teacher  conferences  on  all  levels. 

4.  Baby  sitters’  course. 

5.  A planned  program  for  visual  aids  in  health  teaching. 

For  professional  improvem.ent  I attended  a series  of  lectures 
in  Worcester  for  Public  Health  Nurses  sponsored  by,  the  State  De- 
partment of  Public  Health,  State  Health  meeting,  Massachusetts 
Public  Health  Association  Conference  at  the  University  of  Massa- 
chusetts, School  Health  meetings  and  the  American  Public  Health 
Association  meeting  in  St.  Louis,  Missouri. 

I wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  you,  Mr.  Hoyt,  the  School 
Committee,  Dr.  Spooner,  the  Uxbridge  Lions  Club,  Salvation  Army 
Service  Fund  Committee,  the  Red  Cross,  Mrs.  Kelly  and  her  co- 
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workers,  the  volunteers  who  assist  with  various  projects  and  to  all 
parents,  principals,  and  teachers  for  their  loyal  support.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  MUSIC 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

With  the  submittance  of  the  first  annual  report  by  the  under- 
signed as  Supervisor  of  Music  in  the  Douglas  Public  Schools,  it 
seems  advisable  to  state  both  the  present  situation  of  the  music 
program  as  well  as  the  intended  developments  for  the  near  future. 

It  is  a generally  acknowledged  fact  that  music  in  the  public 
schools  should  be  an  enjoyable  experience  as  well  as  a learning 
experience.  Music  should  be  for  everyone;  everyone  should  have 
the  opportunity  to  participate  with  the  ultimate  aim  of  personal  ex- 
pression through  a musical  procedure.  In  order  for  one  to  express 
himself  in  a musical  manner,  he  or  she  should  acquire  the  knowledge 
needed  to  do  so.  This  knowledge  must  begin  in  the  early  years  of 
public  school  and  grow  continually  through  the  end  of  the  educa- 
tional period.  With  the  gradual  increase  of  knowledge  of  good  per- 
formance standards  as  well  as  high-quality  level  of  music  reper- 
toire, we  may  well  expect  students  to  acquire  a liking  for  music 
representative  of  artistic  level  and,  too,  a liking  for  production  of  a 
finer  sort. 

Commencing  with  Grade  1,  it  is  entirely  possible  to  present 
musical  experiences  through  song,  record  listening,  and  creativity 
in  such  a way  that  the  youngster  will  take  hold  of  the  meaning  of 
music  in  his  daily  life  as  well  as  the  proper  way  to  express  himself. 
The  student  must  become  aware  of  the  link  betwen  the  music  he 
hears  or  sings  and  the  message  it  brings.  In  doing  this,  he  will 
realize  the  importance  of  singing  the  music  with  proper  expression, 
or  of  listening  to  it  to  derive  the  message  intended.  Once  this  has 
become  a natural  response,  music  has  taken  hold  and  the  student 
will  consider  the  world  of  music  a vital  part  of  his  existence  all 
through  later  life.  Right  down  here  in  Grade  1,  the  individual  must 
see  the  value  of  meaningful  presentation  of  whatever  he  hears  or 
sings,  and,  quite  naturally,  this  will  include  the  matter  of  proper 
use  of  the  voice  to  bring  forth  a pleasing  sound.  Attractive  tunes 
for  singing  and  distinctive  melodies  for  listening  will  result  in  the 
youngster’s  acquisition  of  good  taste  at  even  this  early  age. 

Now  as  we  progress  into  the  upper  grades,  the  process  of  using 
highly-acceptable  music  to  sing  and  listen  to  will  most  certainly 
give  us  a student  who  will  have  acquired  more  and  more  of  that 
ability  to  distinguish  “good”  from  “bad”.  It  is,  in  this  way,  that 
the  strong  aim  of  the  music  teacher  toward  overcoming  the  TV  and 
recording  influences  of  inferior  performers  and  song  writers  will  be 
carried  out.  All  music  instruction  in  the  public  schools  must,  of  ur- 
gent necessity,  be  so  directed  with  intensity  and  persistency.. 
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Here,  in  Douglas,  the  music  program  is  being  developed  toward 
the  goal  of  good  musical  tastes  both  in  the  so-called  “serious”  fields 
as  well  as  the  commercial  so-called  “popular”  fields.  There  is  a 
wealth  of  high-level  popular  performances  even  today  for  our  ears. 
Why  not  emphasize  this  instead  of  allowing  the  student  to  believe 
that  anything  that  makes  a commercial  recording  must  be  good,  or 
it  never  would  have  been  produced?  This  goal  is  being  accom- 
plished in  the  elementary  classroom  and  the  Junior  High  general 
music  class  by  means  of  (1)  singing,  (2)  recordings  of  representa- 
tive music  from  the  wide  scope  of  music  in  all  phases,  (3)  discussion 
of  the  link  between  musical  sounds  and  the  meaning  they  are  in- 
tended for,  leading  to  (4)  creation  of  one’s  own  songs  and  lyrics. 
Through  a pogram  of  both  active  and  passive  experiences,  the  stu- 
dent is  receiving  the  chance  to  express  himself  both  as  a performer 
and  a receiver. 

One  main  feature  has  not  been  mentioned  up  to  this  point,  and 
intentionally  has  it  been  avoided.  This  is  the  matter  of  attention 
to  musical  theory,  that  phase  which  is  purely  a learning  process. 
There  are  pros  and  cons  among  music  educators  of  all  ages  as  to  the 
advisability  of  much  or  even  a little  presentation  of  theory  in  the 
public  school.  This  writer  firmly  believes  that,  through  knowledge, 
comes  appreciation  as  well  as  competency.  When  the  student  UN- 
DERSTANDS what  he  is  doing  with  music,  so  much  the  easier  will 
he  perform  and  so  much  the  more  intelligently.  And  so,  without 
question,  a good  amount  of  time  is  spent  at  all  grade  levels  starting 
with  Grade  2 in  the  acquisition  of  enough  knowledge  to  handle  the 
music  that  each  particular  grade  is  performing. 

To  return  to  the  “theme”  of  this  article  which  was  presented  in 
paragraph  two  above:  “Music  is  for  everyone”.  No  one.  certainly 
in  the  public  schools,  should  be  denied  the  chance  to  take  part  in 
music.  Thus,  the  elective  chorus  or  glee  club  fits  into  the  picture 
as  a catch-all  for  everyone  who  desires  to  sing  with  others.  As  long 
as  a person  is  willing  to  give  of  his  or  her  best  in  each  rehearsal 
session  toward  the  betterment  of  the  group’s  perfomance  standards 
with  regular  attendance  and  constant  interest  in  the  group’s  suc- 
cess, no  barriers  should  be  erected  to  prevent  any  one  from  partici- 
pating because  of  mediocre  or  even  less-than-average  voice  quality 
or  knowledge  of  musical  theory.  Where  there  is  only  one  group  that 
the  individual  may  join,  he  should  not  be  excluded  providing  his 
interest  is  great  enough  to  warrant  the  opinion  that  he  is  not  hind- 
ering the  group’s  results.  Every  school  of  higher  grade  level,  should, 
however,  ideally  possess  two  groups,  the  one  for  average  or  poorer 
ability  students,  and  the  other  for  those  people  who  have  better  vo- 
cal quality  and  greater  reading  ability. 

Indeed,  this  philosophy,  now  being  carried  out  in  Douglas,  em- 
phasizes that  music  is  for  everyone;  it  is  a part  of  everyone’s  life.

and  now,  at  the  public  school  level,  the  tastes  should  begin  the 
cultivation  for  what  is  acceptable  in  music  and  i>erformance.  By 
this  process,  our  country  will  consistently  work  toward  the  presen- 
tation of  artistic  music  and  the  disappearance  of  the  undesirable 
both  in  the  community  and  the  commercial  world. 

Last,  but  hardly  least,  the  writer  wishes  to  thank  the  many 
teachers  of  the  system  who  are  helping,  in  their  own  valuable  way, 
to  carry  out  these  ideas.

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

Please  accept  my  eleventh  annual  report  as  Supervisor  of 
Drawing  in  the  public  schools  of  Douglas. 

It  is  interesting  to  hear  the  opinions  of  our  international  neigh- 
bors concerning  our  culture  and  we  are  often  accused  of  wanting 
only  money  and  a fast  pace  of  living.  In  the  struggle  for  supremacy, 
ease  of  living,  and  more  leisure,  have  we  forgotten  the  deep  satis- 
faction that  comes  with  triumph  over  a difficult  task?  Have  we 
adequately  evaluated  the  place  of  Art  in  our  schools?  Art  gives 
our  children  a chance  to  experience  the  pleasure  that  comes  through 
physical  work  with  their  hands.  It  is  their  chief  outlet  for  creativity 
and  their  happiness,  as  they  go  about  their  Art  lessons,  proves  its 
importance  in  our  schools. 

Despite  all  we  hear  about  originality  there  is  still  a place 
in  Art  for  nature  study,  for  correlation  of  art  with  history,  geography 
and  science.  There  is  still  a place  for  knowledge  as  shown  in  theory 
of  color  and  simple  design;  for  skill  as  found  in  directed  lessons 
of  cutting,  arranging  and  pasting.  There  is  still  the  joy  of  some- 
th-ing  well  done  for  the  unimaginative  child  who  needs  help.  There 
is  still  the  discipline  of  good  habits,  ideals  and  attitudes.  To  teach 
our  children  to  see  and  feel  the  difference  betv/een  order  and  dis- 
order, to  recognize  beauty  in  every  day  surroundings,  to  stimulate 
memory  and  encourage  imagination  gives  them  confidence  to  express 
their  own  ideas. 

Last  March  our  classes  participated  in  a Health  workshop  held 
in  our  High  School.  Interesting  art  exhibits  pertaining  to  health 
and  cleanliness,  food,  posture,  dress,  safety,  etc.,  were  arranged 
by  the  various  grades  and  displayed  in  the  Manual  Training  room. 
In  October  a number  of  children  made  posters  for  National  Library 
Week  and  they  were  exhibited  at  the  Library  during  that  week. 
Also  in  October  our  classes  exhibited  flannel  board  displays  per- 
taining to  the  social  sciences  at  the  social  science  workshop  in 
Sutton.  Board  murals  and  panels  and  all  t5i)es  of  our  regular  les- 
sons help  to  keep  our  class  rooms  attractive  at  all  times. 

I am  grateful  for  the  cooperation  and  help  I receive  from  all 
with  whom  I work.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  WRITING 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I am  pleased  to  report  on  the  progress  of  our  handwriting  pro- 
gram in  your  schools.  Our  major  objectives  are: 

1.  To  have  each  pupil  achieve  or  surpass  the  norm  for  his 
grade  in  speed  and  quality  in  formal  handwriting. 

2.  To  make  good  handwriting  function  in  all  related  in- 
formal handwriting  activities  such  as  spelling,  arithmetic, 
English  composition,  etc. 

3.  To  develop  concomitant  virtues  such  as  neatness,  accuracy, 
attention  to  details  and  understanding  and  appreciation  of 
what  is  inherent  in  good  handwriting. 

4.  To  achieve  these  objectives  with  a minimum  expenditure 
in  time,  effort,  and  materials. 

5.  To  develop  a writing  consciousness  on  the  part  of  teachers 
as  well  as  children;  to  provide  the  necessary  instructional 
and  motivational  materials  and  inform  the  teachers  of  the 
methods  and  techniques  to  be  used  in  order  to  make  the 
handwriting  program,  effective.  A study  of  the  handwriting 
scores  made  by  your  students  indicate  the  measure  of 
success  that  has  been  attained. 

During  the  school  year  ending  June,  1958,  we  graded  3,222  for- 
mal test  papers  for  your  students.  In  the  final  grading  period  we 
found  88.8%  excellent,  8.4%  good,  and  2.8%  fair.  This  excellent 
record  testifies  to  the  interest  and  cooperation  of  your  teachers. 

During  the  course  of  the  year,  we  graded  approximately  9,666 
informal  papers  for  your  students.  Our  purpose  in  grading  these 
informal  papers  was  to  motivate  good  handwriting  in  related  hand- 
writing activities.  In  addition  to  our  consultant  services  we  fur- 
nished the  pupils  and  teachers  with  the  following  handwriting  ma- 
terials: teacher  outlines  and  folders,  pupil  folders,  motivation  graphs, 
individual  certificates  to  pupils  who  qualified,  diagnostic  charts, 
handedness  tests,  envelopes,  seals,  etc. 

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  thank  you  and  the  teachers  and  pupils 
for  the  splendid  cooperation  we  have  received  at  all  times  and 
for  the  excellent  results  that  have  been  forthcoming.

The  Board  of  Engineers  again  recommend  that  the  Town  should 
give  serious  consideration  to  the  purchase  of  a new  Fire  Truck  for 
the  safety  of  the  people  of  Douglas. 

At  the  present  time  the  Department  consists  of  a 1935  Ford 
Truck — a 1939  GMC  Truck  that  w'as  purchased  from  the  Government 
second  hand  and  made  over  into  a Fire  Truck — a 1939  Dodge  Pickup 
Truck  that  was  purchased  second  hand  for  Forest  Fires  and  a 1946 
Jeep  that  is  used  for  Forest  Fires. 

During  the  year  1959,  forty-one  calls  were  answered  by  the  Fire

NEEDS  COMMITTEE

Board  of  Selectmen

Citizens  of  Douglas: 


The  following  recommendations  and  suggestions  are  submitted 
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by  the  five  member  committee  established  as  authorized  at  the  An- 
nual Town  Meeting  in  1959,  to  make  a survey  of  the  East  Douglas 
Fire  Department  equipment  and  personnel  and  submit  its  findings 
to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Finance  Committee  for  further  action. 

Below  is  a report  of  an  inspection  and  test  made  by  the  New 
England  Fire  Insurance  Rating  Association  of  Boston,  Mass.: 

“In  regard  to  your  application  for  an  inspection  of  the  fire 
department  equipment  in  the  town  of  Douglas  we  have  completed 
our  investigation  and  offer  the  following  recommendations: 

1.  That  a new  fire  department  pumping  engine  be  purchased  and 
placed  in  service.  This  unit  should  have  a capacity  of  at  least 
750  gallons  per  minute  and  carry  at  least  1000  feet  of  2 1/2 -inch 
double  jacket  rubber  lined  hose,  a 35  foot  and  a 24  foot  extension 
ladder,  and  2 roof  ladders. 

1(a)  That  the  present  Engine  1 be  loaded  with  1000  feet  of  2y2-inch 
hose  and  maintained  in  reserve. 

2.  That  consideration  be  given  to  the  purchase  of  a modem  fire 
department  ladder  truck.  This  truck  should  be  equipped  with 
at  least  200  feet  of  ground  ladders  of  suitable  lengths  and  types. 

Note:  Due  to  the  specialized  services  required  of  ladder  trucks, 
including  rescue  work  and  elevation  of  fire  streams,  the 
use  of  power-raised  ladders  is  highly  desired. 

Note:  That  the  Suggested  Specifications  for  Motor  Fire  appara- 
tus, prepared  jointly  by  the  National  Board  of  Fire  Under- 
writers and  the  International  Association  of  Fire  Chiefs, 
should  be  used  as  a guide  in  framing  local  specifications 
for  the  purchase  of  fire  apparatus. 

That  consideration  be  given  to  replacing  the  present  fire  station 
with  a new  structure  of  fire-resistive  construction  designed  to 
properly  house  fire  department  apparatus  and  manpower,  and 
equipped  to  provide  the  functions  of  services  required  by  modem 
fire  department  operation.  Ample  provisions  should  be  made  for 
housing  future  full  paid  personnel  with  due  allowance  for  future 
additions.  There  should  be  adequate  space  for  the  proper  care  of 
hose  and  for  repairs  to  apparatus  and  equipment. 

4.  That  sufficient  suitable  outside  alarm  devices  such  as  whistles 
or  horns  be  installed  to  provide  adequate  coded  notification 
to  all  members  of  the  fire  department. 

5.  That  a suitable  fire  alarm  transmitter  be  installed  at  the  point 
where  telephone  alarms  are  received.  All  calls  indicating  a fire 
in  a building  should  be  sounded  over  the  outside  sounding  devices 
on  a coded  signal  indicating  the  approximate  location  of  the  fire. 
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6.  That  the  listing  of  the  telephone  in  the  fire  station,  GR  6-2267  be 
removed  from  the  local  phone  directory  as  there  is  no  one 
normally  in  attendance  at  the  fire  station.  The  new  listing 
should  read  as  follows: 

East  Douglas,  town  of 
Fire  Department 
To  report  a Fire  dial  6-2222 

This  listing  should  also  appear  under  “Fire  Department”  in 
the  alphabetical  section  of  the  directory.” 

Based  on  the  overall  recommendations  made  by  the  Fire  In- 
surance Rating  Association  of  Boston,  it  would  cost  the  Town  of 
Douglas  approximately  $70,000  detailed  as  follows: 

New  pumper  $18,000 

Ladder  truck  25,000 

24  hour  personnel  coverage  11,000 

Addition  to  present  fire 

station  16,000  (Estimate) 

Supplementing  the  above  report  are  the  results  of  the  test  made 
at  the  Whitin  Reservoir  on  September  29,  1959: 

“Results  of  service  test  conducted  on  both  pumping  engines  on 
this  date  are  as  follows: 

Engine  1,  513  g.p.m,  at  120  pounds  net  pump  pressure;  191 
g.pm.  at  254  pounds  net  pump  pressure  with  wide  open  throttle. 
During  both  tests  no  provisions  for  taking  counter  readings. 
Engine  2,  462  g.p.m.  at  121  pounds  net  pump  pressure;  207 
g.p.m.  at  255  pounds  net  pump  pressure,  wide  open  throttle 
during  the  capacity  test;  no  provisions  for  taking  counter  read- 
ings. Both  tests  were  conducted  at  draft  at  Whitin  Reservoir 
using  two  lengths  of  4”  hard  suction  hose  with  an  8 to  9 foot 
lift.” 

The  investment  in  Fire  Eiepartment  equipment  and  maintenance 
from  1935  through  1958  as  reported  in  the  Town  Reports  for  the 
past  24  years  is  as  follows: 

Mbbile  Units $4,201.46 

Equipment  including  hose  ....  15,327.21 

Maintenance  8,329.52 


Total  $27,858.19 

Based  on  the  above,  we  find  that  maintenance  on  the  mobile 
units  is  approximately  200%  of  the  investment.  Average  yearly  cost 
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based  on  the  above  total  is  approximately  $1,110.00  per  year.  This 
figure  is  exclusive  of  salaries  of  personnel. 

The  committee  agrees  that  total  coverage  within  the  Town  of 
Douglas  is  possible  with  one  new  pumper  truck  and  existing  equip- 
ment. 

The  following  data  was  requested  from  the  Board  of  Assessors: 

“Answ’ering  your  question  regarding  the  houses,  etc.  in  Douglas 
which  are  without  town  water  and  the  fire  protection  which 
gos  with  it,  we  are  furnishing  the  following: 


Laurel  Lake,  .......  16  cottages  assessed  for  $9,700 

Manchaug  Pond  49  cottages  assessed  for  29,825 

Whitins  Reser 97  cottages  assessed  for  63,325 

Wallum  Lake  4 cottages  assessed  for  3,050 

Wallum  Lake  Ter 49  cottages  assessed  for  31,900 


Total  215  $137,900 

Residences  outside  town  water  limit — 134  156,925 


Total  $294,825 


“This  is  just  the  assessed  valuation.  It  is  estimated  that  the 

replacement  valuation  of  all  this  property  might  run  as  high  as 

$2,000,000  with  the  present  cost  of  building”. 

The  Committee  recommends  that  the  Town  of  Douglas  authorize 
the  purchase  of  a new  1000  gallon  capacity  fire  truck,  equipped  with 
a 750  gallon  per  minute  pump  to  replace  the  present  Ford  fire  tiiick 
which  was  purchased  in  1935  and  is  now  obsolete.  Approximate  cost 
of  new  truck  $17,000. 

We  recommend  that  the  present  Ford  truck  be  retained  to  be 
used  as  a stand-by  and  Forest  fire  unit. 

The  committee  also  agrees  that  additional  space  will  be  needed 
to  house  the  new  equipment.  The  cost  of  an  addition  to  the  present 
fire  station  will  be  approximatly  $5,000.00 

The  committee  suggests  that  bids  for  the  new  equipment  be 
obtained  from  the  following  companies:

CONCLUSION:  The  committee  recommends  that  the  voters  in  the 
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Town  of  Douglas  authorize  the  purchase  of  a new  fire  truck  and  an 
addition  to  the  present  Fire  Station,  and  to  be  convered  by  the  proper 
articles  in  the  Town  Warrant  for  action  at  the  regular  Annual  Town 
Meeting  February  8,  1960.

Arrests  over  the  previous  year.  Complaints  and  investigations  were

The  Police  and  Fire  Departments  were  called  to  search  for  a 
lost  hunter.  We  hunted  all  one  night  and  half  the  next  day  before 
locating  him.

Gentlemen : 

I herewith  respectfully  submit  my  twentieth  annual  report  to  the 
Selectmen  and  the  citizens  of  Douglas. 

For  the  past  twenty  years  I have  served  the  Town  of  Douglas  in 
the  capacity  of  “Public  Health  Nurse.”  Each  year  seems  to  present 
a special  challenge  to  me,  for  each  year  through  practical  experience, 
special  preparation  for  my  job  through  the  medium  of  meetings, 
courses,  association  with  people  dedicated  to  public  health,  books, 
all  of  these  motivate  me  to  share  my  knowledge  and  to  help  people  to 
under  stand  the  real  meaning  of  health. 

People’s  attitudes  about  health  have  changed  over  the  period 
of  twenty  years. 

The  local  board  of  health  have  carried  out  the  functions  recom- 
mended by  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health  and  in  addition 
have  gone  beyond  these,  i.e.:  by  conducting  polio  clinics  for  adults, 
chest  X-rays  for  school  students,  school  personnel,  town  employees, 
and  many  other  projects.  You  have  met  your  obligations  to  the  citi- 
zens of  Douglas.

I cooperated  with  the  school  nurses  from  Sutton  and  Dudley  and 
allowed  them  to  send  some  of  their  reactors  and  their  families  to 
Douglas  for  chest  X-rays. 

The  total  number  X-rayed  was  39. 

The  tuberculosis  skin  test  revealed  that  Douglas  had  one  of  the 
lowest  incidence  of  tuberculosis  in  the  county.

On  April  7-14,  May  5-12  and  on  June  2,  Well  Child  Conferences 
were  held  at  the  Town  Hall  from  9-12  A.M. 

Dr.  Spooner  examined  55  children  at  these  conferences,  which 
are  conducted  on  an  appointment  basis. 

We  are  fortunate  to  have  the  services  of  a nutritionist  and  a 
dental  hygienist  from  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health  at 
these  conferences. 

All  parents  are  present  with  their  children.  At  this  time  history 
is  recorded  on  the  school  health  card  for  each  child  entering  school.

Monetarily  this  blood  collection  represents  over  $7000  which  is 
made  available  to  Douglas  residents. 

At  the  request  of  the  Welfare  Director,  17  pints  of  blood  were 
given  to  old  age  recipients,  thus  saving  the  taxpayers  $795. 

The  blood  donation  in  Douglas  exceeds  all  others  in  the  county 
towns  regardless  of  population. 

SPECIAL  INSPECTIONS 

Mr.  Victor  Nelson,  an  agent  for  the  Board  of  Health,  inspected 
five  buildings  and  premises  before  building  permits  were  issued. 

Pursuant  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  140,  Section  6 of  the 
General  Laws,  the  agents,  having  been  ordered  to  do  so  by  the  Board 
of  Health  of  the  Town  of  Douglas,  inspected  three  premises  where  a 
Common  Victualer’s  License  had  been  requested.  With  the  above 
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authority,  all  stores,  premises,  and  restaurants  will  be  annually  in- 
spected prior  to  the  issuance  of  said  licenses.

LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT 


Library  open  daily  2:00  P.M.  to  5:30  P.M.,  6:30  P.M.  to  8:00  P.M. 

Saturday  2:00  P.M.  to  5:30  P.M.  only.  Closed  Wednesday. 

Twelve  thousand,  two  hundred  and  sixty-five  volumes  were  taken 
from  the  library  for  home  use  during  1959.  Four  thousand  five 
hundred  twenty-four  were  adult  fiction,  1691  adult  non-fiction, 
3775  juvenile  fiction,  1252  juvenile  non-fiction  and  1023  periodicals. 

Two  hundred  and  sixty-six  volumes  were  added  during  the 
year;  113  adult  and  93  juvenile  by  purchase,  and  60  as  gifts. 

One  hundred  and  five  new  borrowers  were  registered  during  the 
year,  18  adult  and  87  juvenile. 

Twenty- three  State  Certificates  for  Reading  were  awarded; 
foul*  Honor  Certificates  for  twenty  books  and  nineteen  small  certi- 
ficates for  5 books. 

Alaska,  Our  New  State,  was  the  theme  for  the  Summer  Vaca- 
tion Reading  Club.  Twenty-five  children  completed  the  require- 
ments, reading  10  or  more  books,  and  were  entertained  at  a closing 
party  on  August  19th,  when  Mrs.  Leonard  Rowley  talked  to  them 
about  her  trip  to  Alaska  and  showed  pictures  and  souvenirs. 

National  Library  Week  was  observed  in  April  again.  With  the 
co-operation  of  the  School  Committee  and  Superintendent  pupils 
of  grades  1 thru  6 visited  the  library  with  their  teachers,  Mrs. 
George  Stidson,  Mrs.  Carl  Hazelton,  Mrs.  Richard  Aldrich,  Miss  Edith 
Holway  and  Mrs.  Leslie  Dudley  read  stories  to  Grades  1 thi’ough  4, 
and  Grades  5 and  6 were  given  the  time  to  look  around  the  library 
and  examine  the  books.  Through  the  kindness  of  Lynch’s  Drug  Store 
an  exhibit  of  recent  adult  books  was  arranged  in  their  window*, 
and  posters  were  displayed  in  various  places  and  bookmarks  dis- 
tributed.

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silk  flag  to  the  library  at  their  Convention  in  Boston  on  April  28th.

Twice  Girl  Scouts,  with  their  Leader,  Mrs.  Bernadette  Belisle, 
spent  a morning  at  the  library  mending  books.  With  this  help  about 
100  books  were  put  back  into  circulation.

BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  WELFARE 


To  the  Selectmen  and  Citizens 
Douglas,  Massachusetts 

The  report  for  the  Department  of  Public  Welfare  for  the  year 
1959  is  as  follows: 

There  were  thirty-seven  recipients  of  Old  Age  Assistance  during 
the  year  1959.  Payments  to  these  totalled  $39,439.17  of  which 
amount  $15,619.39  was  paid  for  from  Federal  Grants. 

During  the  year  four  cases  became  inactive,  five  cases  were  ac- 
cepted for  assistance  and  one  application  was  rejected  for  failure  to 
meet  the  requirements. 

Hospitals  were  paid  $3,420.14  for  medical  care  given  to  seven 
Old  Age  recipients  who  were  confined  for  a total  of  177  days. 
Nursing  care  for  seven  other  recipients  totalled  $7,225.35  in  five 
separate  Nursing  Homes. 

In  the  category  of  Aid  to  Dependent  Children,  aid  was  extended 
to  five  families  with  eighteen  children  at  an  outlay  of  $5,226.59. 
Three  of  these  families  are  now  self  sustaining. 

Two  individuals  were  aided  under  the  provisions  of  the  Disability 
Assistance  sections  of  the  regulations  at  an  outlay  of  $1,579.69. 
Assistance  in  one  instance  was  terminated  by  death. 

Eleven  families  totalling  thirty-eight  people  were  aided  under 
General  Relief.  Four  of  these  cases  involved  Douglas  Settlements 
residing  in  neighboring  Towns.  The  total  expense  involved  was  the 
lowest  in  many  years.  The  net  result  was  that  $2,079.31  was  returned 
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to  the  General  F\md  and  the  Board  has  reduced  their  estimates 
for  the  year  1960  to  $4,000.00. 

This  department  received  excellent  cooperation  from  the  Red 
Cross  Blood  Bank  and  the  Board  of  Health  Nurse  in  the  supplying 
of  seventeen  pints  of  blood  for  local  aid  recipients. 

The  services  of  the  Fire  Chief  and  his  Department  in  furnishing 
Ambulance  service  to  the  Town  is  invaluable.  These  services  at  all 
hours  of  the  day  and  night  cannot  be  measured  in  dollars  and  cents. 

The  financial  statement  of  the  Department  is  set  forth  on 
another  page  of  this  report  and  reference  may  be  had  to  it  for 
further  details  of  the  Net  Cost  to  the  Town.

Ability  Grouping: 

In  the  elementary  as  well  as  the  secondary  school,  those  students 
with  a wide  range  of  ability  should  be  grouped  according  to  ability 
subject  by  subject  in  the  secondary  school.  For  example,  in  English, 
American  History,  9th  Grade  Algebra,  Biology,  and  Physical  Sciences. 
There  should  be  at  least  three  types  of  classes — one  for  the  more  able 
in  the  subject,  another  for  the  large  group  whose  ability  is  about 
average,  and  another  for  the  very  slow  reader  who  should  be  handled 
by  special  teachers.  In  the  elementary  school  the  same  procedure 
should  be  followed  under  a single  teacher.  This  type  of  grouping  is 
not  to  be  confused  with  across-the-board  grouping  according  to 
which  a given  student  is  placed  in  a particular  section  in  all 
courses.  Under  this  plan,  a student  may  be  in  the  top  section  in 
Mathematics  but  the  middle  section  in  English  or  Science. 

Ability  grouping  is  a controversial  subject  and  many  educators 
argue  for  heterogeneous  grouping,  they  argue  that  students  of  widely 
different  academic  abilities  should  be  in  the  same  class  but  if  we 
are  to  prepare  each  student  to  the  maximum  of  his  ability  I feel 
this  can  be  done  to  a higher  degree  wdth  ability  grouping. 

OUR  HIGH  SCHOOL  ENROLLMENT 

There  should  be  an  established  goal  or  policy  for  future  planning 
in  our  high  school.  I shall  attempt  to  list  some  of  the  criteria  that 
should  be  used  in  judging  and  planning  for  the  future. 

Next  September  we  shall  have  the  largest  enrollment  in  the 
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High  School  in  the  history  of  the  Town.  The  enrollment  over  the 
last  five  years  is  listed  below:

An  additional  teacher  will  be  necessary  to  handle  this  increased 
enrollment  plus  another  classroom. 

I recommend  to  the  School  Committee  that  for  the  school  year 
1960-61  that  a teacher  be  transferred  from  the  Elementary  School 
to  the  Junior  High  section.  This  will  make  a saving  in  the  salary 
account.  The  following  year  an  additional  teacher  will  be  needed 
in  the  Elementary  School  to  replace  the  one  moved  to  the  Junior 
High. 


FOREIGN  LANGUAGES 

I feel  that  no  teacher  of  foreign  languages  admits  that  anything 
approaching  mastery  could  be  obtained  by  the  study  of  a foreign 
language  for  only  two  years  in  high  school,  nor  have  the  students 
felt  that  two  years  of  study  had  given  them  any  real  working  knowl- 
edge of  the  language.  Four  years  of  study,  on  the  other  hand,  will 
yield  dividends  for  those  capable  of  handling  the  foreign  languages. 
Too  many  students  with  limited  ability  are  studying  a foreign 
language  for  two  years;  too  few  able  students  are  studying  one 
language  long  enough.  A third  and  fourth  year  of  a foreign  language 
should  be  offered  no  matter  how  few  students  are  enrolled. 

In  the  Junior  High,  two  years  of  conversational  French  is  being 
required  of  all  capable  students,  to  build  up  a vocabulary  and  an 
appreciation  of  the  language  so  that  in  the  first  year  of  high  school 
instruction  can  be  carried  on  in  a limited  degree  in  the  elected 
language.  We  have  tried  this  year  the  teaching  of  French  in  grades 
4 and  5 by  the  media  of  television.  The  effectiveness  of  this  program 
will  have  to  wait  an  evaluation  until  the  program  has  been  in  force 
a longer  period  of  time. 

BUILDING  MAINTENANCE 

During  the  past  year  many  improvements  have  been  made  in 
the  Douglas  Schools.  A partial  list  is  given  below: 

1.  Fluorescent  lights  in  the  Senior  High  School. 

2.  Asphalt  tile  floor  in  the  corridor  of  East  Douglas  Elementary 
School. 
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3.  Painted  walls  and  ceilings  of  junior  high  classrooms  and 
Superintendent’s  office. 

4.  New  oil  pumping  system  at  High  School. 

5.  Created  an  additional  classroom  at  East  Douglas  Elementary 
School. 

6.  New  tables  and  chairs  in  cafeteria  in  basement  of  Town  Hall. 
This  was  possible  with  the  financial  help  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen. 


HIGH  SCHOOL  BUILDING 

In  September  1960  the  Junior  High  school  will  need  a minimum 
of  four  classrooms,  an  increase  of  one,  besides  use  of  home  economics 
and  shop  rooms.  There  will  be  at  least  two  seventh  and  two  eighth 
grade  classes.  This  means  the  taking  away  from  the  Senior  High 
one  classroom  which  will  necessitate  using  the  auditorium  as  a study 
hall  and  the  library  as  a classroom,  which  was  against  the  general 
planning  when  the  addition  to  the  High  School  was  built. 

CAFETERIA 

This  fall  the  hot  lunch  program  was  extended  to  include  the 
pupils  of  the  Douglas  Center  School.  Through  the  cooperation  of 
Mrs.  Mary  Kelly  and  her  assistants  a well  balanced  and  appealing 
menu  was  presented.  The  pupil  participation  has  been  very  high, 
making  it  possible  to  maintain  the  cafeteria  without  financial  help 
from  the  Town. 

This  program  has  had,  I feel,  a beneficial  effect  on  the  students 
and  created  a situation  conducive  to  better  study  habits. 

I wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  School  Committee  and 
faculty  of  the  School  Department  for  their  very  fine  cooperation, 
without  which  little  could  be  accomplished.  I also  desire  to  acknowl- 
edge the  support  and  help  of  the  Town  officials,  parents,  community 
organizations  and  custodial  staff  which  are  gi'atefully  received.

The  list  represents  77%  of  the  graduating  class.  The  parents 
and  students  are  to  be  congratulated  for  their  interest  and  desire 
to  secure  further  education.  This  is  an  excellent  record  for  our 
school. 

In  1960  the  faculty  of  the  school  will  make  a self-evaluation  of 
our  school.  This  will  be  done  using  the  Evaluation  Criteria  as  set 
forth  by  the  New  England  Association  of  Secondary  Schools  and 
Colleges.  This  includes  a survey  of  the  student  population  and  the 
community,  then  an  evaluation  of  the  school  plant,  school  staff  and 
program  of  studies.  The  findings  of  this  evaluation  will  be  reported 
to  the  school  board  in  the  spring  of  1960.  Any  obvious  deficiencies 
will  be  corrected  by  the  school  board  and  faculty.  Then  in  either 
1961  or  1962  the  school  will  be  evaluated  by  a visiting  committee  from 
other  schools.  We  must  have  this  done  by  1965  in  order  to  retain 
our  accreditation  in  the  New  England  Association. 

Testing  Program  for  students  going  on  to  school: 

The  students  have  an  I.Q.  test  in  the  seventh,  ninth  and  eleventh 
grades.  The  Scholastic  College  Ability  Test  is  given  in  the  tenth 
grade.  The  National  Merit  Scholarship  Tests  are  taken  by  the 
eleventh  grade  in  the  spring  and  the  eleventh  and  twelfth  grade  in 
the  fall.  All  Juniors  planning  to  go  to  college  take  the  regular 
Scholastic  Aptitute  Test  of  the  College  Boards  in  May  of  the  third 
year.  Finally  Seniors  going  to  college  take  the  College  Board  Tests 
in  December  or  January  of  their  last  year.  These  scores  are  sent  to 
the  colleges  to  which  they  are  applying. 

I would  have  you  note  that  the  number  of  Douglas  graduates 
continuing  their  education  is  increasing  each  year.  This  is  an  ex- 
cellent recommendation  for  the  school,  it  shows  that  we  are  teach- 
ing a proper  respect  for  education. 

Student  Council: 

A student  council  was  established  in  January  1959.  Eleven  mem- 
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bers  were  elected  by  the  respective  classes.  The  membership  con- 
sisted of  four  Seniors,  three  Juniors,  two  Sophomores  and  two  Fresh- 
men. The  officers  were  Paul  Manning,  Jr.,  President,  Roberta  Ful- 
lerton, Vice-President,  and  Jane  Stefanak,  Secretary-Treasurer.  The 
council  was  extremely  instrumental  in  the  promotion  of  good  school 
spirit. 

Driver  Training: 

Until  now,  the  school  has  not  received  a car  for  Driver  Training. 
Sixteen  students  are  taking  their  classroom  instruction.  By  June, 
approximately  thirty-five  students  will  have  completed  the  course. 
The  car  is  expected  to  be  delivered  shortly. 

Attitude : 

The  School  Committee  recently  passed  a strong  educational  pro- 
gram by  formally  adopting  the  following  rules: 

1.  Any  student,  16  years  or  older,  who  has  the  capacities  and 
fails  two  subjects  for  two  consecutive  marking  periods  will 
be  requested  to  leave  the  school. 

2.  Any  student,  16  years  or  older,  who  is  not  applying  himself 
will  be  requested  to  leave  school. 

3.  All  students,  unless  physically  handicapped,  must  pass  four 
years  of  physical  education.  (The  handicap  must  be  veri- 
fied by  a physician’s  diagnosis  and  recommendation.) 

4.  Pupils  are  forbidden  to  enter  any  car,  either  on  the  school 
grounds  or  any  street  or  highway,  during  school  hours,  in- 
cluding the  lunch  period,  except  when  duly  authorized. 

5.  Smoking  by  pupils  will  not  be  permitted  in  school,  on  the 
school  grounds,  or  on  the  streets  and  walks  adjoining  the 
the  schools. 

6.  Pupils  are  expected  to  keep  the  building,  school  grounds,  and 
adjoining  streets  free  from  litter.  Disposal  of  trash  must 
be  made  in  the  proper  receptacles. 


Educational  Television : 

Both  Junior  and  Senior  High  students  are  profiting  from  the 
new  television  set]  The  seventh  and  eighth  grade  students  supple- 
ment their  Conversational  French  Course  by  the  television  programs. 
There  are  several  excellent  programs  geared  for  the  secondary  social 
studies  course.  In  February  a Humanities  course  will  be  seen.  The 
“21”  inch  classroom  television  is  a valuable  educational  tool. 
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Junior  High  Basketball: 

The  Junior  High  basketball  team  played  nine  games.  Its  record 
was  seven  wins  and  two  losses.  Double  victories  were  at  the  expense 
of  Slatersville,  Grafton  and  Sutton,  and  the  single  victory  was  over 
Oxford.  Hopedale  defeated  us  twice. 

Boys’  Basketball: 

The  record  was  9-10.  They  lost  first  game  in  Clark  Tourna- 
ment to  West  Boylston. 

Girls’  Basketball: 

The  record  was  11-2.  They  lost  the  first  game  of  Grafton  Girls 
Invitational  Tournament  to  Grafton. 

Boys’  Basketball: 

The  record  was  6-2.  They  lost  the  playoff  game  to  Leicester.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL 
EAST  DOUGLAS  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

This  is  my  second  report  as  principal  of  the  East  Douglas  Ele- 
mentary School. 

The  Russian  rocket  success  has  made  the  American  populace 
more  conscious  of  the  main  purpose  of  the  school — the  fostering  of 
intellectual  growth  of  each  child  whether  gifted,  average,  or  slow. 
Even  the  pupils  seem  more  serious  this  year  about  schoolwork  as 
evidenced  by  less  objection  to  homework  and  by  greater  enthusiasm 
for  learning  in  the  classroom.  The  teachers  of  the  East  Douglas 
Elementary  School  constantly  strive  to  provide  the  best  possible 
education  for  each  child  by  careful  lesson  planning,  by  constant 
evaluation  of  pupils’  work  and  ability,  and  by  using  up  to  date 
textbooks  and  workbooks. 

The  Metropolitan  Achievement  Tests  were  administered  to  each 
child  from  grade  one  to  six  in  May.  A profile  of  each  child’s  ac- 
complishments in  each  area  studied  and  e group  profile  for  each 
classroom  was  compiled  which  can  be  compared  with  a national 
norm.  The  work  of  the  pupils  of  the  East  Douglas  Elementary 
School  compared  favorably.  I.Q.  Tests  were  administered  to  pupils 
on  an  individual  basis  where  there  seemed  to  be  doubt  of  adequate 
progress. 

The  T.V.  programs  continue  to  be  popular  and  profitable.  The 
teaching  of  conversational  French  to  pupils  of  elementary  schools 
was  introduced  this  year.  This  program,  Parlons  Prancais  under 
the  direction  of  Mrs.  Anne  Slack,  is  viewed  by  the  pupils  of  grades 
four  and  five  in  the  East  Douglas  Elementary  School.  The  pupils 
also  show  great  interest  in  the  Science  programs.  Follow-up  of  the 
T.V.  lesson  is  maintained  by  experiments  and  projects  by  the  stu- 
dents. The  following  programs  are  viewed: 

Music:  Grade  2.  T.V.  Teacher  Mr.  Anthony  Saletan. 

Literature:  Grade  3.  T.V.  Teacher  Mrs.  Beryl  Robinson. 

Parlons  Francais:  Grades  4 and  5.  T.V.  Teacher,  Mrs.  Anne 
Slack. 

Exploring  Nature:  Grade  5.  T.V.  Teacher,  Dr.  William  H.  Wes- 
ton, Jr. 

Physical  Science:  Grade  6.  T.V.  Teacher  Mr.  Eugene  Gray. 
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In  September  the  third  grade  formed  a Flutophone  Band  under 
the  direction  of  Mr.  Frank  Dodge.  At  Christmas  time  the  Flutophone 
Group  and  the  regular  band  students  presented  a concert  in  the 
hallway  of  the  school  for  the  enjoyment  of  the  students  and  the 
teachers. 

The  enrollment  which  hovers  around  two  hundred-fifty  has  not 
changed  much  but  the  distribution  of  pupils  per  classroom  has 
changed  considerably.  This  necessitated  the  opening  of  another 
classroom  in  the  basement.  The  room  was  remodeled  completely. 
New  flooring,  new  heating  and  ventilating  equipment  and  paint  have 
transformed  the  area  into  a most  attractive  classroom.  This  room 
can  always  be  used  as  an  assembly  room  or  T.V.  room  if  it  is  not 
occupied  by  a class. 

In  September  the  East  Douglas  Elementary  teachers  attended  a 
three  day  reading  clinic  in  Sutton  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Ruth 
Somers  of  Worcester  State  Teachers  College.  The  program  included 
lectures  by  Dr.  Barlow  and  reading  demonstration  lessons  on  both 
the  primary  and  secondary  levels. 

My  sincere  thanks  are  extended  to  the  teachers;  the  art  super- 
visor, Mrs.  Clarice  Lunt;  the  music  supervisors.  Miss  Diane  Nolin 
and  Mr.  Frank  Eiodge;  the  school  nurse,  Mrs.  Mabel  Brown;  and 
the  school  custodian,  Mr.  Paul  Rawson  for  the  fine  cooperation  and 
the  high  quality  of  services  performed  throughout  the  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL 
DOUGLAS  CENTER  SCHOOL 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I herewith  submit  my  report  as  teaching-principal  of  the  Doug- 
las Center  School. 

The  role  of  primary  education  is  to  foster  the  social  develop- 
ment of  children  along  with  scholastic  achievement.  Developing 
the  children  as  persons  is  the  first  aim  of  our  teachers.  We  try 
to  help  every  child  achieve  a well  adjusted  personality  and  all-round 
capability  in  handling  the  little  problems  that  confront  him  daily. 

Through  our  testing  program  we  are  able  to  meet  the  child’s 
educational  needs  within  the  scope  of  his  mental  maturity.  Our 
readiness  program  in  the  first  grade  gives  good  predictions  of  suc- 
cess in  the  first  grade  and  of  all-round  maturity  for  learning.  The 
Metropolitan  Readiness  Test  was  given  in  Grade  I in  October.  In 
May  the  Metropolitan  Achievement  Tests  were  given  in  Grades  I 
through  IV. 

The  course  taken  by  the  teachers  last  winter  with  Dr.  Weinreb, 
has  been  the  source  of  valuable  aid  in  understanding  some  of  our 
emotional  problems. 

The  Reading  Workshop  this  fall  brought  sharply  to  our  atten- 
tion the  need  for  more  diversified  materials  in  our  reading  program. 
To  supplement  our  reading  material  we  have  purchased  twenty  books 
as  a nucleus  for  a school  library.  Futher  help  comes  through  the 
efforts  of  Miss  Williams,  our  librarian.  Each  November,  during 
Book  Week,  she  visits  us.  Her  basket  full  of  new  books  is  the  moti- 
vation for  extensive  reading  during  the  year.  The  Simon  Fairfield 
Library  provides  books  which  are  kept  in  the  class  rooms  for  the 
pupils’  reading  enjoyment. 

The  Hot  Lunch  Program  was  started  in  October.  The  nutri- 
tious and  appetizing  lunches  prepared  by  Mrs.  Kelly  and  her  staff 
and  served  by  Mrs.  Downs  have  been  appreciated  by  all.  Mrs.  Mur- 
phy observes  a greater  alertness  among  her  first  graders  during  the 
afternoon  since  the  start  of  this  program. 

I wish  to  thank  Mrs.  Murphy;  the  art  supervisor,  Mrs.  Lunt; 
the  music  supervisor.  Miss  Nolin,  and  the  writing  supervisors  for 
their  fine  cooperation. 

I also  wish  to  thank  our  school  custodian,  Mr.  Anthony  FMrno 
for  his  cooperation  and  for  the  fine  appearance  of  our  building  at  all 
times.

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  NURSE 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

It  is  a pleasure  to  submit  my  twenty-first  report  as  School 
Nurse  in  the  Public  Schools  of  Douglas. 

It  is  well  recognized  that  the  nurse  is  the  key  person  to  the 
school  health  program.  Every  school  has  tremendous  opportunities 
to  promote  the  health  of  its  pupils  and  of  its  community.  The  con- 
ditions under  which  the  pupils  live  in  school,  the  help  which  they 
are  given  in  solving  their  health  problems,  the  ideals  of  individual 
and  communuity  health  which  are  taught,  the  information  and 
understanding  they  are  given  of  themselves  are  factors  which  de- 
velop attitudes  and  behavior  conducive  to  health,  happiness  and 
successful  living.  In  all  its  efforts  the  school  must  consider  the  total 
personality  of  each  student  and  the  interdependence  of  physical, 
mental,  and  emotional  health.  The  total  health  of  the  total  child 
in  his  total  life  situation  is  the  permanent  objective  of  any  school 
health  program. 

Although  the  parents  have  the  primary  responsibility  for  the 
health  of  their  children,  the  health  needs  of  children  cannot  be  met 
unless  co-operation  exists  between  the  home  and  the  school.  The 
nurse  is  the  liaison  between  the  home  and  the  school,  interpreting 
to  the  school,  conditions  found  in  the  home  which  have  a definite 
bearing  on  the  mental  and  physical  health  of  the  child.  The  nurse 
also  interprets  to  the  parents,  in  the  home,  existence  of  conditions 
observed  by  the  teacher  which  need  attention. 

In  the  East  Douglas  Elementary  Building  the  room  formerly 
used  for  a health  room  has  been  converted  into  a classroom.  There- 
fore, no  room  is  available  in  the  building  for  health  examinations, 
vision,  hearing  testing  and  other  projects.  The  stage  at  the  Town 
Hall  was  used  this  year  for  the  health  examinations.  Volunteers 
from  the  child  health  group  help  to  supervise  the  children  at  the 
Town  Hall  as  the  nurse  is  assisting  Dr.  Spooner  with  the  examina- 
tions. I find  these  conditions  very  unsatisfactory  and  difficult  to 
work  under.

Written  invitations  are  sent  to  parents  to  attend  the  examina- 
tions of  their  children.  The  appointment  system  ^is  used.

On  October  13th  and  16th  the  Mantoux  Tuberculin  Skin  Test 
was  made  available  to  all  students  in  the  public  schools  and  to 
school  personnel.  This  program  was  sponsored  by  the  Southern 
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Worcester  County  Health  Association  ,the  State  Department  of 
Public  Health,  and  the  local  Board  of  Health  and  the  School  De- 
partment.

Reactors  and  their  families  were  chest  X-rayed  at  the  Town 
Hall  November  16th.  A portable  X-Ray  from  the  State  Department 
of  Public  Health  was  set  up  between  the  hours  of  2-8  P.M.  All 
X-Rays  taken  were  found  to  be  negative. 

PSYCHOLOGICAL  TESTING 

I accompanied  five  children  to  Wrentham  State  School  for  psy- 
chological testing.  This  facility  is  the  only  one  available  without 
charge  where  the  Stanford  Binet  Test  is  given.  A physical  exam- 
ination is  also  done  at  this  time.  A conference  is  held  with  the 
child,  the  parent  and  a team  of  specialists.  Time  does  not  permit 
the  proper  follow  up  that  should  be  done  on  these  cases. 

HEALTH  EDUCATION 

Health  education  is  integrated  by  the  teachers  into  the  regular 
program.  It  should  be  furthered  in  individual  conferences  with 
pupils  and  parents.  The  teacher  makes  curriculum  adjustments  for 
handicapped  children  when  necessary.  Health  education  materials 
are  made  available  to  the  teachers  through  the  medium  of  health 
films,  posters,  pamphlets,  books,  etc.  Speakers  for  Junior  and  Sen- 
ior High  School  Assemblies  were  secured  on  several  occasions. 

Several  group  dicussions  have  been  held  with  the  girls  in  the 
high  school  building.  I have  attempted  to  guide  and  counsel  some 
of  the  students  referred  to  me  through  the  teachers. 

Important  health  meetings  were  attended  through  the  year. 
Your  nurse  was  invited  to  be  a member  of  a panel  and  as  a con- 
sultant at  a school  health  course  which  was  held  in  Auburn,  Massa- 
chusetts. 

I wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  you,  Mr.  Hoyt,  the  School 
Committee,  Dr.  Spooner,  Mrs.  Ballou  and  the  volunteers  who  assist 
with  vision  and  hearing  testing  and  many  other  projects,  and  to  all 
the  parents,  principals  and  teachers  for  their  efforts  in  promoting 
better  health  for  the  school  environment.

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Douglas: 

Following  is  the  Annual  Town  Clerk’s  Report. 

VOTES  PASSED  BY  -THE  TOWN  SINCE  THE  ANNUAL 
TOWN  MEETING 

Special  Town  Meeting  Tuesday,  September  6,  1960  at  7:30  P.M. 

ARTICLE  1.  The  Town  voted  to  accept  a deed  from  the  Hay- 
ward-Schuster  Woolen  Mills,  Inc.,  to  the  Town  of  Douglas,  dated 
August  12,  1960,  purporting  to  convey  about  495  square  feet  of  land 
on  Cottage  Street  adjoining  the  Town  of  Douglas  Old  Town  Hall 
and  Fire  House  Lots,  said  additional  land  being  necessary  for  the 
construction  of  the  Fire  Station  addition. 

ARTICLE  2.  The  Town  voted  to  purchase  a certain  tract  of 
land  situated  on  the  Southerly  bank  of  the  Mumford  River  on  Gilboa 
Street  below  the  Gilboa  Dam,  so-called,  said  tract  being  bounded 
and  described  as  in  a deed  of  John  M.  Murphy  to  Walter  T.  Murphy, 
dated  August  17,  1952  and  recorded  with  the  Worcester  District 
Registry  of  Deeds,  Book  3885,  Page  314;  and  voted  to  appropriate 
the  sum  of  three  hundred  ($300.00)  dollars  for  the  purchase  of  the 
same  and  voted  an  additional  seventy-five  ($75.00)  dollars  for  ex- 
penses of  recording  and  a certificate  of  title,  said  sums  to  be  taken 
from  free  cash  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer. 

ARTICLE  3.  The  Town  voted  to  construct  a bituminous  side- 
walk on  School  Court  and  voted  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  four 
hundred  ($400.00)  dollars,  said  sum  to  be  taken  from  free  cash  in  the 
hands  of  the  Treasurer. 

ARTICLE  4.  The  Town  voted  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  Sev- 
enty-five ($75.00)  and  No/100  dollars  from  free  cash  in  the  hands 
of  the  Treasurer  to  supplement  the  sum  of  money  raised  and  ap- 
propriated at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  for  the  purchase  of  a new 
truck  for  the  Water  Department,  said  sum  to  be  taken  from  free 
cash  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer. 

ARTICLE  5.  The  Town  voted  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  Two 
hundred  fifty-four  and  84/100  ($254.84)  to  pay  outstanding  1959 
Industrial  Schools  Account  bills,  said  sum  to  be  taken  from  free  cash 
in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer.  , ‘ 

ARTICLE  6.  The  Town  voted  to  authorize  the  School  Com- 
mittee to  establish  and  maintain  State-aided  vocational  education 
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in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  74,  of  the  Genera] 
Laws,  and  Acts  amendatory  thereto. 

ARTICLE  7.  The  Town  voted  to  accept  the  sum  of  Five  Hun- 
dred and  Twenty  ($520.00)  dollars  from  John  J.  Kurash  et  Ux  for 
the  purpose  of  paying  for  the  extension  of  a Water  Main  on  White 
Avenue  with  mutual  understanding  and  public  acknowledgment  by 
John  J.  Kurash  et  Ux  that  he  would  reimburse  the  Town  of  Douglas 
for  any  additional  amounts  expended  In  excess  of  the  Five  Hundred 
Twenty  ($520.00)  dollars  for  said  extension;  and  the  Town  further 
voted  to  accept  any  such  additional  amounts  given  to  the  Town  as 
reimbursement  for  said  extension  costs  in  excess  of  said  Five  Hun- 
dred and  Twenty  ($520.00)  dollars. 

ARTICLE  8.  The  town  voted  to  extend  the  Water  Main  on 
White  Avenue,  and  to  meet  said  appropriation  necessary  for  the  con- 
struction of  the  same,  the  Town  voted  to  transfer  the  sum  of  Five 
Hundred  and  Twenty  ($520.00)  dollars  accepted  under  Article  7 
obove  for  said  White  Avenue  Water  Main  Extension;  and  the  Town 
further  voted  to  transfer  any  additional  reimbursements  received 
for  said  construction  from  John  J.  Kurash  et  Ux  to  said  construc- 
tion account;  and  the  Town  further  voted  that  should  said  con- 
struction costs  not  equal  the  Five  Hundred  Twenty  ($520.00)  dollars 
the  difference  is  to  be  reimbursed  to  said  John  J.  Kurash  et  Ux.

LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT 


Eleven  thousand  two  hundred  seventy-seven  volumes  were  taken 
out  for  home  and  school  use;  of  this  number  1739  non-fiction,  4221 
fiction,  880  periodicals  adult,  1178  non-fiction,  3068  fiction,  191 
periodicals,  juvenile. 

Two  hundred  seventy-five  new  volumes  were  purchased  and 
fifty  volumes  were  given. 

Sixty-eight  new  borrowers  were  registered,  2o  adults,  48  juve- 
niles. 

On  June  13,  14  and  16,  the  teachers  and  pupils  of  the  East 
Douglas  Elementary  School  visited  the  library  and  many  of  the 
children  signed  as  new  borrowers.

National  Children’s  Book  Week  was  November  13-14,  posters 
were  given  to  each  of  the  three  schools,  new  books  purchased  and 
bookmarks  given  out  at  the  library. 

The  holiday  season  from  October  thru  November  and  December 
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was  highlighted  with  decorations  of  the  month.  Books,  both  old 
favorites  and  new,  and  magazines  were  on  display  and  used  by  both 
the  children  and  adults.

The  Recreation  Commission  submits  the  following  report  for 
the  year  1960: 

The  past  year  saw-^  the  Recreation  Commission  introduce  an- 
other sport  to  the  fans  of  the  town  when  (as  stated  in  last  years 
report)  a Slo-Pitch  Softball  League  was  formed.  This  League,  along 
with  the  adult  Basketball  League,  probably  played  to  more  specta- 
tors than  any  other  Recreation  program  in  the  history  of  the  town. 

The  Slo-Pitch  League,  headed  by  Commissioner  David  Cave, 
had  eight  teams  participating  and  played  through  the  summer 
months,  with  128  men  and  boys  taking  part  in  the  program.  The  large 
attendance,  4 nights  a week,  more  than  proved  the  success  of  the 
venture. 

The  adult  basketball  progi’am  had  to  be  abandoned  early  in 
E>ecember  due  to  the  lack  of  experienced  officials  to  referee  the 
contests.  It  is  hoped  that  if  capable  officials  can  be  procured  for 
the  coming  season,  the  program  will  probably  be  reinstated. 
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The  skaters  were  treated  to  some  early  outdoor  sport,  when 
we  had  an  early  freeze  in  December.  The  lights  w^ere  turned  on  at 
Hunt’s  pond  and  Dudley’s  pond  in  Douglas  Center,  about  the  middle 
of  the  month  and  will  continue  as  long  as  the  ice  is  safe. 

The  Commission  wishes  to  state,  at  this  time,  that  the  town 
lost  an  energetic  young  worker  when  David  Cave  resigned  to  retm’n 
to  active  duty  in  the  U.S.  Navy.  He  will  be  missed  by  all  of  us 
who  have  worked  with  him,  and  our  best  wishes  go  out  to  him 
for  success  in  his  new  career.

The  primary  function  of  official  health  agencies  should  always 
be  the  prevention  of  ill  health.  As  your  representative,  I have  en- 
deavored to  carry  out  to  the  best  of  my  ability  the  necessary  func- 
tions that  make  for  an  understanding  and  efficient  health  de- 
partment. 


COMMUNICABLE  DISEASE  PREVENTION 
All  clinics  are  held  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  R.  H.  Spooner  and 
the  Board  of  Health  nurse. 

Polio  Vaccination: 

On  March  7 and  March  9 evening  clinics  were  held  at  the  Town 
Hall,  and  on  March  15  an  afternoon  clinic  was  held.  The  above 
clinics  were  held  for  adults  with  Dr.  Raymond  H.  Spooner  adminis- 
tering the  Salk  vaccine.

With  the  exception  of  one  or  two  physicians  in  this  area,  the 
physicians  or  parents  are  not  reporting  the  communicable  diseases 
to  the  Board  of  Health.  The  law  requires  that  all  communicable 
diseases  be  reported  by  physicians  if  they  are  in  attendance.  If  no 
physician  is  in  attendance,  parents  or  some  responsible  person  in 
the  household  is  required  to  do  so.  The  following  figures  do  not, 
therefore,  present  an  accurate  account  of  the  number  of  communi-

WELL  CHILD  CONFERENCES 

On  March  22  and  29,  April  26.  and  May  17,  Well  Child  Confer- 
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ences  were  held  at  the  Town  Hall  from  9 to  12  in  the  morning.  Dr. 
Spooner  examined  37  children  at  these  conferences,  which  are  con- 
ducted on  an  appointment  basis.  The  services  of  a nutritionist  and 
a dental  hygienist  are  made  available  by  the  State  Department  of 
Public  Health.  All  parents  are  present  with  their  children.  Histoid” 
is  recorded  on  the  school  health  record  for  the  entering  school  chil- 
dren. Vision  testing  is  done  on  these  children.

On  December  5 the  Red  Cross  Blood  Mobile  Unit  visited  Doug- 
las. For  numerous  reasons  only  one  blood  collection  was  held.

Many  factors  influenced  the  decrease  in  the  number  of  pints  of 
blood  collected.  At  the  request  of  the  Welfare  Director,  17  pints  of 
blood  were  given  to  old  age  recipients,  thus  saving  the  taxpayers 
$425. 

When  residents  in  the  Town  are  in  need  of  blood,  arrangements 
may  be  made  immediately  regardless  of  the  hour. 

PREPAREDNESS  PROGRAM 

On  March  12  and  13  the  nurse  participated  in  an  exhibition  of 
preparedness  for  disaster,  which  was  held  at  the  Town  Hall.  Many 
hours  were  spent  with  the  chairman  of  this  program  in  organizing 
the  various  units. 
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SPECIAL  INSPECTIONS 

Mr.  Victor  Nelson,  an  agent  for  the  Board  of  Health,  inspected 
fifteen  buildings  and  premises  before  building  permits  were  issued 
and  investigated  eight  complaints  pertaining  to  sewage  disposal. 

Pursuant  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  140,  Section  6 of  the 
General  Laws,  the  agents,  having  been  ordered  to  do  so  by  the  Board 
of  Health  of  the  Town  of  Douglas,  inspected  all  food  establishments 
in  the  community  having  applied  for  a Common  Victualer’s  License. 
Mr.  Roger  A.  Rondeau,  a sanitarian  from  the  State  Department  of 
Public  Health,  assisted  Mr.  Nelson  in  the  inspections.  Eight  inspec- 
tions were  made,  and  the  discrepancies  found  and  the  necessary  cor- 
rections to  be  made  have  been  made  known  to  the  individuals.  An 
annual  inspection  must  be  done.  Mr.  Rondeau  has  been  most  help- 
ful to  us  in  this  project,  as  well  as  many  others  pertaining  to  envir- 
onmental sanitation. 

One  inspection  was  made  by  Mr.  Nelson  and  the  nurse  for  a 
person  applying  for  a license  to  operate  a day-care  center  for  chil- 
dren. The  fire  chief  cooperated  with  the  Health  Department  in  this 
inspection. 

Mr.  Victor  Nelson,  Mr.  Ralph  Hippert,  and  the  nurse  attended  a 
six-week  seminar  in  Administration  for  Local  Boards  of  Health 
held  in  West  Boylston.  This  was  sponsored  by  the  Central  Massa- 
chusetts Boards  of  Health  Association.  The  nurse  was  a member  of 
the  training  committee  which  set  up  this  course.  Certificates  were 
awarded  to  us  December  8 by  the  State  Commissioner  of  Public 
Health. 

In  addition  to  the  above  course,  Mr.  Nelson,  Mr.  Hippert,  and  the 
nurse  attended  meetings  explaining  the  new  sanitary  code  which  has 
been  adpoted  by  the  General  Court.

The  Annual  Report  for  the  Year  of  1960  shows  an  increase  of 
Arrests  for  the  third  straight  year.  A decrease  of  Crimes  against 
the  Person  and  Crimes  against  Property  but  a sharp  increase  of 
Crimes  against  Public  Order. 

Although  there  were  more  cars  registered  and  more  licensed 
operators  and  therefore  more  traffic  in  the  Year  of  1960  than 
the  Year  of  1959,  our  accident  rate  stayed  identical  with  that  of 
the  Year  of  1959  with  one  improvement.  We  were  fortunate  not 
to  have  any  Fatal  accidents.  A large  factor  in  our  good  accident 
rate  is  credited  to  the  Highway  Department  in  taking  care  of 
hazardous  conditions  promptly  and  with  fine  cooperation. 

One  home  was  broken  into  and  a large  sum  of  money  stolen. 
Four  men  from  Worcester  were  apprehended  in  a matter  of  two 
days.  They  are  at  present  in  Jail. 

Two  out-board  motors  were  stolen  off  of  Boats  at  Wallum 
Lake  Terrace.  The  motors  were  recovered  and  turned  over  to  the 
owners.  Two  men  involved  in  the  Larceny  were  apprehended. 

Veteran  Police  Officer,  Sergant  Warren  A.  Johnson,  having 
attained  the  compulsory  age  of  retirment,  left  the  Department  and 
the  employ  of  the  Town.  All  of  the  Officers  join  in  congratulating 
him  on  a job  well  done  and  best  wishes  for  the  future. 

Patrolman  John  Michna  was  promoted  to  the  grade  of  Ser- 
geant left  vacant  by  the  retirement  of  Sgt.  Johnson. 

Many  compliments  were  received  by  this  Department  from 
property  owners  and  tax  payers  located  on  Whitins  Resevoir,  Man- 
chaug  Pond,  Laurel  Lake  and  Wallum  Lake  regarding  the  general 
Policing,  this  past  Summer,  of  those  Waters  and  the  Roads  and 
land  surrounding  them.  These  property  owners  were  most  coopera- 
tive extending  the  use  of  their  boats  and  other  facilities  necessary 
to  make  this  Policing  possible.

CIVILIAN  DEFENSE  ORGANIZATION 


Board  of  Selectmen 

Mr.  Robert  J.  FYost,  Chairman: 

The  following  is  the  Civilian  Defense  Report  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1960: 

Early  in  1960  the  local  Civil  Defense  organization  was  still  on 
a “stand-by”  basis  due  to  the  drastic  cut  in  Massachusetts  Civil 
Defense  funds  made  in  1959. 

On  March  12  and  13,  a demonstration  and  exhibit  of  the  various 
services  of  the  Town  was  held  in  the  Town  Hall  under  the  direction 
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of  Mr.  J.  L.  Gould,  and  Civil  Defense  demonstrated  and  explained 
our  communications  set-up  as  used  in  Sector  3B.  We  also  showed 
how  our  Geiger  Counters  are  used.  A replica  of  a Pall-out  shelter 
was  built  and  exhibited  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Gould.  Mr.  George 
Grandchamp  and  Mr.  James  Vecchione,  Communications  Officer, 
aided  in  this  demonstration. 

On  May  3 and  4,  the  Local  Civil  Defense  team  participated  in 
the  nation-wide  alert  and  received  and  sent  test  messages  in  con- 
nection with  the  problems  associated  with  a theoretical  nuclear 
blast  near  the  Westover  Air  Base  in  Chicopee,  Mass. 

On  November  7,  1960,  Sector  Headquarters  in  Milford  was  re- 
activated and  a test  of  the  Control  Center  communications  equip- 
ment was  held  from  7:30  to  9:30  P.M.  with  test  messages  sent  and 
received  in  connection  with  Radiological  problems.  Mr.  Charles 
Rudick,  Jr.  acted  as  radio  operator  for  this  test,  as  well  as  the  test 
held  on  December  5,  1960.  Control  Center  test  exercises  will  be  held 
on  the  first  Monday  of  each  month  during  1961. 

I want  to  thank  Mr.  Rudick,  Jr.  for  his  interest  in  Civil  De- 
fense activities.

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BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  WELFARE 


To  the  Selectmen  and  Citizens 
Douglas,  Massachusetts 

The  report  for  the  Department  of  Public  Welfare  for  the 
year  1960  is  as  follows: 

There  were  thiity  seven  recipients  of  Old  Age  Assistance 
dm'ing  the  year  1960.  Payments  to  these  totaled  $38,816.37  of 
which  amount  $14,652.46  was  paid  for  from  Federal  Grants. 

During  the  year  four  cases  became  inactive,  two  cases  were 
transferred  to  other  communities,  and  one  case  withdrew  the 
application  for  assistance. 

On  October  1,  1960,  a new  categoi'y  v/as  added  to  the  Depart- 
ment called  ‘Medical  Assistance  to  the  Aged’.  Following  this 
date,  seven  recipients  of  Old  Age  Assistance  that  were  confined  to 
Nui’sing  Homes  were  automatically  transferred  to  this  new  category 
iMAA).  Medical  Assistance  to  these  seven  recipients  for  the  months 
of  October,  November  and  December  totalled  $3,567.15,  which  total 
is  included  in  the  figures  set  forth  in  paragraph  one  above. 

Nursing  home  care  for  the  seven  recipients  from  January 
through  September  totalled  $8,749.86. 

On  July  1,  1960,  a cost  of  living  index  of  5.2%  became  effec- 
tive and  resulted  in  an  increase  over  the  State  Standard  Budget. 

In  the  category  of  Aid  to  Eiependent  Children,  aid  was  given 
to  two  families  with  thirteen  children.  The  sum  of  $3,842.30  was 
expended  for  this  aid,  and  of  this  amount  the  sum  of  $1,875.25  was 
charged  to  Federal  Grants.  The  aid  for  one  family  has  now 
been  transferred  to  a neighboring  town. 

Under  the  category  of  Disability  Assistance,  one  individual 
was  aided  at  a Nursing  Home  at  an  outlay  of  $l,810j.95i 

There  were  seven  families,  comprising  sixteen  adults  and 
children,  who  were  aided  under  General  Welfare.  Three  of  these 
cases  involved  Douglas  settlements  residing  in  other  communities. 
A total  outlay  of  $3,084.39  was  made  for  this  category.  However, 
an  assessment  of  $899.98  was  made  against  another  community. 
This  reduced  the  net  cost  of  General  Welfare  in  this  Town  to  a 
new  low. 

This  Department  would  like  to  thank  the  P^re  Chief  and 
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the  members  of  the  Fire  Department  for  furnishing  the  Town 
Ambulance  to  the  aged  of  this  Town  during  critical  illnesseSw 
These  men  fuimish  their  time  at  no  expense  to  the  Town.

I wish  to  commend  the  parents  of  Douglas  for  making  it  possible 
for  so  many  of  our  graduates  to  attend  college.  Douglas  has  a re- 
markable record  in  this  respect.

Physical  Education 

With  the  addition  of  the  gymnasium  at  the  High  School  a 
complete  program  of  physical  education  is  being  gradually  placed 
in  operation.  It  is  now  possible  for  every  student  to  participate  in 
one  or  more  forms  of  competitive  athletics  as  well  as  every  student 
participating  in  the  formal  class  instruction.  The  objectives  are  for 
worthy  use  of  leisure  time,  an  appreciation  for  traditional  games 
both  as  a spectator  and  player,  to  develop  a spirit  of  good  sports- 
manship and  also  the  coordination  of  the  body  muscles  in  active 
play. 


Federal  Lunch  Program 

Under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Mary  Kelly,  the  local  hot  lunch 
program  has  expanded  with  remarkable  success  to  all  schools  of  the 
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Town.  The  participation  of  the  students  is  exceedingly  high,  making 
it  possible  to  maintain  the  cafeteria  on  a self-supporting  basis. 

During  the  year  parents  of  the  Elementary  Schools  have  been 
invited  to  have  lunch  with  their  children  so  that  they  may  observe 
first  hand  the  type  of  meal  and  quality  of  cooking  presented. 

Changes  in  Personnel 

I have  recommended  that  the  School  Committee  provide  a 
teacher  of  English  in  the  Senior  High  School  who  has  a Master’s 
Degree.  I am  grateful  to  report  their  whole-hearted  supi>ort  to 
this  request.  They  have  voted  to  include  this  request  in  the  1961 
budget.  This  is  one  academic  improvement  that  I am  sure  will 
improve  the  general  scholastic  standing  of  all  students. 

EVENING  SCHOOL 

Through  the  cooperation  of  the  State  Department  of  Education, 
State-Aided  Evening  School  was  started  in  Etouglas  this  fall.  There 
are  two  classes  in  dressmaking,  one  for  beginners  and  an  advanced 
course.  It  is  a pleasure  to  report  that  this  addition  to  the  School 
Department  program  wdll  not  add  to  the  financial  burden  of  the 
Town  because  sufficient  funds  from  the  George-Barden  F\md  have 
been  given  the  School  Department  to  pay  100%  of  the  instructor's 
salary.  It  is  hoped  that  this  program  may  grow  and  be  enlarged  to 
cover  other  subject  matter  in  the  future.

One  point  which  many  people  do  not  understand  is  the  fact 
that  reimbursements  are  estimated  in  fixing  the  tax  rate  so  that  only 
the  net  cost  is  raised  by  local  taxation.  Our  cost  per  student  re- 
mains at  or  near  the  average  for  the  State. 

MAINTENANCE 

The  lighting  in  the  Junior-Senior  High  School  has  been  modern- 
ized so  the  lighting  level  is  now  such  that  there  , should  be  no  eye 
strain  on  dark  days.  The  program  of  painting  classrooms  is  planned 
to  be  continued.  I wish  to  compliment  the  janitorial  staff  for  their 
cooperation  in  maintaining  our  buildings  at  a high  level  by  varnish- 
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ing  the  floor  and  painting  stairways.  During  the  coming  year  atten- 
tion should  be  given  to  painting  the  toilet  areas  of  all  three  schools, 
which  has  not  been  done  for  some  time.  It  will  be  necessai’y  also 
this  year  to  renew  much  of  the  piping  in  the  East  Douglas  Element- 
ary School.  A start  has  been  made  at  the  Elementary  School  also 
providing  a sidewalk  and  roadway  to  the  school,  which  is  a very 
fine  safety  factor.  I wish  to  thank  the  Selectmen  for  their  co- 
operation in  this  matter.  It  is  planned  to  continue  this  work  in- 
1961  to  include  the  play  area  with  a hard  surface. 


TEACHING  AIDS 

In  this  era  of  modem  education  all  devices  should  be  utilized, 
to  that  end  a new  16  mm  motion  picture  projector  has  been  pur- 
chased to  supplement  the  teaching  in  science  and  allied  areas.  A 
new  teacher's  demonstration  table,  to  make  General  Science  in 
the  Junior  High  School  more  effective,  has  been  added  as  well  as 
equipment  for  chemistry,  physics  and  biology.  Some  of  this  was 
purchased  with  the  help  of  Federal  funds.  We  are  continuing  to 
use  the  television  programs  from  the  Educational  Station  on  Channel 
two.  These  programs  provided  points  of  views  and  materials  un- 
available in  our  classroom  and  a continued  use  with  more  emphasis 
is  planned  in  the  future.

The  respect  for  learning  and  education  is  a New  England  tra- 
dition. This  list  represents  over  65%  of  the  ^aduating  class.  The 
parents  and  students  are  to  be  congratulated. 

Our  junior  and  senior  classes  participate  in  two  national  test- 
ing programs  each  year.  They  are  the  Preliminary  Scholastic  Apti- 
tude Test  given  in  October  and  the  National  Merit  Scholarship 
Tests  in  March.  These  tests  are  each  given  to  over  500,000  stu- 
dents throughout  the  country.  We  had  thirty-six  students  take 
these  tests  and  our  average  percentile  was  77.  This  shows  that  oitr 
students  performed  very  well.  This  is  very  pleasing  to  the  faculty 
and  students. 

DRIVER.  TRAINING  PROGRAM 

R.  E.  N.  Chevrolet  Company  of  Whitinsville  donated  a 1960 
Bel- Air  Chevrolet  for  the  Driver  Training  Program.  Twenty  seniors 
and  eight  juniors  successfully  completed  the  program.  Mr  .Algert 
Lukshis  and  Mr.  L.  Wayne  Gilley  are  the  new  instructors. 

INTRA-MURAL  BASKETBALL 

This  fall  a new  sports  program  of  intra-mural  basketball  for 
the  Junior  High  boys  was  instituted.  Pour  .teams  were  selected 
and  they  play  two  games  on  Friday  during  the  Physical  Education 
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period.  Every  able  boy  must  play  in  these  games.  Undoubtedly 
this  program  will  create  better  appreciation  and  interest  in 
basketball. 


SPORTS  RECORD 

Boy’s  Basketball:  The  1959-60  Douglas  High  School  Bas- 
ketball team  completed  its  most  successful  season  in  many  years, 
compiling  a 15-4  record.  This  record  was  in  the  top  five  of  Wor- 
cester County.  The  team  was  great  even  in  defeat  losing  to  the 
top  teams  in  the  League. 

Girl’s  Basketball:  'The  1959-60  season  opened  with  the  loss 
of  nine  Seniors  of  the  previous  year.  Douglas  joined  the  'Tvun 
County  Girl’s  Basketball  League  and  in  a play-off  with  Medfield 
High  for  the  Title,  won,  thus  becoming  Champions.

League.  With  a League  schedule  of  eight  games,  Douglas  won  5 
and  lost  3. 


ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 

All  efforts  of  the  teachers  are  constantly  directed  toward  pro- 
viding each  child  with  the  best  possible  basic  education  according 
to  ability  and  toward  promoting  the  appreciation  and  need  of  edu- 
cation in  today’s  complex  world.  The  high  standard  of  teaching 
is  maintained  by  the  pui’chase  of  suitable  books,  reference  books 
and  adequate  supplies  and  by  careful  preparation  of  lesson  plans 
by  the  teachers.  Metropolitan  Achievement  Tests  were  administered 
to  all  pupils  in  Grades  4-6  in  May.  I.  Q.  tests  were  given  to 
individual  pupils  when  deemed  necessary. 

The  health  of  the  pupils  was  guarded  by  the  regular  physical 
examination,  hearing  tests,  rision  tests  and  visits  to  the  school 
nurse  in  case  of  accident  or  sudden  illness. 

Television  lessons  are  being  continued  with  the  usual  success. 
The  fifth  grade  science  courses  are  the  most  popular.  The  French 
course  is  meeting  with  more  success  this  year  by  the  pupils  of  the 
fifth  grade,  most  of  whom  are  taking  it  for  the  second  year.  Miss 
Jacqueline  Gadoury,  the  T .V.  French  Supervisor,  has  visited  the 
classrooms  and  conversed  with  the  pupils.  Miss  Gadoury  has  also 
conducted  a French  Workshop  during  the  year  for  the  teachers  in 
this  area  who  participate  in  teaching  the  PYench  T.V.  course.  The 
East  Douglas  teachers  attended  this  workshop.  A television  Science 
course  for  first  graders  will  start  in  January  as  a trial'  program. 
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The  former  combined  first  and  second  grade  classroom  was 
closed  due  to  the  decreased  enrollment  created  by  the  exodus  of 
sixty-two  pupils  from  the  sixth  grade  to  the  seventh  grade.  The 
basement  classroom  now  serves  as  the  T.V.  viewing  room,  Glee  Club 
Assembly  room,  health  examination  room,  etc. 

In  September  the  art  supervisor,  Mrs.  Clarice  Lunt,  requested 
a leave  of  absence  due  to  the  illness  of  her  husband.  Art  instruction 
however,  was  continued  under  the  direction  of  the  classroom  teach- 
ers. 


The  cafeteria  service  is  most  satisfactory  and  well  patronized. 
This  fall  Mrs.  Mary  Kelly  innovated  a Parent  Visiting  Program. 
On  Wednesday,  for  eight  weeks,  the  pupils  of  each  grade  invited 
their  parents  and  pre-school  brothers  and  sisters  to  come  and  eat 
with  them  at  the  cafeteria.  A good  turnout  of  parents  and  children 
resulted. 


DOUGLAS  CENTER  SCHOOL 

Educational  plans  and  programs  have  advanced  steadily  this 
year.  Through  the  use  of  the  newest  text  books  and  work-books 
and  by  careful  study  of  the  guide  books  the  teachers  feel  a continual 
satisfaction  in  the  educational  growth  of  the  pupils. 

The  attitude  of  the  parents,  their  cooperatio,n  their  friend- 
liness to  the  teachers,  their  understanding  of  the  purposes  of  our 
program,  is  reflected  in  the  confidence  the  pupils  show  as  the 
home  and  the  school  work  together.  We  feel  that  the  parents  fere 
aware  that  our  goal  is  not  merely  to  teach  their  children  to  read 
and  write  but  to  teach  them  to  be  responsible  people. 

The  Metropolitan  Readiness  Test  was  given  in  October  in  grade 
one.  We  consider  this  measurement  one  of  our  most  important  ones. 

Fifteen  new  books  were  added  to  our  library  this  year. 

The  Hot  Lunch  program  continues  with  its  usual  satisfaction. 

The  installation  of  stoim  windows  in  the  third  and  fourth  grade 
room  has  contributed  greatly  to  the  comfort  of  pupils  and  teacher. 

HEALTH 

The  center  of  a school  health  program  to  the  child  is  the  child. 
The  child’s  mental  and  physical  health  and  development  are  molded 
by  these  influences: 

1.  Parents  , ‘ 

2.  Teachers  and  school  authorities 

3.  School  medical  personnel 
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Each  has  a responsibility  to  the  child,  and  all  have  a responsibility 
to  each  other. 

Excellent  cooperation  has  been  given  from  the  parents,  teach- 
ers and  school  authorities.  Most  parents  assume  the  responsibility 
for  the  mental  and  physical  health  of  the  children  in  our  school 
system.  Parents  must  be  shown  the  need  and  taught  what  to  do. 
It  is  important  for  the  school  nurse  and  physician  to  know  the  re- 
sources available  in  the  community  and  in  the  area. 

Resources  available  to  obtain  and  retain  physical  health  are 
numerous  in  this  area.  Unfortunately,  at  the  present  time  we  do 
not  have  a single  facility  available  to  meet  the  mental  health  needs. 

HEALTH  EXAMINATIONS 

Invitations  are  sent  to  parents  of  children  in  the  elementary 
grades  to  attend  the  examinations  of  their  children.  A specific 
time  is  planned  for  each  child,  with  Dr.  R.  H.  Spooner  doing  the 
examining.

HOME  NURSING 

Ten  girls  in  the  Senior  High  School  received  Red  Cross  Cer- 
tificates in  the  care  of  the  sick.  Health  education  is  an  integral 
part  of  this  course,  which  carries  two  credits.  Visual  aids  and  field 
trips  are  some  of  the  tools  used  in  teaching  this  course. 

EXCEPTIONAL  CHILDREN 

The  annual  census  of  physically  handicapped  children  reported 
to  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health  and  Etepartment  of  Edu- 
cation was  20.  Many  of  these  children  have  been  referred  to  the 
State  Crippled  Children  Clinic  in  Worcester.  All  of  them  are  either 
attending  a clinic  or  are  under  the  supervision  of  a family  physician 
or  specialist. 

Children  with  emotional-social  problems  are  not  included  in 
the  above  mentioned  group.  This  is  the  group  that  presents  many 
problems  because  of  their  behavior  and  attitude. 

PSYCHOLOGICAL  TESTING 

F^ve  children  were  taken  to  Wrentham  State  School,  where 
they  were  given  the  Stanford  Binet  test.  A conference  with  the 
child  and  his  parents  is  held  with  a team  of  specialists. 

All  of  these  children  have  emotional  problems  and  have  been 
referred  to  either  a guidance  clinic  or  a child  psychiatrist.  It  is 
impossible  to  carry  out  the  recommendations  because  of  the  lack 
of  facilities  in  this  area  and  lack  of  time  to  do  the  proper  follow- 
up necessary. 


HEALTH  EDUCATION 

Several  group  discussions  have  been  held  with  the  girls  in  the 
High  School  building.  Health  pamphlets,  movies,  and  posters  have 
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been  made  available.  Attempts  have  been  made  to  guide  and  counsel 
some  of  the  students  referred  to  the  school  Nurse  by  teachers. 

Professional  improvement  by  the  School  Nurse  has  been  ac- 
complished by  attending  a series  of  lectures  in  Worcester  for  Public 
Health  Nurses,  State  Health  Meetings,  and  the  New  England  Health 
Institute  held  in  Manchester,  Vermont,  during  the  month  of  July.

When  I assumed  command  of  the  Douglas  Police  Department  on 
July  1,  1961  due  to  the  retirement  of  Chief  Victor  Nelson,  it  was  at 
the  busiest  season  of  the  year  for  the  Police  Department.  This  is  due 
to  the  heavy  influx  of  summer  traffic  at  the  many  beaches  and  ponds 
in  the  town,  and  the  seasonal  summer  visitors. 

It  has  indeed  been  a pleasure  to  work  with  the  townspeople  and 
we  of  the  Department  feel  that  the  cooperation  given  us  has  been 
gratifying. 

There  may  seem  to  be  a great  deal  of  confliction  in  reconciling 
the  difference  between  the  1010  cars  stopped  and  the  number  of 
Court  and  Registry  actions  taken.  The  answer  lies  in  the  fact  that 
for  the  past  six  months  we  have  been  engaged  in  an  educational 
program  rather  than  a punitive  one.  Persons  stopped  have  been 
booked,  warned  or  admonished  on  the  spot  rather  than  taken  to 
court.  Second  offenders  have  had  court  action  or  registry  action 
taken.  It  is  all  a part  of  a safety  program  to  once  more  see  if  we 
can  establish  a safety  record  for  the  Town  of  Douglas. 

The  Department  also  would  like  to  express  their  gratitude  to  the 
Management  of  the  Hayward-Schuster  Mills.  Inc.,  for  their  fine  co- 
operation in  the  endeavors  of  the  Department  in  trying  to  find 
some  sort  of  activity  for  the  older  youth  of  the  Town.  They  have 
put  at  the  disposal  of  the  boys  the  faciltiies  of  the  Elmwood  Club 
and  I am  sure  the  boys  would  also  like  to  think  the  Mills.  This  is 
another  measure  taken  to  try  to  improve  the  juvenile  problem  that 
has  been  one  of  the  big  problems  to  every  Police  Department 
throughout  the  Country. 

The  physical  set-up  of  the  Department  will  be  further  improved 
if  we  can  secure  a new  radio  installation.  The  present  sets  have 
been  in  use  since  late  1951.  The  sets  were  made  by  Link  Corp.,  who 
have  since  ceased  production.  Parts  are  hard  to  procure  and  the 
expense  of  maintaining  the  sets  is  far  out  of  line  for  a department 
of  this  size  and  the  service  is  far  from  what  it  should  be.  In  October 
1963  according  to  FCC  regulations  we  will  have  to  have  a new  instal- 
lation to  meet  their  requirements. 

In  the  near  future  I hope  to  once  more  have  an  Auxiliary  Police 
Unit  of  25  men  who  will  have  training  to  fit  them  for  any  emergency 
that  may  arise. 

I believe  it  would  also  be  advisable  for  the  Department  to  take 
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advantage  of  the  facilities  offered  at  the  State  Police  Training  School 
for  Police  Officers.  If  we  could  send  at  least  one  man  per  year  I feel 
that  it  would  be  a great  asset  to  the  Town.

Mr.  Clifford  Ballou,  the  agent  for  the  Board  of  Health,  in- 
spected twenty  buildings,  three  recreational  areas,  six  sewage  disposal 
complaints,  and  one  camp  site.  There  are  30  buildings  on  the  camp 
site.  Mr.  Kiley,  a sanatarian  for  the  State  Department  of  Public 
Health,  assisted  Mr.  Ballou  with  the  camp  site  inspections.  A survey 
is  being  conducted  by  Mr.  Ballou  and  Mr.  Kiley,  and  the  recommen- 
dations found  are  to  be  presented  to  the  owner  of  the  camp  site  be- 
fore this  area  opens  for  business  in  the  spring. 

A reqiijest  has  been  made  for  the  services  of  a sanitarian  from 
the  State  Health  Department  to  assist  Mr.  Ballou  in  inspecting  the 
premises  and  food  establishments  of  those  holding  Common  Victu- 
aler’s  Licenses. 

Mr.  Ballou  attended  several  meetings  of  the  Central  Massachu- 
setts Boards  of  Health,  at  which  time  the  various  phases  of  the  new 
state  sanitary  code  were  explained  and  discussed.

CIVILIAN  DEFENSE  ORGANIZATION 


Board  of  Selectmen 

Mr.  Robert  J.  Frost,  Chairman: 

The  following  is  the  Civilian  Defense  Report  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1961: 

Area  3 Headquarters,  Westboro,  Mass.,  was  reactivated  early 
last  year  and  Sector  3B  is  in  operation  the  first . Mondaiy  of  eac|h 
month  foi’  Control  Center  exercises  and  communication  tests.  (The 
town  of  Douglas  is  in  Sector  3B) . 

All  towns  and  cities  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
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are  required  to  have  an  “Operations  Plan”  for  Civil  Defense,  ap- 
proved by  the  Local  Government  and  the  State  Civil  Defense 
organization,  in  order  to  participate  in  Matching  Funds  and  Surplus 
Pi-operty. 

The  Douglas  Operatons  Plan  was  approved  by  the  State 
organization  on  October  13,  1961  and  by  the  Selectmen  on  October 
16,  1961.  The  Douglas  Police  and  P^re  Departments  cooperated  in 
compiling  this  Plan. 

The  Ai’my  Engineers  have  authorized  certain  architect  and 
engineering  firms  to  make  a survey  of  the  cities  and  towns  to 
determine  what  buildings  and  structures  could  be  used  as  “Fall- 
out” shelters  for  50  or  more  persons.  A preliminary  inventory  was 
submitted  by  Douglas  to  the  Corps  of  Army  Engineers  on  November 
9,  1961.  Some  towns  in  the  area  have  been  visited  by  the  survey 
teams  and  I am  waiting  to  hear  when  Douglas  will  be  surveyed. 

In  the  near  future,  it  is  planned  to  set  up  Fixed  Monitoring 
Stations  to  take  readings,  at  regular  intervals,  to  measure  Radio- 
active Fallout  intensity.  Geiger  counters  will  be  supplied  as  soon 
as  trained  personnel  are  available. 

It  is  planned  to  request  Federal  matching  funds  for  the  new 
Police  radio  transmitter  and  receiver.  (Base  station  and  mobile 
units) . 

A request  has  been  submitted  for  Federal  matching  funds  for 
the  new  base  station  used  by  the  Fire  Department. 

Your  Local  Director  has  attended  several  meetings  in  Boston 
and  Westboro,  Mass,  in  connection  with  Civil  Defense  subjects. 

Literature  has  been  distributed  and  talks  have  been  given  in 
the  past  few  months.  Considerable  interest  has  'been  shown  regarding 
Fallout  shelters. 

Booklets  entitled — “Fallout  Pi’otection — What  to  Know  and 
Do  about  Nuclear  Attack”  are  still  available  at  the  Post  Office. 
This  booklet  has  been  compiled  by  the  Department  of  Defense — 
Office  of  Civil  Defense. 

Contact  yom’  Local  Director  for  information  concerning  Civil 
Defense.  If  I cannot  answer  the  questions  submitted,  I will  get  the 
information  for  you.

To  the  Selectmen  and  Citizens 
Douglas,  Mass. 

The  report  of  the  Department  of  Public  Welfare  for  the  year 
1961  is  as  follows: 

There  were  twenty  six  recipients  of  Old  Age  Assistance  during 
the  year  1961.  Payments  to  these  totaled  $22,135.56,  of  which  amount 
$19,147.49  was  paid  from  Federal  Grants.  During  the  year,  four 
cases  became  inactive,  two  by  transfer  and  two  by  death.  Tv^o 
cases  were  accepted  for  assistance  in  this  category. 

There  were  ten  recipients  of  Medical  Assistance  to  the  Aged 
for  the  year  1961.  Payments  to  these  totaled  $12,820.52,  of  which 
amount  $10,667.03  was  paid  from  Federal  Grants.  One  case  became 
inactive  because  of  transfer.  Six  of  these  recipients  are  in  nursing 
homes,  accounting  for  the  high  expenditure.  Nursing  home  care 
for  these  recipients  totaled  $8,399.80.  Hospitals  were  paid  $3,201.09 
for  medical  care  to  six  recipients  who  were  confined  for  a total  of 
one  hundred  and  six  days. 

In  the  category  of  Aid  to  Dependent  Childi’en,  aid  was  extended 
to  four  families  with  ten  children  at  an  outlay  of  $3,566.90.  One 
family  is  now  self  sustaining. 

One  individual  is  being  aided  under  the  category  of  Disability 
Assistance  at  an  outlay  of  $2,558.35. 

Eleven  families,  totaling  twenty  two  people  were  aided  under 
General  Relief.  Four  of  these  cases  involved  Douglas  settlements 
residing  in  neighboring  towns.  Due  to  hospital  charges,  the  total 
expense  involved  was  very  high  for  the  year.  The  amount  spent  for 
one  case  with  a Worcester  settlement  amounted  to  $909.80.  This 
amount  will  be  reimbursed  to  the  Town  of  Douglas.  One  case  residing 
in  Worcester  with  a Douglas  settlement  amounted  to  $813.95.

Evening  Vocational  School 


The  Evening  Vocational  School  is  in  its  second  year  of  operation.

Thirty-six  students  have  completed  the  course  during  the  year  and 
received  their  licenses.  The  course  consists  of  thirty  classroom  hours 
and  six  hours  behind  the  wheel.

Boy’  Basketball,  coached  by  Mr.  Kirwin  Matthews:  Douglas  has 
joined  the  Western  Worcester  County  League  this  year.  Last  year's 
record  was  10  wins,  10  losses. 

Girl’s  Basketball,  coached  by  Zaven  Dagirmanian:  Participated 
in  the  Twin  County  Basketball  League.  Last  year’s  record  was  7 
wins,  5 losses. 

Boy’s  Baseball,  coached  by  Zaven  Dagirmanjian:  Participated  in 
Western  Worcester  County  Baseball  League.  Last  year’s  record  was 
7 wins,  5 losses. 

Girl’s  Softball,  coached  by  Wayne  Gilley:  Not  affiliated  with  any 
league.  Last  year’s  record  was  4 wins,  5 losses. 

ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 

The  teachers  of  the  Elementary  School  constantly  and  faith- 
fully strive  to  provide  a suitable  and  basic  education  for  each  child 
in  accordance  with  individual  ability.  Modem  textbooks,  reference 
books,  adequate  supplies  and  careful  preparation  of  lesson  plans  in- 
sui’e  the  steady  and  continued  intellectual  development  of  each  child. 

The  health  and  emotional  problems  of  the  pupils  are  well  guarded 
by  the  school  nurse  and  school  physician.  Safety  programs  are 
periodically  provided  to  develop  the  need  of  self-awareness  to  the 
hazards  of  carelessness. 

The  Elementary  School,  though  not  a new  and  modem  building, 
is  meticulously  maintained  and  thus  provides  the  pupils  and  teachers 
with  a neat  and  attractive  atmosphere.  The  ‘.girls’  and  boys’ 
toilet  areas  were  painted  during  the  summer.  'Two  classrooms  on  the 
second  floor  were  painted  during  the  Christmas  holidays. 

In  September,  Mrs.  Evelyn  Newton  was  appointed  art  supervisor 
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and  has  been  well  received  by  pupils  and  teachers  in  her  efforts  to 
inspire  creative  activities. 

Televised  lessons  are  being  continued  with  the  usual  success. 
Natural  Science  in  the  fifth  grade  and  Physical  Science  in  the  sixth 
grade  are  exceptionally  good  and  add  greatly  to  the  science  program 
in  these  grades. 

French  is  being  continued  in  grades  five  and  six.  This  program 
is  more  difficult  to  evaluate  but  seems  to  be  giving  the  participating 
pupils  a foundation  for  future  foreign  langugae  study. 

The  phonics  and  Music  T.V.  lessons  in  grade  two  are  very  popu- 
lar and  are  valuable  aids  to  the  teacher. 

For  evaluation  of  student  progress  and  for  the  determination 
of  the  weaknesses  and  strength  of  the  curriculum,  the  following 
testing  program  has  been  adopted  for  grades  one  to  six. 

1.  Iowa  Basic  Skills — Grades  five  and  six.  To  be 
given  in  May. 

2.  Metropolitan  Achievement  Tests — Grades  one,  two, 
three  and  four  to  be  given  in  May. 

3.  California  I.Q.  Tests — Grades  one  and  four.  To  be 
given  in  the  fall. 

4.  Metropolitan  Readiness  Tests — Grade  one.  To  be 
given  in  September. 

ENTRANCE  TO  GRADE  ONE 

The  School  Committee  has  voted  that  the  entrance  age  to  grade 
one  shall  be  five  years,  nine  months  as  of  September  first.  A parent 
whose  child  is  betw^een  five  years,  seven  months  and  five  years,  nine 
month  as  of  September  first  may  request  a test  to  determine  the 
child’s  readiness  for  school.  Such  tests  will  be  administered  under 
the  supervision  of  Miss  Samborski.  The  results  of  the  test  shall  be 
final  in  determining  the  acceptability  of  the  child  tested  to  grade  one. 

DOUGLAS  CENTER  SCHOOL 

The  teachers  are  constantly  looking  for  all  means  to  improve 
their  usefulness  to  the  pupils  by  providing  the  best  instruction  pos- 
sible. To  this  end  they  are  supplementing  their  present  language 
program  with  a new  workbook  which  has  answered  many  of  then- 
needs.  New  history  textbooks  in  the  fourth  grade  have  been  eagerly 
accepted  by  the  pupils. 

The  Metropolitan  Achievement  Tests  were  administered  to  all 
pupils  in  Grades  one  to  four  in  May.  'The  Metropolitan  Readiness 
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Test  was  given  in  October.  Pupils  in  Grades  one  and  four  will  be 
given  the  California  I.Q.  Test  this  year  as  a part  of  a regular  testing 
program. 

Our  Parents’  Night  Program  seemed  particularly  sixcessful  this 
year.  The  response  by  the  parents  to  our  invitation  was  very  grati- 
fying. While  more  time  to  talk  with  each  parent  is  desirable  any 
opportunity  which  brings  the  home  and  the  school  together  leads  to 
better  understanding  of  the  child’s  needs. 

The  installing  of  the  porch  light  brought  several  favorable  com- 
ments on  Parents’  Night. 

During  Fire  Prevention  Week,  Mr.  Kent  Frost  showed  an  in- 
teresting film  to  the  children  and  talked  with  them  about  proce- 
dures to  be  followed  in  the  event  of  a fire. 

The  grading  of  our  ball  field  and  playground  will  enable  us  to 
restore  our  lawn  to  its  former  beauty.  It  will  provide  a much  needed 
area  for  our  boys  to  play  safely. 

The  Hot  Lunch  Program  continues  with  its  usual  satisfaction. 

Mrs.  Newton,  our  new  art  supervisor,  has  brought  to  us  new  ap- 
proaches to  expression  through  art.  The  response  from  the  pupils 
has  been  very  pleasing.

The  year  1962  has  been  one  of  the  busiest  years  in  the  history 
of  the  Douglas  Police  Department.  As  figures  show  from  the  Dis- 
patcher’s 2162  calls  to  the  patrolmen  on  the  beat  it  has  been  a very 
eventful  and  educational  year. 

The  addition  of  two  new  Patrolmen  has  added  much  to  the  man- 
power of  the  Department.  The  summer  details  at  various  ponds 
were  handled  with  a minimum  of  man  hours  being  expended.  Many 
compliments  from  our  summer  residents  were  received  as  to  ihe 
conditions  at  the  various  ponds. 

The  Department  expresses  its  appreciation  to  the  Whitin  Ma- 
chine Works  and  the  Whitins  Water  Company  for  the  fine  coopera- 
tion extended  to  us  in  the  past  year;  to  the  VFW.,  the  American 
Legion,  Firemen’s  Association  and  the  School  Department  for  their 
cooperation  in  the  united  effort  put  forth  during  the  Halloween 
season.  We  were  commended  as  being  the  quietest  town  in  the 
Blackstone  Valley. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  installed  a completely  new  radio 
system  that  has  greatly  enhanced  the  mobility  of  the  Depratment. 

The  record  might  indicate  that  Douglas  went  through  quite  a 
crime  wave  in  the  past  year.  But  as  will  be  noted,  most  of  our 
work  came  out  of  the  actions  of  non-residents.  With  the  large  num- 
ber of  uninhabited  homes  during  the  Fall  and  Winter  months  they 
are  prone  to  be  victims  of  looting.  A policy  has  been  set  up  where 
we  are  endeavoring  to  check  these  homes  periodically.  But  man- 
power and  weather  conditions  have  a great  effect  on  traveling  to 
to  the  various  homes. 

Our  traffic  problem  is  the  largest  problem  in  the  Department 
but  we  once  again  commend  the  citizens  of  Douglas  for  their  fine 
cooperation.  Again,  it  is  the  transient  who  cause  our  problems. 

We  also  would  like  to  commend  the  youth  of  Douglas  for  their 
cooperation  in  acceding  to  our  program  in  slowing  down  our  acci- 
dent rate. 

This  is  the  year  that  the  cruiser  must  be  replaced.  The  present 
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car  has  a total  of  50,000  miles  on  it  and  repairs  are  bound  to  increase.

Circulation  this  year  was  Fifteen  thousand  five  hundred  eighty 
seven  books  and  magazines. 

Juvenile 
non-fiction  1342,  fiction  5215,  periodicals  445. 

One  hundred  and  nine  new  borrowers  registered,  25  adults  and 
84  juvenile. 

Three  hundred  twelve  books  purchased,  18  reference,  50  non- 
fiction and  244  fiction. 

Wie  had  fifty  gift  books,  adult  and  juvenile  given  to  the  librai*y 
and  I thank  aU  persons  and  the  American  Legion  Auxiliary  and 
the  Grange  foi*  the  gift  Checks. 

The  Girl  Scouts  and  their  leader  Mrs.  B.  Belisle  worked  all 
summer  helping  repair  books.

Gentlemen: 

I herewith  respectfully  submit  my  twenty- third  annual  report 
to  the  Selectmen  and  the  citizens  of  Douglas. 

For  the  past  twenty-three  years  I have  served  the  Town  of 
Douglas  in  a capacity  of  “Public  Health  Murse.”  Each  year  seems 
to  present  a special  challenge  to  me,  for  people’s  attitudes  about 
health  have  changed  over  this  period  of  twenty-three  years.  Each 
year  calls  for  new  practical  experience  and  further  special  prepara- 
tion for  my  job  through  attendance  at  meetings,  courses,  association 
with  people  dedicated  to  public  health,  books — all  of  these  motivate 
me  to  share  my  knowledge  and  to  help  people  to  understand  the 
real  meaning  of  health. 

The  local  board  of  health  has  carried  out  the  functions  recom- 
mended by  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health  and  has  surpassed 
these  recommendations  in  mamy  projects,  such  as  community  chest 
X-ray  programs,  polio  and  flu  immuniaztion  clinics  for  school 
personnel,  town  employees,  and  volunteer  workers.

One  diagnosed  case  of  active  pulmonary  tuberculosis  has  been, 
and  is  at  present,  hospitalized  at  Rutland  Detention  Ward  as  a 
recalcitrant  case  (one  with  active  pulmonary  tuberculosis  who  leaves 
the  sanatorium  against  advice). 

Chest  X-rays: 

On  November  7 the  Southern  Worcester  County  Health  Asso- 
ciation, in  cooperation  with  the  Douglas  Board  of  Health,  sponsored 
a chest  X-ray  program  for  school  personnel  in  Douglas,  Sutton,  and 
Uxbridge.  It  also  was  open  to  the  adult  population  of  the  town  of 
Douglas,  particularly  for  food  handlers.  Every  person  handling  food 
commercially  was  X-rayed  and  found  to  be  free  from  tuberculosis. 

The  mobile  X-ray  unit  was  set  up  at  the  Town  Hall  in  Douglas 
from  1:00  to  4:00  p.m.  and  from  7:00  to  8:00  in  the  evening.  A total 
of  516  chest  x-rays  were  taken.  This  is  the  largest  number  taken 
in  one  day  by  the  unit  in  any  town  or  city  in  Worcester  County.  No 
active  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  found. 

On  December  14  the  same  X-ray  unit  was  set  up  at  the  Einiger 
Mill  in  Douglas.  A total  of  188  X-rays  were  taken  from  10:30  to  12:00 
and  from  1:00  to  5:00  in  the  afternoon.  The  report  of  this  project 
has  not  been  received  to  date.  Plans  are  in  the  making  for  a similar 
program  to  be  held  at  the  Hayward-Schuster  Woolen  Mill  in  the 
near  future.  These  programs  are  made  possible  through  the  sale  of 
Cliristmas  Seals  by  the  Southern  Worcester  County  Health  Associa- 
tion. 


COMMUNICABLE  DISEASE  PREVENTION 

All  clinics  are  held  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  R .H.  Spooner 
and  the  Board  of  Health  Nurse. 

Oral  Polio  Vaccination: 

The  State  Department  of  Public  Health  made  available  Type 
I and  Type  IH  Sabin  oral  polio  vaccine  for  children  from  thi'ee 
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months  thi’ough  seven  years  of  age.  On  May  10  and  12  and  June 
12,  clinics  to  administer  oral  polio  vaccine  were  held  at  the  East 
Douglas  elementary  building  for  first  grade  students  and  at  the 
Town  Hall  for  infants  and  pre-school  children.

Type  II  oral  polio  vaccine  is  to  be  given  in  March,  1963,  thus 
completing  the  series  of  three  doses. 

On  April  3,  April  26,  Maiy  1,  and  May  29  and  June  26,  polio 
vaccine,  diphtheria,  whopping  cough  and  tetanus  immunization,  and 
smallpox  vaccination  clinics  were  held.

Gentlemen : 

I herewith  respectfully  submit  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Agent 
of  the  Board  of  Health  of  Douglas  for  the  year  ending  December  31, 
1962. 

As  Agent  of  the  Board  of  Health  of  the  Town  of  Douglas  we 
have  had  a busy  year. 

To  many  people  this  is  a position  that  is  unheard  of  but  one 
of  the  most  important  to  the  well  being  of  the  citizens  of  Douglas 

During  the  year  we  have  received  many  complaints.  All  have 
been  checked.  Those  requiring  action  received  it.  Those  complaint-s 
unfounded  were  filed. 

With  the  adoption  of  the  Sanitary  Code  for  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts  it  is  now  possible,  even  though  a Town  like  Douglas 
does  not  have  a code  of  its'  own,  to  insist  that  certain  health 
measures  be  conformed  with. 

I supervised  the  installation  of  a sewerage  system  and  water 
system  at  Sanborn’s  Grove  that  the  State  Department  of  Public 
Health  required  before  a permit  could  be  issued.  Within  another  year 
this  project  will  be  completed. 

Several  sewage  complaints  were  received  and  action  taken  to 
correct  them. 

All  building  permits  were  checked  to  ascertain  that  the  sanitary 
code  was  being  conformed  with. 

The  Agent  and  Board  of  Health  Nurse  attended  the  meetings 
of  the  State  Health  Department  in  various  Towns.

The  following  is  the  Civilian  Defense  Report  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1962: 

Sector  3B  Civilian  Defense  Headquarters  (Milford,  Mass.)  will 
be  reactivated  as  of  January  7,  1963  on  a full  time  basis  with  Mr. 
T.  W.  Aptt  as  Sector  Director. 

The  Corps  of  Army  Engineers  has  authorized  one  Fallout 
Shelter  in  Douglas,  which  is  located  in  the  Einiger  Mill  and  has 
been  stocked  with  food  and  medical  supplies  to  take  care  of  220 
people  for  approximately  Wo  weeks.  While  the  mill  is  in  operation 
Einiger  personnel  will  have  first  choice  in  case  of  an  emergency  due 
to  a nuclear  attack. 

Three  fixed  monitoring  stations  have  been  established  in  Douglas 
to  measure  radioactive  fallout.  Geiger  counters  have  been  supplied 
by  the  State  Civil  Etefense  organization  at  no  expense  to  the  town. 
The  Geiger  counters  will  be  located  at  Paul  Manning’s  home  in 
Douglas  Center,  the  Police  Department  in  the  Town  Hall,  and  in 
the  home  of  the  Civil  Defense  Director  on  Depot  Street. 

Federal  matching  funds  in  the  auiount  of  $425.81,  w^hich  is 
50  percent  of  the  purchase  price  of  the  Fire  Department  base  radio 
station,  where  received  in  September  1962. 

Bills  for  the  nev/  Police  Department  radio  are  at  present  being 
processed  by  the  State  Civil  Defense  agency  and  we  have  requested 
Federal  matching  funds  for  the  equipment. 

The  Civil  Defense  Control  center  has  been  moved  from*  the 
Town  Hall  to  the  Fire  Station  where  a new  Ground  Plane  Antenna 
has  been  installed.  I plan  to  have  the  Police  Department  radio 
which  was  replaced  by  the  new  General  Electric  equipment,  rewired 
for  narrow  band  operation  and  set  up  at  the  Fire  Station  as  a 
stand-by  set.  This  will  give  the  Town  of  Douglas  a Communications 
Center  in  case  of  emergency,  and  will  tie  in  the  Fire  and  Police  De- 
partments with  Civil  Defense,  and  in  the  near  future,  the  Highway 
Department  as  well. 

The  Federal  Communications  Commission  has  changed  the 
Civil  Defense  radio  frequency  from  50.50  megacycles  to  50.70  mega- 
cycles and  new  crystals  have  been  purchased  and  installed  in  the 
Hallicrafter  and  Gonset  transmitters. 
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I suggest  that  a new  3000  watt  auxiliary  generator  be  purchased 
and  installed  at  the  Fire  Station  to  insure  the  continued  operation 
of  the  Civil  Defense  and  Fire  Department  radios.  (Approximate  cost 
of  Auxiliary  (Generator  will  be  $500.00). 

Your  Local  Director  has  attended  several  Civil  Defense  meet- 
ings in  Westboro  and  Boston,  including  Governor  Volpe’s  Conference 
at  the  State  House  during  the  Cuban  crisis. 

There  are  booklets  available  entitled  “Fallout  Protection — What 
to  Know  and  Do  about  Nuclear  Attack”.  Contact  youi’  Local  Dir- 
ector for  information  concerning  civil  defense.

The  report  of  the  Department  of  Public  Welfare  for  the  year 
1962  is  as  follows. 

There  were  twenty-two  recipients  of  Old  Age  Assistance  during 
the  year  1962.  Payments  to  these  totaled  $22,655.30,  of  which  amount 
$10,659.58  was  paid  from  Federal  Grants.  During  the  year  three 
cases  became  inactive,  one  by  transfer  and  two  by  death.  Three 
new  cases  were  accepted  in  this  category,  one  being  a transfer  from 
a neighboring  city. 

In  the  category  of  Medical  Assistance  to  the  Aged,  the  year  1962 
was  very  active.  There  were  ten  recipients,  six  of  which  are  in 
nursing  homes,  accounting  for  the  high  expenditure.  The  total 
amount  spent  was  $12,236.43  of  which  amount  $3,311.25  was  paid 
from  Federal  Grants.  Thi'ee  applications  were  denied.  Two  recipi- 
ents became  inactive  by  death  and  one  became  self  supporting.  Three 
new  cases  were  accepted. 

There  are  five  cases  being  assisted  through  Aid  to  Dependent 
Children.  These  consist  of  three  grantee  relatives  and  thirteen 
children  at  an  outlay  of  $5,059.90,  of  which  amount  $3,561.65  was 
paid  from  Federal  Grants.  One  case  was  transferred  from  a neigh- 
boring town,  one  application  was  denied  and  one  was  accepted. 

One  individual  is  being  aided  under  the  category  of  Disability 
Assistance  at  an  outlay  of  $2,191.35.  One  application  is  now  under 
consideration. 

Nine  cases  totaling  twenty-five  people  were  aided  under  General 
Relief.  Two  of  these  cases  involving  Douglas  settlements  residing 
in  other  towns.  Aid  was  given  one  case  with  a Worcester  settle- 
ment. Hospitals  were  paid  $1,985.13  for  medical  care  to  five  recipi- 
ents who  were  confined  for  a total  of  seventy-five  days.

Since  weather  reports  are  not  always  reliable,  and  because  the 
school  department  wishes  to  render  maximum  educational  service 
by  having  schools  open  the  greatest  number  of  days,  storm  signals 
will  not  be  used  when  there  is  reasonable  doubt.  Weather  conditions 
may  warrant  the  non-attendance  of  certain  pupils  who  at  the  mo- 
ment lack  normal  health.  This  would  tend  to  make  it  advisable  for 
parents  to  keep  the  child  at  home. 

Good  health  is  essential  to  sound  education.  Care  for  your 
child’s  health  by  keeping  him  at  home  when  in  your  opinion  as  a 
parent  his  health  interest  would  be  best  served. 

The  School  Committee  has  voted  that  the  entrance  age  to  grade 
one  shall  be  six  years  of  age  by  December  31st  of  the  year  they  enter

school.  Those  pupils  whose  birthday  falls  between  January  1st  and 
February  28th  may  request  a test  to  determine  the  child’s  readiness 
for  school.  Such  tests  will  be  administered  under  the  supervision  of 
Miss  Samborski.  The  results  of  the  test  shall  be  final  in  determining 
the  acceptability  of  the  child  tested  to  grade  one. 


REPORT  OF  THE 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


I herewith  submit  my  seventh  annual  report  as  Superintendent 
of  Schools  for  the  Tov;n  of  Douglas.  I wish  to  extend  my  thanks  for 
the  cooperation  I have  received  which  has  made  possible  any  im- 
provement that  has  been  accomplished. 

Professional  Improvement 

Through  the  cooperation  of  the  State  Department  of  Education, 
a course  in  the  New  Concept  of  Mathematics  is  being  given  at  the 
Douglas  High  School  for  teachers  of  this  area.  Some  of  the  person- 
nel of  the  Douglas  Ssystem  are  taking  this  course  in  preparation  of 
a revision  of  our  mathematics  program. 

Budget 

During  the  present  year  the  State  Legislature  voted  to  increase 
the  minimum  salary  for  teaching  personnel  from  $4000  to  $4500  ef- 
fective January  1,  1963.  This  has  necessarily  had  an  effect  on  the 
1963  School  Budget  as  it  was  necssary  to  increase  those  teachers 
below  the  minimum  and  also  to  place  the  teachers  who  have  been 
in  service  in  Douglas  a number  of  years  to  their  proper  place  in 
reference  to  the  new  State  minimum.  Economies  in  other  cate- 
gories have  been  made  to  keep  the  increase,  in  the  total  budget,  to 
a figure  as  low  as  possible  consistent  with  efficiency. 

Changes  in  Personnel 

Mr  Kirwin  Matthews,  teacher  of  Social  Studies  and  Coach  of 
basketball,  resigned  during  the  summer,  to  teach  in  the  Worcester 
School  System.  Mr.  Paul  Welcome  was  appointed  varsity  coach 
of  basketball  to  replace  Mr.  Matthews. 

Miss  Alva  Magnusson,  a 1962  graduate  of  Clark  University,  was 
appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy  created  by  Mr.  Matthews’  resignation 
in  Social  Studies. 
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Mrs.  Paul  Desjourdy  replaced  Mrs.  Matthew  Towle,  who  resigned 
as  typing  teacher. 


Evaluation 

During  the  present  school  year  the  faculty  of  the  High  School 
have  been  preparing  for  an  Evaluation  by  the  New  England  Associa- 
tion of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools.  This  will  take  place  during 
the  Spring  of  1963.  Successful  passing  of  this  Evaluation  is  neces- 
sary for  the  proper  acceptance  of  graduates  of  the  High  School  in 
the  colleges  which  they  desire  to  enter. 

Revision  of  Courses  of  Study 

Meetings  were  held  during  the  Fall  to  re-write  the  High  School 
Course  of  Studies.  The  initial  step  was  taken  in  the  field  of  English. 
A tape  recorder  was  purchased  to  properly  teach  the  oral  part  of 
English. 


Physical  Improvements 

During  the  current  year  a number  of  improvements  were  made 
in  the  physical  plant,  namely: 

1.  Rebuilding  of  stoker  at  East  Douglas  Elementary  School. 

2.  Hard- topping  of  parking  area  at  East  Douglas  Elemen- 
tary School. 

3.  Fluorescent  lights  at  Douglas  Center  School. 

4.  Repiping  the  chemistry  laboratory  at  the  High  School. 

5.  Painting  of  corridors  at  East  Douglas  Elementary  School. 

6.  Repair  of  boiler  at  the  High  School. 

7.  Resurfacing  parking  lot  at  High  School.

East  Douglas  Elementary  School 

In  September  1962,  a change  was  made  in  the  Reading  Program 
in  grade  one.  The  Row-Peterson  Reading  Program  was  started. 
This  program  includes  the  Triple  Teaching  plan  which  consists  of 
separate  teaching  plans  for  the  superior,  average,  and  immature 
groups.  This  program  also  includes  phonics,  word  structure,  and  con- 
text clues  to  discover  the  pronunciation  and  meaning  of  words. 

The  Row-Peterson  Reading  Program  will  be  continued  in  the 
second  grade  next  year. 

To  get  a better  understanding  of  the  new  reading  series,  all  the 
East  Douglas  Elementary  teachers  attended  a Row-Peterson  Read- 
ing Workshop  in  Sutton  in  September  1962. 

Due  to  the  resignations  of  Mrs.  John  Newton  and  Mrs.  Laval 
Provencher,  the  Elementary  School  is  without  the  services  of  art  and 
music  supervisors.  Art  and  music  lessons  are,  nevertheless,  conducted 
regularly  by  the  classroom  teachers. 

For  the  purpose  of  evaluation  of  individual  student  progress,  the 
following  testing  program  was  used. 

1.  Iowa  Basic  Skills — Grades  five  and  six — given  in  May 
1962. 

2.  Metropolitan  Achievement  Tests — Grades  one,  two,  three 
and  four — given  in  May  1962. 

3.  California  I.Q.  Tests — Grades  one  and  four — given  in 
September  1962. 

4.  Reading  Readiness  Tests — Grade  one — given  in  Septem- 
ber 1962. 


Douglas  Center  School 

The  goal  of  our  teachers  is  to  give  to  each  child  systematic  in- 
struction and  training  which  will  develop  the  general  and  special 
abilities  of  his  mind.  Through  the  use  of  the  Readiness  Test  we 
measm’e  the  child’s  ability  in  terms  of  experience.  ' The  Row-Peter- 
son Reading  Pi'ogram  which  was  placed  in  our  first  grade  this  fall. 
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not  only  measures  the  child’s  experiences  but  provides  the  necessary 
materials,  charts,  workbooks  and  texts,  to  broaden  that  experience 
in  preparation  for  formal  reading. 

California  I.Q.  Tests  have  been  given  in  grades  one  and  four. 

Metropolitan  Achievement  Tests  were  given  in  all  grades  in  May. 

We  have  been  aware  for  some  time  that  the  lighting  in  our  class 
rooms  was  somewhat  less  than  adequate.  We  are  most  gratified 
with  the  new  lights  which  were  installed  last  summer. 

Visiting  Night  for  parents  was  w’ell  attended.  We  welcome  any 
opportunity  which  is  the  means  of  creating  understanding  between 
the  home  and  the  school. 

Many  parents,  grandparents  and  pre-school  brothers  and  sisters 
accepted  the  invitation  extended  by  Mrs.  Kelly,  to  join  the  children 
at  lunch  during  the  National  School  Lunch  Program  w'eek.  The 
cafeteria  service  is  most  satisfactory  and  is  well  attended. 

We  are  sorry  to  be  without  the  services  of  Mrs.  Murphy,  our 
first  and  second  grade  teacher,  who  is  taking  a leave  of  absence  be- 
cause of  illness.  We  wish  her  a speedy  recovery.  During  her  ab- 
sence Mrs.  Fulton  is  ably  substituting  for  her.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  NURSE 


I herewith  submit  my  twenty-third  annual  report  as  School 
Nurse  in  the  Public  Schools  of  Douglas. 

The  conditions  under  which  the  pupils  live  in  school,  the  help 
which  they  are  given  in  solving  their  health  problems,  the  ideals  of 
individual  and  community  health  which  are  taught,  the  information 
and  understanding  they  are  given  of  themselves  are  factors  which 
develop  attitudes  and  behavior  conducive  to  health,  happiness  and 
successful  living.  The  total  health  of  the  child  both  physical  and 
mental  in  his  life  situation  is  the  objective  of  any  school  health  pro- 
gram. Optimum  health  for  every  child  is  the  goal  the  nurse  sets  for 
herself. 

The  following  statistics  point  up  to  the  citizens  of  Douglas,  the 
type  of  program  the  nurse  carries. 

Health  Examinations 

Written  invitations  are  sent  to  parents  to  attend  the  exam- 
ination of  their  children.  The  appointment  system  is  used.

The  percentage  of  par- 
ents attending  their  children’s  examination  does  not  include  children 
in  the  first  grade  as  they  are  examined  at  the  Well  Child  Conference 
prior  to  entering  school.  All  parents  attend  this  conference.

lowup  on  this  is  done  by  the  nurse. 


Health  Education 


Health  pamphlets,  movies,  posters,  etc.,  have  been  made  avail- 
able. I have  counselled  many  students  referred  to  me  through  the 
teacher  and  parents. 

For  professional  improvement  I attended  several  public  health 
meetings  on  county  and  state  levels,  the  New  England  Health  In- 
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stitute  in  Manchester,  New  Hampshire,  American  Nurses  Association 
meetings,  as  well  as  holding  membership  and  offices  in  several  health 
organizations. 

I wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  everybody  with  whom  I 
work  for  their  effort  in  promoting  better  health  for  the  school  en- 
vironment.

I herewith  respectfully  submit  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Agent 
of  the  Board  of  Health  of  Douglas  for  the  year  ending  December  31, 
1963. 

The  work-load  is  still  keeping  the  Department  busy  and  it  is 
gratifying  to  see  the  interest  being  expressed  by  the  Townspeople  in 
the  field  of  sanitation  and  public  health. 

I have  supervised  the  installation  of  20  sewage  disposal  units  in 
the  Town  in  the  past  year  in  new  dwellings  and  15  change-over 
from  the  old  type  cesspool  to  up-to-date  septic  tank  leachfield  in- 
stallations that  meet  the  minimum  standards  of  the  Sanitary  Code. 

We  have  constant  checks  on  sanitary  conditions  in  all  eating 
establishments  licensed  by  the  Town. 

Our  yearly  inspection  with  the  State  Sanitarian  proved  very 
fruitful  and  there  was  a marked  improvement  over  the  previous 
year.  All  infractions  found  have  been  corrected. 

The  Agent  and  Board  of  Health  Nurse  attended  the  meetings 
of  the  State  Health  Department  in  various  towns.

The  year  1963  has  been  one  of  ever  changing  events  as  far  as 
the  Douglas  Police  Department  was  concerned.  But  we  feel  that 
progress  has  been  made  in  several  fields. 

In  the  traffic  field,  I feel  that  Douglas  went  through  one  of  the 
busiest  in  the  last  ten  years,  especially  on  weekends,  when  our 
beaches  were  crowded  to  capacity  not  only  the  motor  vehicle  situa- 
tion but  the  motor  boat  field  is  on  the  increase  and  only  a limited 
amount  of  space  is  available.  The  boating  situation  and  parking  and 
traffic  involved  was  greatly  improved  at  Whitin  Reservoir  with  the 
elimination  of  out-of-town,  out-of-state  boats  by  the  closing  of  the 
launching  area  at  the  Causeway. 

It  is  with  regret  that  I have  had  to  report  the  loss  of  another 
young  man  from  a neighboring  community  in  a motor  vehicle 
accident. 

We  are  elated  in  the  fact  that  our  accident  rate  decreased  from 
55  in  1962  to  30  in  1963  with  the  majority  of  them  being  non- 
residents. 

We  are  still  being  plagued  with  breaks  in  camps  at  various  ponds. 
But  this  is  the  same  story  in  other  communities  with  summer 
residents. 

We  also  had  a sad  boating  accident  at  Wallum  Lake  that  claimed 
the  life  of  a young  Rhode  Island  man. 

This  year  the  cruiser  which  has  85,000  miles  on  it  must  be 
replaced  as  the  repairs  on  it  are  way  out  of  line.  This  should  be 
turned  in  every  two  years. 

The  Douglas  Police  Association  has  been  paying  the  bill  on 
ammunition  used  in  target  practice  by  members  of  the  Department, 
and  we  are  endeavoring  to  raise  money  for  other  equipment  needed 
by  the  Department. 

The  Department  would  like  at  this  time  to  express  its  sincere 
thanks  to  all  who  participated  in  the  three-day  search  for  Gary 
Nestor  who  was  lost  for  three  days  in  Douglas  Forest.  It  was  a gi’eat 
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feeling  to  find  so  many  woodsmen  ready  to  forget  self-interest  and 
assist  the  Police  Departments.

The  following  is  the  Civilian  Defense  report  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1963: 

On  June  22,  1963  I received  a check  for  $644.50  from  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts  as  a reimbursement  from  matching 
funds  for  the  Police  radio.  Tire  check  was  turned  over  to  the  Town 
Ti’easurer  for  deposit  in  the  General  Fund  for  the  Town  of  Douglas. 

State  Civil  Defense  headquarters  transferred  to  the  Town  of 
Douglas,  at  no  cost  to  the  town,  a V2  ton  Chevrolet  pick-up  truck 
in  good  condition  for  emergency  use  by  the  local  Civil  Defense,  Fire 
and  Police  Departments. 

On  March  16,  1963  I purchased  a 3,000  watt  auxiliary  generator 
for  emergency  use  at  Fire  Department  headquarters.  The  generator 
is  to  be  used  in  case  of  power  failure  and  will  fmmish  power  for 
lights  and  radio  equipment. 

Four  Walkie-Talkies  were  purchased  for  Police  Department  and 
have  had  considerable  use. 

Yom’  Director  gave  a course  in  Radiological  Monitoring  using 
Geiger  counters.  The  following  men  attended  the  10  hour  course: 
C.  N.  Ballou,  Chief  of  Police;  E.  Therrien,  Fii’e  Chief;  Kent  Frost, 
Fireman;  James  Hickey,  Policeman;  L.  Sochia,  Fireman;  and  3 
auxiliary  police  from  Wliitinsville. 

Your  Director  has  attended  several  meetings  at  area  3 head- 
quarters in  Westboro  and  Sector  3B  headquarters  in  Milford.  I also 
attended  the  dedication  of  the  new  State  Civil  Defense  Control 
Center  in  Framingham,  Mass.

The  following  reports  of  this  department  are  hereby  respectfully 
submitted : 

On  the  Old  Age  Assistance  program  we  started  the  year  1963  with 
22  cases  and  during  the  year  we  processed  3 new  applications,  of 
which  we  approved  3.  We  closed  or  transferred  5 cases  either 
by  death  or  to  Medical  Assistance  to  the  Aged  and  on  December  31, 
1963,  w'e  were  aiding  20  cases  on  this  program. 

On  the  Medical  Assistance  to  the  Aged  program  we  started  the 
year  with  9 cases  and  during  the  year  w’e  processed  9 new  applica- 
tions (or  cases  transferred  from  Old  Age  Assistance)  of  which  1 case 
withdrew  before  determination  was  made.  We  closed  2 cases  and 
on  December  31,  1963,  there  were  15  active  cases. 

On  the  Aid  to  Dependent  Children  program  we  started  the  year 
1963  with  4 cases  and  during  the  year  we  processed  7 new  applica- 
tions, one  was  found  ineligible — we  closed  2 cases  and  on  December 
31,  1963,  there  were  8 active  cases  with  36  dependents  on  this  program. 

On  the  Disability  Assistance  program  we  started  the  year  1963 
with  1 case  and  one  application  pending,  this  application  v/as  ap- 
proved, 1 case  was  closed  and  on  the  last  day  of  1963  we  are  aiding 
1 case  on  this  program. 

On  the  General  Relief  program  during  the  year  there  were  27 
persons  aided  and  all  except  2 cases  were  on  temporary  relief  basis. 
Out  of  the  cost  for  operating  this  program,  $1,427.32  was  paid  for 
Hospital  service  and  $831.47  was  paid  to  other  towns  for  Douglas 
settled  cases. 

In  closing  this  report  we  wish  to  thank  the  following  who  have 
cooperated  with  this  department  during  the  past  year:  members  of 
the  Clergy,  other  town  departments,  local  business  and  professional 
persons,  organizations  and  others.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH  NURSE

Dear  Mr.  Frost: 

I herewith  respectfully  submit  my  twenty-fourth  annual  report 
as  Board  of  Health  Nurse  for  the  town  of  Douglas. 

Each  year  seems  to  present  a special  challenge  to  me,  for  each 
year  through  practical  experience  and  through  special  preparation 
for  my  job  through  the  medium  of  meetings,  courses,  association  with 
people  dedicated  to  public  health,  books — all  of  these  help  to  motivate 
me  to  share  my  knowledge  and  to  endeavor  to  meet  the  needs  of 
the  community,  so  that  Douglas  will  contribute  its  full  share  in  trying 
to  meet  the  goals  established  by  the  World  Health  Committee. 

I present  the  following  statistics  for  your  approval  and  the 
approval  of  the  citizens  of  Douglas. 

COMMUNICABLE  DISEASE  PREVENTION 

All  clinics  are  held  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  R.  H.  Spooner 
and  the  Board  of  Health  Nurse. 

Oral  Polio  Vaccination: 

The  State  Department  of  Public  Health  made  available  Types 
I,  n,  and  III  of  Sabin  oral  polio  vaccine  for  children  from  three 
months  through  18  years  of  age.  The  local  Board  of  Health  pur- 
chased Types  I,  II,  and  III  oral  polio  vaccine  for  adults  and  charged 
25  cents  per  dose,  which  paid  for  the  vaccine.  Town  employees  and 
volunteer  workers  were  offered  the  vaccine  without  charge  as  a cour- 
tesy from  the  local  health  board.  The  physician  was  paid  from 
local  Board  of  Health  funds. 

TYPE  I.  On  January  22  and  23,  Type  I polio  vaccine  was  given 
at  the  high  school,  Douglas  Center,  and  East  Douglas  Elementary 
buildings.  On  January  30  and  February  4 clinics  were  held  at  the 
Town  Hall  from  three  to  five  o’clock  and  from  seven  to  eight  o’clock 
for  pre-school  children  and  adults. 

TYPE  H.  On  March  19  and  20,  Type  II  polio  vaccine  clinics 
were  held  at  the  high  school,  Douglas  Center,  and  East  Douglas 
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Elementary  buildings.  On  March  21  a clinic  for  Type  II  vaccine  for 
pre-school  children  and  adults  was  held  at  the  Town  Hall  from  ten 
to  12,  from  one  to  five,  and  from  seven  to  eight  o’clock. 

TYPE  III.  On  May  21  and  22,  Type  III  polio  vaccine  was  given 
at  the  high  school,  Douglas  Center,  and  East  Douglas  Elementary 
buildings.  On  May  23  and  on  June  3rd,  5th,  7th,  and  8th,  clinics 
for  Type  III  vaccine  were  held  at  the  Town  Hall  for  pre-school  chil- 
dren and  adults.  These  dates  also  included  make-up  clinics  for 
those  pople  who  had  not  yet  received  Type  I or  Type  II  polio  vaccine. 

The  following  is  the  breakdown  as  to  the  number  of  doses  of 
oral  polio  vaccine  that  were  received  by  each  age  group.

To  summarize  the  above  figures,  a total  of  3,365  doses  of  the 
three  types  of  oral  polio  vaccine  were  received  by  the  people  of  Doug- 
las in  1963.  A total  of  1,254  residents  of  Douglas  in  all  age  groups 
have  now  completed  the  full  series  of  three  doses  necessary  to  pro- 
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vide  complete  immunization  against  polio.  More  polio  vaccine  clinics 
will  be  held  during  1964,  and  it  is  our  hope  that  all  residents  who 
have  not  already  done  so  will  take  advantage  of  this  opportunity 
to  obtain  complete  polio  immunization. 

DIPHTHERIA,  WHOOPING  COUGH,  AND  TETANUS 
IMMUNIZATIONS 

On  April  2nd,  10th,  and  30th,  May  28th,  and  June  25th,  clinics 
for  diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  and  tetanus  immunizations  and  for 
smallpox  vaccinations  were  held  at  the  Town  Hall  and  the  High 
School  from  9 to  12  o’clock.

FLU  VACCINATIONS 

On  September  16  and  17,  and  on  November  19  and  20,  Dr. 
Spooner  administered  flu  vaccine  to  school  personnel,  town  em- 
ployees, and  volunteer  workers.  The  local  health  department  pur- 
chased the  vaccine  commercially.  A nominal  charge  of  one  dollar 
per  person  was  made  in  order  to  help  defray  the  expenses  of  this 
clinic,  namely  the  cost  of  the  vaccine  and  the  doctor’s  fee.

Mantoux  Tuberculin  Skin  Test: 

On  November  12  the  Worcester  County  Health  Association,  in 
cooperation  with  the  Douglas  Board  of  Health  and  the  School  Com- 
mittee, sponsored  the  Mantoux  Tuberculin  Skin  Test  for  first  grade 
pupils.  A total  of  49  pupils  were  tested.  One  of  these  children  was 
a positive  reactor,  which  means  that  the  child  had  been  in  contact 
with  someone  who  had  active  tuberculosis.  All  members  of  the 
family  were  X-rayed,  and  recommendations  made  from  the  sani- 
torium  will  be  followed  up  by  the  nurse. 

Chest  X-Ray  Unit: 

On  March  22  the  Worcester  County  Health  Association,  in  co- 
operation with  the  Douglas  Board  of  Health,  sponsored  a chest  X-ray 
program  at  the  Hayward-Schuster  Woolen  Mill.  A total  of  197  peo- 
ple were  X-rayed  on  that  day.  These  programs  are  made  possible 
through  the  sale  of  Christmas  seals  each  year. 

BLOOD  BANK 

January  27,  1964,  is  the  date  scheduled  for  the  Red  Cross  Mobile 
Unit  to  visit  Douglas.  I am  presently  in  the  process  of  organizing 
for  this  project 


WELL  CHILD  CONFERENCE 

On  April  9 and  23,  May  7 and  14,  and  on  June  4,  Well  Child 
Conferences  were  held  at  the  Town  Hall  from  10  to  12  o’clock  in 
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the  morning.  Dr.  Spooner  examined  48  children  at  these  confer- 
ences, which  are  conducted  on  an  appointment  basis.  Parents  are 
present  with  theii*  children.  Personal  history  is  recorded  on  the  school 
health  record  card  for  entering-school  children.  Vision-testing  is 
done  by  local  volunteers  who  have  been  certified  by  the  State  De- 
partment of  Public  Health.  A dental  hygienist  from  the  State  Health 
Department  assists  us  by  examining  the  teeth  of  the  children  and 
recommending  the  necessary  referrals  to  a dentist.

These  cases  did  not  qualify  for  financial  assistance  from 
the  Douglas  Board  of  Health. 

SOCIAL  SERVICE 

The  nurse,  working  in  cooperation  with  the  Welfare  Department, 
the  Police  Department,  state  social  workers,  the  teachers,  and  clergy, 
investigates  many  home  conditions  as  to  the  need  for  emergency 
care,  rehabilitation,  etc.  The  nurse  then  communicates  with  various 
agencies  whose  functions  are  to  assist  us  on  a local  level.

I was  appointed  as  a delegate  from  the  Worcester  County  Health 
Association  to  attend  the  International  Union  Against  Tubeculosis 
which  was  held  in  Rome  in  September,  1963.  This  was  a very  unique 
educational  experience.  I had  the  opportunity  of  exchanging  in- 
formation with  delegates  from  58  countries.  I wish  to  express  my 
appreciation  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  the  material  assistance 
and  for  the  leave  of  absence  granted  to  me  in  order  to  take  part  in 
this  meeting  in  Rome. 

Mr.  Clifford  Ballou  has  submitted  a separate  report  pertaining 
to  his  functions  as  agent  for  the  Board  of  Health. 

I wish  to  especially  thank  the  volunteer  workers  who  have  given 
hundreds  of  hours  of  their  time  in  assisting  at  clinics,  blood  banks, 
and  at  all  health  projects  sponsored  by  the  Board  of  Health.  They 
are  to  be  commended  for  their  community  spii'it.  The  time  do- 
nated by  the  volunteers  is  a direct  saving  to  the  taxpayer. 

The  vaccine  and  other  biologicals  are  kept  under  refrigeration 
without  charge  at  Mr.  John  Frost’s  store  and  at  the  Goodness  Store, 
and  I wish  to  thank  them  for  this  privilege.  I wish  to  thank  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  the  Salvation  Army  Service  Fund  Committee, 
the  Red  Cross  Motor  Corps  ,Dr.  Spooner,  Mr.  Clifford  Ballou,  the 
Red  Cross  Canteen  Personnel,  the  Commercial  Department  at  the 
high  school,  and  everyone  who  assisted  me  in  the  health  program.

To  elect  a Moderator,  a Town  Treasurer,  a Town 
Clerk,  an  Agent  of  the  Moses  Wallis  Devise,  a Tree  Warden,  one 
member  of  the  Recreation  Commission — to  fill  a vacancy,  one  mem- 
ber of  The  Blackstone  Valley  Vocational  Regional  District  School 
Committee,  each  for  a term  of  one  year;  one  Selectman,  one  Assessor, 
one  Member  of  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare,  one  Trustee  of  the 
Public  Library,  one  Recreation  Commissioner,  one  Water  Commis- 
sioner, one  Cemetery  Commissioner,  two  members  of  the  School 
Committee,  each  for  a term  of  three  years. 

AND  to  obtain  a full  expression  of  opinion,  voters  should  vote  on 
the  following  Question: — 

Question  No.  1:

Civilian  Eiefense,  Police  Lock-Up,  Fire  Department  Ambulance,  Work- 
men’s Compensation  Insurance,  Veterans’  Benefits,  Library,  Blanket 
Insurance  for  the  observance  of  Memorial  Day,  for  Maintenance  of 
Highway  Machinery,  for  the  care  of  Cemeteries,  for  Group  Insur- 
ance for  Town  Employees,  for  the  Dog  Officer  and  Dog  Officer’s 
Expense,  and  printing  Town  Reports.

Since  weather  reports  are  not  always  reliable,  and  because  the 
school  department  wishes  to  render  maximum  educational  service 
by  having  schools  open  the  greatest  number  of  days,  storm  signals 
will  not  be  used  when  there  is  reasonable  doubt.  Weather  conditions 
may  warrant  the  non-attendance  of  certain  pupils  who  at  the  mo- 
ment lack  normal  health.  This  would  tend  to  make  it  advisable  for 
parents  to  keep  the  child  at  home. 

Good  health  is  essential  to  sound  education.  Care  for  your 
child’s  health  by  keeping  him  at  home  when  in  your  opinion  as 
a parent  his  health  interest  would  be  best  served. 

For  admission  to  the  first  grade  in  the  schools  of  Douglas,  the 
parent  or  guardian  must  present  a birth  certificate  showing  that 
the  pupil  is  six  years  of  age  by  December  31st  of  the  year  they  enter 
school.  Those  pupils  whose  birthday  falls  between  January  1st  and 
February  28th  may  request  a test  to  determine  the  child’s  readiness 
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for  school.  Such  tests  will  be  administered  under  the  supervision 
of  Miss  Samborski.  The  results  of  the  test  shall  be  final  in  deter- 
mining the  acceptability  of  the  child  tested  to  grade  one. 


REPORT  OF  THE 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


I herewith  submit  my  eighth  annual  report  as  Superintendent 
of  Schools  for  the  Town  of  Douglas.  It  has  been  a pleasure  to  serve 
the  School  Committee  and  the  Town  of  Douglas  because  of  the  fine 
cooperation  I have  received  from  both.  I desire  at  this  time  to  thank 
the  professional  staff  and  other  school  personnel  for  their  help  and 
cooperation. 

I refer  you  to  the  report  of  the  Building  Pi’incipals  and  ask  you 
to  note  the  summary  of  the  inspection  of  the  Douglas  High  School 
by  the  New  England  Association  of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools 
and  their  acceptance  of  the  High  School  into  m^embership  of  that 
organization  with  the  prestige  that  accompanies  such  acceptance. 

In  June,  Mr.  Ralph  Dudley,  Principal  of  the  Douglas  Memorial 
High  School  resigned  to  accept  a position  of  Head  of  the  Engineer- 
ing and  Science  Departments  of  the  Quinsigamond  Community  Col- 
lege. This  was  an  advancement  professionally  and  financially.  Mr. 
Dudley  has  been  Principal  since  1953  and  his  absence  will  be  felt. 

Mr.  Algert  Lukshis,  Assistant  Principal  of  the  High  School  was 
elected  Principal  to  replace  Mr.  Dudley.  Mr.  Lukshis  received  his 
Bachelor’s  Degree  from  Marietta  College  and  his  Master’s  Degree 
from  Worcester  State  College.  He  also  has  received  appointmnts 
for  professional  study  from  the  National  Science  Foundation. 

Miss  Eleanor  Lynch,  a graduate  of  Regis  College,  was  ap- 
pointed to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Patrick 
O’Connor,  who  left  to  continue  his  education. 

Mr.  Philip  DeVries,  a graduate  of  Barrington  College  was  ap- 
pointed to  take  the  place  of  Mr.  Lukshis  when  he  was  elevated  to 
the  Principalship. 


Guidance  Teacher 

The  Douglas  School  Committee  at  their  November  meeting 
voted  to  include  in  the  School  Budget,  money  for  a part-time  Guid- 
ance teacher.  This  move  was  very  strongly  recommended  during 
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the  Evaluation  of  the  High  School  by  the  Committee  representing 
the  Association  of  New  England  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools. 
This  I feel  is  a distinct  step  forward  in  the  improvement  of  the 
educational  offering  of  the  High  School  and  should  be  of  distinct 
value  to  parents  of  school  children. 

Remodeling — High  School 

The  present  science  rooms  of  the  High  School  are  definitely  in 
need  of  remodeling  as  also  recommended  by  the  New  England  Asso- 
ciation of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools.  Nothing  has  been  done 
in  these  rooms  since  they  were  built  in  1925  to  modernize  the  equip- 
ment. It  is  recommended  that  new  furniture,  additional  storage 
space  and  teaching  equipment  be  purchased.  The  State  and  Federal 
Government  will  pay  for  one  half  the  above,  under  the  Title  III 
Program  which  will  lessen  the  financial  burden  on  the  local  taxpayer.

Professional  Improvements 

The  Town  of  Douglas  is  fortunate  in  the  professional  prepara- 
tion of  its  staff.  Fifty  percent  of  the  High  School  Teachers  have 
their  Master’s  Degree  which  places  us  in  the  seventh  position  out  of 
thirty-three  High  SchO'Ols  in  Class  III  (as  grouped  by  the  State, 
Towns  of  under  5,000  population  maintaining  a High  School)  all 
others  have  their  Bachelor’s  Degree.  Six  members  of  the  staff  have 
been  studying  during  the  last  year. 

Every  Elementary  Teacher  in  the  Town  is  now  engaged  in 
taking  a course  in  Modern  Mathematics,  in  preparation  of  includ- 
ing this  advanced  teaching  method  in  the  school  program  starting 
in  September  1964. 

The  Junior-Senior  High  School  has  been  experimenting  with 
this  matter  during  the  last  school  year.  The  High  School  teachers 
have  already  received  this  training  and  are  prepared  to  present  it. 
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Per  Pupil  Costs 

During  the  1962-63  school  year  the  Town  expended  $328  per 
student  which  placed  us  32nd  out  of  33  Towns  in  our  group.  This 
was  caused  by  our  average  salary  of  $4,900.  These  figures  were  con- 
siderably below  the  average  of  other  Towns. 

The  tax  burden  for  the  support  of  the  Douglas  Schools  was  $89 
per  capita,  while  the  average  per  capita  tax  was  $137  per  person. 
The  logical  conclusion  being  that  we  are  asking  much  less  than 
other  towns  although  we  receive  52%  of  the  local  tax  levy. 

Budgret 

The  proposed  budget  as  submitted  to  the  Town  of  Douglas  for 
the  support  of  the  Public  Schools  will  be  $194,226.00,  which  is  an 
increase  of  $1,744.00.  This  is  relatively  low  compared  to  increases 
in  our  neighboring  towns. 

This  amount  is  offset  by  reimbursements  either  received  or 
due  the  Town  for  the  1962-63  School  year,  and  other  sources  as 
follows:

The  amount  of  $150,009.44  represents  the  net  cost  of  the  Public 
School  education  program  exclusive  of  bond  payments. 

Maintenance 

The  second  floor  corridor  of  the  East  Douglas  Elementary 
School  should  have  a new  asphalt  tile  floor,  also  two  classrooms 
should  be  painted. 

The  walls  of  the  food  preparation  area  of  the  Cafeteria  are  in 
need  of  attention. 

All  three  heating  plants  are  arriving  at  the  point  that  some 
action  will  be  necessary  in  the  near  future. 

The  roof  of  the  East  Douglas  Elementary  School  is  in  need  of 
attention. 
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High  School  Evaluation 

This  past  ijear  the  High  School  was  evaluated  by  the  New  Eng- 
land Association  of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools.  This  took  place 
April  1,  2,  and  3.  It  is  with  pleasure  that  I announce  that  the  Stand- 
ing Committee  on  Public  Secondary  Schools  voted  to  recommend 
Douglas  Memorial  High  School  for  continued  membership  in  the 
New  England  Association  on  the  basis  of  its  self-evaluation  and 
report  of  the  Visiting  Committee. 

A list  of  commendations  and  recommendations  was  submitted 
and  the  review  of  the  various  sections  of  the  Evaluative  Criteria 
was  the  result  of  the  opinion  of  the  evaluators. 

The  Visiting  Committee,  as  indicated  in  the  report,  was 
particularly  impressed  with  the  offering  in  our  Program  of  Studies 
for  a school  of  this  size,  and  also  with  the  class  size,  enabling  the 
student  to  profit  by  close  supervision. 

The  weaknesses  considered  by  the  evaluating  team  were  those 
which  were  concerned  with  the  need  for  a formalized  guidance  pro- 
gram and  the  need  for  teachers  to  be  in  areas  foi*  which  they  have 
trained.  Science  facilities  need  development,  and  preparation  time 
for  teachers  in  these  areas  appeared  to  be  a prime  necessity. 

The  report  concluded  with  a final  note  of  compliment  to  the 
administration,  faculty,  and  student  body  of  Douglas  Memorial 
High  School  for  their  effort  to  better  the  school  system. 

Recommendations  Implemented 

1.  A 35  period  week  has  been  adopted. 

2.  Master  schedule  reorganized  so  no  students  lose  classroom 
instructional  time  for  participation  in  elective  school  activities. 

3.  Staff  meeting  and  departmental  meetings  are  held  to  evaluate 
subject  programs. 

4.  Languages  open  to  General  and  Commercial  Students,  pro- 
viding schedule  permits. 

5.  Introduction  of  Modern-Math  presently  given  in  Grade  8. 

6.  Introduction  of  Modern-Math  being  introduced  in  Grade  9 
Algebra  curriculum. 

7.  Course  of  study  for  grades  7-12  science  course  is  being  de- 
veloped. 

8.  Course  of  study  being  evaluated  beginning  at  elementary 
level  up  through  12th  grade  so  that  repetition  wall  occur. 

9.  Latin  II  was  added  to  cmu’iculum  upon  request. 
Recommendations  To  Be  Implemented 
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1.  Part-time  guidance  teacher  to  be  added  to  the  staff. 

2.  New  lab  tables  for  room  9,  chemistry  and  room  10  biology 
along  with  storage  area  between  these  rooms. 

3.  Additional  equipment  to  be  added  to  the  expanding  science 
facilities. 

4.  All  math  and  sciences  to  be  taught  in  the  same  year,  elim- 
inating alternate  years. 

Driver  Training 

The  R.E.N.  Chevrolet  Sales  of  Whitinsville  donated  a car  for 
the  Driver  Training  Course.  Mr.  L.  Wayne  Gilley  and  Mr.  Algert 
Lukshis  are  the  instructors.  Thirty-four  students  completed  their 
thirty  classroom  hours  and  six  hours  behind  the  wheel  and  received 
their  licenses. 

At  Christmas  time  the  High  School  students,  instead  of  having 
their  annual  Christmas  parties,  collected  the  money  usually  spent 
on  these  parties,  and  with  Mrs.  Quinn  as  advisor,  bought  toys  for 
19  children  in  the  Community,  each  of  whom  received  two  toys. 
Mrs.  Ralph  Farmer  helped  in  the  selection  of  the  toys  which  were 
wrapped  and  marked  by  age  groups. 

The  Shop  students  under  the  direction  of  Mi*.  L.  Wayne  Gilley, 
made  and  sold  Christmas  sleighs,  which  Mrs.  Saveria  Visbeck  filled 
with  Christmas  decorations.  This  project  netted  $72.00.  This  money 
was  used  to  give  Christmas  food  baskets  to  nine  families,  which 
included  35  individuals. 

East  Douglas  Elementary  School 

The  entire  faculty  of  the  East  Douglas  Elementary  School  has 
endeavored  to  keep  abreast  with  current  educational  policies  by 
taking  courses  and  attending  workshops. 

A new  series  of  Geography  texts — Lands  and  Peoples  of  the 
World  by  Ginn  and  Company,  have  been  introduced  into  grades 
three,  four,  five  and  six  in  September  1963. 

Music  was  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Diane  Provencher  until 
June,  but  since  September  the  classroom  teachers  have  carried  on 
the  music  program  without  the  benefit  of  a music  supervisor. 

The  elementary  school  band  lessons  have  been  discontinued  due 
to  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Frank  Dodge  who  has  moved  to  Florida. 

Art  is  being  continued  under  the  direction  of  Mi'.  Bernard  Corey. 
In  the  sp-ring  of  1963  the  pupils  in  grades  lour,  five  and  six  entered 
the  American  Humane  Education  Society  Pester  Contest.

Douglas  Center  School 

Over  the  past  several  years  the  arithmetic  curriculum  has  come 
under  special  scrutiny.  It  has  become  clear  that  a more  rigorous 
program  is  essential,  one  in  which  there  is  more  emphasis  on  mathe- 
matical concepts  and  more  precise  terms.  To  make  our  teachers 
more  aware  of  this  trend  several  instructive  meetings  have  been 
attended,  which  includes  workshop  in  Sutton  and  sessions  at  Fitch- 
burg State  College  and  the  course  in  Modem  Math. 

The  Row  Peterson  reading  was  placed  in  the  second  grade  this 
fall.  It  continues  to  give  satisfaction. 

New  geography  textbooks  were  introduced  in  our  third  and 
fourth  grades  in  September. 

California  I.  Q.  Tests  have  been  given  in  grades  one  and  four. 
Metropolitan  Achievement  Tests  were  given  in  all  grades  in  May. 
Parents’  Night  was  well  attended. 

The  Hot  Lunch  program  continues  to  give  satisfaction  and  has 
been  very  well  patronized.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  NURSE 


I herewith  submit  my  twenty-fifth  annual  report  as  School  Nurse 
in  the  Public  Schools  of  Douglas. 

The  duties  of  the  school  nurse  are  varied.  Daily  the  nurse  checks 
absentees  in  the  High  School,  reporting  reasons  for  absence  to  the 
Principal;  screens  the  pupils  requesting  permission  to  abstain  from 
physical  education  class;  renders  first  aid  to  those  requiring  it,  recom- 
mends to  the  Principal  exclusion  from  school  for  those  pupils  who 
became  ill  at  school;  guides  and  counsels  pupils  who  seek  such 
help;  as  well  as  fulfilling  innumerable  requests  that  come  from 
pupils,  teachers,  and  parents.  The  nurse  investigates  the  accidents 
and  the  causes  of  illness  occurring  in  the  Elementary  and  Douglas 
Center  buildings,  and  makes  recommendations  to  the  Principal  as 
to  the  disposition  of  each  case. 


Exceptional  Children 

The  annual  census  of  physically  handicapped  children  reported 
to  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health  was  14.  A large  percentage 
of  this  group  is  under  treatment. 

Home  Nursing 

Ten  girls  in  the  Sophomore  class  received  Red  Cross  Home 
Nursing  certificates.  This  course  carries  two  credits.  In  addition 
to  their  text  book  studies  in  this  subject,  these  girls  assist  at  Well 
Child  Conferences,  clinics.  Blood  Bank,  etc.  Thus  they  make  a 
definite  contribution  to  the  community  as  well  as  learning  what 
constitutes  a good  community  health  program. 

Psychological  Testing 

Eight  children  were  taken  to  Fernald  School  in  Waverly  for 
psychometric  tests,  guidance,  and  counselling.  Parents  accompany 
their  childi’en  to  the  clinic  and  seem  to  benefit  from  the  recom- 
mendations made. 


Teeth  Examination 

A dental  hygienist  from  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health 
examined  all  children  on  the  elementary  level.  Notices  were  sent 
to  the  parents  whose  children  were  referred  to  a dentist.  The  school 
nurse  does  the  follow-up  necessary  on  this  project. 
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Health  Education 

A plan  was  started  in  September  of  1963  to  have  a health  movie 
shown  to  the  pupils  each  week  throughout  the  school  year. 

For  professional  improvement,  I attended  several  health  meetings 
on  county  and  state  levels;  for  example,  New  England  Health  In- 
stitute which  was  held  at  Bran  dels  University. 

I was  appointed  as  a delegate  from  the  Worcester  County  Health 
Association  to  attend  the  International  Union  Against  Tubercu- 
losis which  was  held  in  Rome  in  September,  1963.  This  was  a very 
unique  educational  experience.  I had  the  opportunity  of  exchanging 
information  with  delegates  from  58  countries.  I wish  to  express 
my  appreciation  to  Mr.  Hoyt  andi  to  the  School  Committee  for  the 
material  assistance  and  for  the  leave  of  absence  granted  to  me 
in  order  to  take  part  in  this  meeting  in  Rome. 

I also  wish  to  thank  everybody  with  whom  I work  and  the 
volunteers  who  assist  me.  Their  efforts  in  promoting  better  health 
for  the  school  children  in  Douglas  are  greatly  appreciated.

The  year  1964  has  been  one  of  the  busiest  that  ithe  Douglas 
Police  Department  has  ever  had  but  this  is  a reflection  of  the  chang- 
ing times  that  all  Departments  are  experiencing. 

In  the  traffic  field  I feel  we  have  made  great  headway  in  the 
fact  that  with  the  increasing  volume  of  traffic  through  our  Town 
I am  still  able  to  report  a decrease  in  the  total  number  of  atcidenfcs 
for  the  year  1964.  In  1962  there  were  55  accidents,  in  1963 — 30,.  in 
1964 — 28,  20  property  damage,  7 personal  injury,  1 fatal. 

Climes  against  the  person  once  again  is  on  the  rise. 

We  werei  fortunate  to  be  able  to  clear  up  most  of  the  summer 
cottage  breaks  that  have  plagued  us  for  the  past  two  winters,  with 
the  conviction  of  persons  responsible. 

Once  again  I recommend  schooling  for  members  of  the  De- 
partment. During  the  winter  months  in  cooperation  with  neighbor- 
ing Chiefs  of  Police  we  hope  to  have  a Valley  School  of  Law  for  the 
men  to  attend. 

The  Department  has  been  equipped  with  new  nylon  jackets, 
paid  for  by  the  Douglas  Police  Association.  This  makes  it  a one 
uniform  department. 

The  Police  Association  has  also  paid  for  the  ammunition  used 
by  members  of  the  Department  for  target  practice. 

This  year  we  must  replace  the  cruiser  as  it  has  120,000  active 
miles  on  it.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectman 

The  following  reports  of  this  department  are  hereby  submitted: 

On  the  Old  Age  Assistance  program  we  started  the  year  1964 
with  twenty  cases  and  during  the  year  we  received  two  cases.  These 
two  applications  were  processed,  one  case  was  approved  and  one 
application  was  withdi’awn.  We  closed  thi’ee  cases,  two  by  death 
and  one  case  was  transferred  to  Medical  Assistance  to  the  Aged.  On 
December  31,  1964,  we  were  aiding  eighteen  cases. 

On  the  Medical  Assistance  to  the  Aged  program  we  started 
the  year  with  fifteen  cases.  Eight  new  cases  were  processed  during  the 
year.  Two  cases  were  closed  when  no  more  aid  was  required  and  two 
cases  were  closed  by  death,  one  case  was  withdrawn.  On  December 
31,  1964,  we  were  aiding  eighteen  cases  under  this  program. 

In  the  Aid  to  Dependent  Children  program  we  started  the 
year  1964  with  eight  cases  with  thirty  six  children.  One  applica- 
tion was  received.  Through  lack  of  cooperation  on  the  part  of  the 
applicant,  this  application  is  pending.  We  closed  four  cases.  Two 
were  transferred  to  other  communities  and  two  cases  became  self 
supporting.  On  December  31,  1964  we  were  aiding  four  cases  with 
fifteen  children. 

On  Dissability  Assistance  program  we  started  the  year  with  one 
case.  Two  applications  were  made  during  the  year.  Both  applica- 
tions were  denied  through  the  Medical  Review  Section  of  the  de- 
partment of  Public  Welfare  at  the  state  level.  No  new  cases  were 
added,  so  on  December  31,  1964,  we  were  aiding  one  case. 

On  the  General  Relief  program,  during  the  year  1964,  we  aided 
eight  cases.  Pour  of  which  were  on  a temporary  basis  and  four  cases 
on  a permanent  basis.  On  December  31,  1964,  we  were  aiding  four 
cases. 

The  total  expense  for  the  five  categorys  amounted  to  $61,683.29. 

The  sum  of  $21,683.36  was  spent  for  Old  Age  Assistance,  $19,- 
178.24  for  Medical  Assistance  to  the  Aged,  $13,724.10  for  Aid  to  De- 
pendent Children  program,  $2422.45  for  Dissability  Assistance  and 
$4061.14  for  General  Relief. 

The  total  Hospital  cost  for  nine  recipients  in  all  categories  for 
eighty  eight  days  has  amounted  to  $2183.18. 

In  closing  this  report,  we  wish  to  thank  the  following  people 
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who  have  cooperated  with  this  department  during  the  year  1964. 
Members  of  the  clergy,  the  Police  department,  other  town  organiza- 
tions, local  business  professional  persons.  Through  the  efforts  of  the 
Douglas  Memorial  High  School,  a women’s  organization  and  one 
individual,  there  were  twelve  food  baskets  delivered  to  families  dur- 
ing the  Christmas  season.  Through  the  efforts  of  Douglas  Memorial 
High  School  and  an  out  of  town  insurance  company,  110  new  toys 
were  distributed  to  thirty  childi’en.

December  31,  1964: 

The  regular  monthly  communications  tests  were  carried  out 
during  the  year  and  I attended  several  meetings  held  at  the  Sector 
3B  Headquarters  in  Milford,  Mass. 

From  Surplus  Property,  Civil  defense  purchased  an  Interna- 
tional 5 ton  tractor  chassis  for  $125.00.  It  was  turned  over  to  the 
Fire  Department  and  it  is  planned  to  install  a 1000  gallon  tank 
with  pump  on  the  chassis.  (This  truck  is  in  excellent  condition). 

A 30”  power  lawn  mower  was  also  purchased  at  a cost  of  $25.00 
and  turned  over  to  the  Highway  Department. 

I have  requested  from  Surplus  Property,  when  available,  a 
4 -wheel  drive  jeep  to  be  used  by  the  Police  Department.  Also  a 
5000  watt  auxiliary  generator  for  emergency  use. 
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Civil  Defense  Headquarters  have  suggested  that  the  Town  of 
Douglas  install  a radio  to  monitor  Massachusetts  State  Police 
emergency  warning  signals.  The  State  Police  are  responsible  for 
warning  local  Civil  Defense  organiaztions  throughout  the  state.

Gentlemen: 

We  herewith  respectfully  submit  the  Aimual  Report  of  the 
Douglas  Water  Depai’tment  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1964. 

During  the  year  the  Water  Etepartment  completed  its  survey 
on  water  rates  and  voted  to  increase  them  effective  with  the  July 
billing.  It  was  also  voted  to  meter  all  public  buildings,  and  bill  them 
accordingly  beginning  January  1,  1965. 

The  Chapter  90  work  on  Gilboa  Street  done  by  the  Highway 
Dept,  made  it  necessary  for  us  to  re-locate  20  services,  and  2 hy- 
drants. A new  hydrant  was  also  installed  to  increase  fire  protection 
in  that  area. 

At  the  August  meeting  the  Commissioners  voted  unanimously  to 
sponsor  an  article  at  a special  Town  meeting  to  replace  the  2”  water 
line  along  North  East  Main  Street  for  a distance  of  850  feet  more 
or  less,  with  a 6”  line,  and  provide  fire  protection  in  that  area.  Due 
to  the  financial  condition  of  the  Town  at  that  time,  the  selectmen 
asked  that  action  be  deferred  until  the  regular  Town  meeting.  We 
also  felt  that  at  a later  date  due  consideration  should  be  given 
to  provide  Cummings  Ct.  with  a 6”  water  main  and  thus  eliminate 
another  small  inadequate  water  line. 

During  the  coming  year  the  Water  Dept,  will  make  repairs  on 
the  concrete  standpipe  on  Fi*anklin  Street  and  the  Booster  Station 
which  supplies  Douglas  Center.  We  hope  to  do  this  work  within  our 
proposed  budget.

I have  supervised  the  installation  of  31  sewage  disposal  units 
in  the  past  year  in  new  dwellings  and  18  change  over  from  the  old 
type  cesspool  to  up-to-date  septic  tank  leach  field  installations  that 
meet  the  minimum  standards  of  the  Sanitary  Code  for  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts. 

We  have  had  constant  checks  on  sanitary  conditions  in  all  eat- 
ing places  licensed  by  the  Town. 

The  Agent  and  Board  of  Health  Nurse  attended  the  meetings  of 
the  State  Health  Department  in  various  towns.

Gentlemen : 

I herewith  respectfully  submit  my  twenty-fifth  annual  report 
to  the  Selectmen  and  the  citizens  of  Douglas. 

I find  it  impracticable  to  submit  in  an  annual  report  all  of  the 
functions  I perform  and  the  activities  with  which  I am  associated, 
such  as,  social  service,  rehabilitation,  assisting  the  health  agent  and 
the  welfare  investigator,  representing  the  Board  of  Health  at  innu- 
merable meetings  (thus  bringing  back  to  the  Board  of  Health  the 
infoiTnation  that  is  pertinent  to  this  community),  answering  and 
investigating  all  cases  that  are  reported  to  my  office  through  various 
media,  contacting  and  seeking  assistance  from  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Health  Sanitary  Engineer  and  Sanitarian,  investigat- 
ing cases  that  have  been  reported  to  the  Society  for  the  Prevention  of 
Cruelty  to  Children  and  compiling  case  histories  on  all  of  these,  as 
well  as  many  others  which  time  and  space  do  not  permit  elaborating 
upon. 

The  ultimate  goal  in  all  of  the  programs  and  projects  in  which 
I work  and  associate  myself  is  to  implement  the  knowledge  avail- 
able to  me  into  action  in  my  program  so  that  optimum  health  will 
be  the  goal  for  eveiTone. 

Public  health  has  been  defined  as  “the  art  and  science  of 
preventing  disease,  prolonging  life,  and  promoting  physical  and 
mental  efficiency  through  organized  community  effort.”  (Quotation 
from  C.  E.  A.  Winslow,  pioneer  and  noted  authority  on  public  health.) 

The  following  statistics  spell  out  in  part  the  functions  of  the 
Board  of  Health,  which  is  integrated  into  the  school  health  program 
also,  namely:

Tuberculosis: 

The  new  tuberculosis  law  passed  by  the  General  Court  of 
Massachusetts  makes  the  settlement  of  a case  obsolete;  hereafter 
all  cases  are  based  upon  residence.  The  word  residence  in  this  context 
means  that  anyone  residing  in  a given  community  for  one  day  is 
considered  a resident.  The  rate  per  diem  at  the  County  Sanatorium 
as  of  January,  1965,  is  $26.32.  The  community  in  which  the  hospital- 
ized patient  resides  pays  one  half  of  the  above  rate  and  the  State 
Department  of  Public  Health  pays  one  half. 

A chest  X-ray  without  charge  is  available  to  all  citizens  of 
this  community  either  at  the  Worcester  County  Sanatorium  or  at 
Milford  Hospital.  The  Worcester  County  Health  Association,  in  co- 
operation with  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health  Di- 
vision of  Tuberculosis,  has  set  up  a chest  clinic  at  Milford  Hospital 
for  people  in  this  area.  This  clinic  is  held  the  second  Wednesday  of 
each  month  from  three  to  five  o’clock  in  the  afternoon.  The  personnel 
from  the  Worcester  County  Sanatorium  read  the  X-ray,  and  the 
findings  and  recommendations  are  sent  to  the  family  physician  of 
each  patient.

COMMUNICABLE  DISEASE  PREVENTION 
Oral  Polio  Vaccine 

The  State  Department  of  Public  Health  made  Sabin  Trivalent 
Polio  Vaccine  available  for  children  from  two  months  of  age  through 
adulthood.  Trivalent  vaccine  combines  Types  I,  II,  and  III.  Therefore, 
an  individual  starting  with  trivalent  vaccine  needs  but  two  drinks 
of  the  vaccine,  with  an  interim  of  eight  weeks,  to  obtain  complete 
protection  against  polio. 

On  March  31,  April  28,  May  26,  and  June  23,  trivalent  polio 
vaccine  clinics  were  held  at  the  Town  Hall  for  children  from  two 
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months  through  18  years  of  age.  These  clinics  included  infants,  pre- 
school, primaiT  and  elementary  age  groups. 

On  April  8 and  June  23,  trivalent  vaccine  was  given  at  the  High 
School  building. 

On  April  8,  May  6,  June  3,  and  June  23,  polio  clinics  for  adults 
were  held  at  the  Town  Hall  from  1 to  2 o’clock,  4 to  5 o’clock  and 
7 to  8 o’clock.  Adults  paid  25  cents  for  each  drink  of  polio  vaccine 
which  helped  to  defray  the  expense  of  the  clinics. 

The  following  is  the  breakdown  on  the  number  of  doses  of  oral 
polio  vaccine  that  were  received  by  each  age  group.

PREMATURE  INFANTS 

Settlement  is  no  longer  a factor  as  to  payment  for  hospitalization 
of  babies  born  weighing  less  than  five  pounds.  The  new  Massachu- 
setts law  states  that  residence  is  the  determing  factor,  as  well  as  the 
financial  status  of  the  parents. 

Six  premature  babies  were  born  to  mothers  residing  in  Douglas. 
Hospitalization  for  three  of  the  infants  has  been  paid  to  two  hos- 
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pitals  in  the  amount  of  $996.  One  half  of  this  amount,  or  $498.00 
will  be  reimbursed  from  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health. 

SOCIAL  SERVICE 

Working  in  cooperation  with  the  welfare  department,  police  de- 
partment, social  workers  for  the  various  agencies,  school  principals, 
clergy,  etc.,  the  nurse  was  called  upon  to  make  numerous  home  visits 
for  the  purpose  of  investigating  and  determining  the  need  for 
emergency  care,  rehabilitation,  and  so  on.

to  act  on  the  following  articles,  to  wdt: — 

ARTICLE  1.  To  elect  a Moderator,  a Town  Treasurer,  a Town 
Clerk,  an  Agent  of  the  Moses  W^allis  Devise,  a Tree  Warden,  each 
for  a term  of  one  year;  one  Selectman  for  a term  of  two  years,  to 
fill  a vacancy;  one  Selectman,  one  Assessor,  one  Member  of  the 
Board  of  Public  Welfare,  one  Trustee  of  the  Public  Library,  one  Col- 
lector of  Taxes,  one  Cemetery  Commissioner,  one  Water  Commis- 
sioner, one  Recreation  Commissioner,  one  member  of  the  Blackstone 
Valley  Vocational  Regional  District  School  Committee,  two  members 
of  the  School  Committee,  two  Constables,  each  for  a term  of  three 
years. 

ARTICLE  2.  To  choose  all  other  Town  Officers  for  a term  of 
one  year. 

ARTICLE  3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  fix  the  salary  and 
compensation  of  all  elective  officers  of  the  Town  as  provided  by 
Section  108  of  Chapter  41  of  the  General  Laws,  as  amended,  and  in- 
cluding that  of  the  Moderator,  Town  Treasurer,  Town  Clerk,  three 
Selectmen,  three  members  of  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare,  three

Since  weather  reports  are  not  always  reliable,  and  because  the 
school  department  washes  to  render  maximum  educational  service  by 
having  schools  open  the  greatest  number  of  days,  stonn  signals  wall 
not  be  used  when  there  is  reasonable  doubt.  Weather  conditions  may 
warrant  the  non-attendance  of  certain  pupils  who  at  the  moment 
lack  normal  health.  This  would  tend  to  make  it  advisable  for  parents 
to  keep  the  child  at  home. 

Good  health  is  essential  to  sound  education.  Care  for  your  child’s 
health  by  keeping  him  at  home  when  in  your  opinion  as  a parent  his 
health  interest  would  be  best  served. 

For  admission  to  the  first  grade  in  the  schools  of  Douglas,  the 
parent  or  guardian  must  present  a birth  certificate  showing  that  the 
pupil  is  six  years  of  age  by  December  31st  of  the  year  they  enter 
school.

I wish  to  extend  my  thanks 
to  the  School  Committee  and  the  citizens  of  Douglas  for  the  co- 
operation I have  received  from  both. 

To  the  professional  staff,  on  behalf  of  the  School  Committee 
and  myself  also,  I wish  to  acknowledge  the  support  and  enthusiasm 
they  have  given  to  both  the  students  and  the  Administration  in 
producing  a school  system,  whose  results  are  of  a very  creditable 
natui’e.

Budget 

The  proposed  budget,  as  submitted  to  the  Town  of  Douglas, 
for  the  support  of  the  Public  Schools  is  $211,215,  an  increase  of 
$16,989.  This  increase  is  due  to  the  following  reasons: 

1.  Addition  of  one  teacher  in  the  Elementary  School  at  East 
Douglas,  caused  by  increased  enrollment. 

2.  The  addition  of  a Guidance  Counsellor.  Both  of  these  took 
effect  September  1,  1964. 

3.  An  increase  in  the  State  minimum  salary  from  $4500  to 
$5000.  The  School  Committee  in  cooperation  with  the  Douglas 
Teachers’  Association  have  put  this  into  effect  over  a thi’ee 
year  period  to  reduce  the  impact  on  the  tax  rate. 
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Special  Article 

The  water  piping  in  the  old  part  of  the  High  School  which 
has  been  in  use  since  1925  now  is  in  need  of  replacing.  Ap  thi|5  is  a 
non-reoccuring  item  it  has  been  voted  to  place  the  cost  of  such  in 
a Special  Article  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting. 

Cominimity  Program 

The  School  Committee  has  instituted  a Community  Recreation  . 
Progi'am  for  the  young  people  of  Douglas,  on  Saturdays,  in  the  High 
School  G5un.  We  have  taken  over  the  program  started  by  the 
Douglas  Recreation  Committee,  opening  our  facilities,  under  the 
direction  of  Mr.  Wayne  Gilley.  Approximately  forty  to  fifty  stu- 
dents and  former  students  avail  themselves  of  this  opportunity. 
This  program  runs  from  November  through  March.  It  is  hoped  that 
this  may  be  expanded  to  include  a more  complete  offering  in  the 
future.  The  results  of  such  are  being  felt  in  a reduction  of  vandalism 
and  juvenile  delinquency  in  the  Town.  The  parents  and  those  in- 
volved are  to  be  commended  for  the  results  so  far  achieved. 

Modem  Mathematics 

The  Douglas  School  System  has  been  involved  in  a limited 
program  of  Modem  Mathematics.  Starting  in  September  1965  this 
method  of  teaching  Mathematics  will  be  extended  from  Grade  one 
through  grade  twelve.  All  teachers  in  this  program  have  received 
the  necessary  preparation  to  adequately  handle  the  new  process. 

Douglas  Memorial  High  School 

The  present  year  brought  about  a number  of  improvements  in 
the  curriculum  of  the  High  School. 

1.  A formalized  guidance  program  was  enacted  in  the  school 
system. 

2.  New  laboratory  tables  for  the  chemistry  and  biology  rooms 
were  completed  along  with  storage  areas  between  these  rooms. 

3.  Two  new^'  courses  were  introduced  in  the  high  school  curri- 
culum. Retailing  and  Business  Law,  and  a special  Home 
Economics  course  for  Junior  and  Senior  girls. 

4.  Additional  equipment  has  been  purchased  to  expand  our 
science  facilities. 

5.  The  English  Department  has  initiated  a special  English 
course  to  help  students  on  their  College  Entrance  Examina- 
tion Tests. 
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6.  This  year  Achievement  Battei’y  Exam  in  subject  areas  will 
be  given  to  the  high  students  to  deteimine  their  range  with 
other  students  throughout  he  country. 

The  new  National  Honor  Society  Members — C.  W.  Holmes  Chap- 
ter, average  over  90,  are  Robert  Quinn,  Bettyann  Koslak,  Philip 
Cormier,  Gail  Jussaume. 

Thirty  students  completed  the  thirty  classroom  hours  and  six 
hours  behind  the  wheel  and  received  their  licenses.  The  R.  E.  N'. 
Chevrolet  Sales  of  Wlritinsville  donated  a car  for  the  Driver  Train- 
ing Coui*se.  Ml’.  L.  Wayne  Gilley  and  Mr.  Algert  Lukshis  of  the  high 
school  were  the  instmctors  for  the  course. 

This  Chi’istmas  the  Junior  and  Senior  High  students  collected 
money  normally  spent  for  class  Christmas  parties  to  buy  toys  for 
the  children  in  the  community.  Mrs.  Lena  Quinn  assisted  the  students 
in  the  school  project. 

The  Industrial  Art  students  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Saveria 
Visbeck  and  Mr.  L.  Wayne  Gilley  made  and  sold  Christmas  wreaths. 
The  money  received  from  this  project  was  used  to  provide  Christmas 
food  baskets  for  needy  families  in  the  community.  Mrs.  Mabel 
Brown  also  aided  in  organization  and  distribution  of  the  Chi’istmas 
baskets. 


Guidance 

This  school  year  1964-1965  sees  a full  time  Guidance  Depart- 
ment in  existence  in  the  Town  of  Douglas  for  the  first  time. 

Today  it  is  realized  that  there  is  no  scarcity  of  jobs  or  oppor- 
tunity but  rather  a scarcity  of  qualified  people  to  fill  them.  It  is 
known  what  these  fields  are  and  it  is  the  function  of  a guidance 
department  to  help  individuals  select  a field  in  which  they  can 
utilize  their  abilities  to  best  advantage. 

So  far  this  year  all  Seniors  have  been  interviewed  on  a personal 
basis  and  it  is  expected  that  all  students  at  Douglas  Memorial  High 
will  be  seen  at  least  once  this  school  year.  Freshmen  will  be  seen 
next,  followed  by  the  eighth  grade  in  order  to  establish  that  they 
chose  the  correct  high  school  program. 

The  need  for  counseling  and  guidance  is  probably  greater  today 
than  it  has  ever  been  before.  Each  individual  growing  up  in  om’ 
modern  society  today  faces  a far  more  complex  situation  than  his 
father  or  grandfather  ever  did.  Today  with  thousands  of  separate 
occupations  to  choose  from,  the  student  finds  no  easy  task  in  making 
a decision. 

Guidance  can  be  considered  as  an  effort  to  help  the  student 
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make  an  intelligent  decision  about  his  life’s  work  in  accordance  with 
his  interests  and  abilities. 

Future  plans  in  guidance  include  a more  comprehensive  testing 
program,  an  achievement  and  reading  test  in  grade  7,  an  intelligence 
and  interest  test  in  grade  10.  Grade  11  will  have  the  Preliminary 
Scholastic  Aptitude  Test  and  the  National  Merit  as  in  the  past, 
and  grade  12  will,  as  in  the  past,  include  the  Scholastic  Aptitude  Test 
as  well  as  the  General  Aptitude  Test  Battery  which  is  administered 
by  the  Massachusetts  Employment  Service. 

The  guidance  program  will  always  attempt  to  handle  each 
person  on  an  individual  basis,  always  bearing  in  mind  his  desires, 
interest,  and  abilities. 

Douglas  Elementary  Schools 

The  Hai’per  Row  system  of  reading  in  grades  one  through  three 
is  now  being  used.  This  system  provides  for  individual  differences 
in  the  pupils  reading  rate.  It  is  known  that  each  child  is  achieving 
at  the  level  which  afford  him  a continued  feeling  of  accomplishment. 
It  is  our  aim  to  give  each  pupil  the  instruction  that  will  enable 
him  to  progress  steadily. 

The  Hot  Lunch  program  has  been  very  well  patronized  this  Fall. 
More  parents  seem  to  recognize  the  health  value  and  reasonable  cost 
of  the  hot  lunch. 

We  were  very  sorry  to  lose  our  primary  teacher,  Mrs.  Thelma 
Murphy,  because  of  ill  health.  We  appreciate  her  services  over  the 
period  of  fifteen  years  and  we  know  that  the  pupils  who  came  under 
her  instmction  will  remember  her  as  we  do  with  gratitude  and 
affection. 

Due  to  the  increased  enrollment,  an  additional  teacher  was  hired. 
Mr.  Jack  Haroian,  a graduate  of  Clark  University  was  employed 
to  teach  grade  six. 

Art  classes  are  imder  the  capable  direction  of  Mr.  Bernard 
Corey.  Pupils  of  grades  4,  5 and  6 participated  in  a poster  contest 
sponsored  by  the  American  Humane  Education  Society.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  NURSE 


I herewith  submit  my  twenty-sixth  annual  report  as  School 
Nurse  in  the  Public  Schools  of  Douglas. 

The  conditions  under  which  the  pupils  live  in  school,  the  help 
which  they  are  given  in  solving  their  health  problems,  the  ideals 
of  individual  and  community  health  which  are  taught,  the  informa- 
tion and  understanding  they  are  given  of  themselves  are  factors 
which  develop  attitudes  and  behavior  conducive  to  health,  happiness 
and  successful  living.  The  total  health  of  the  child  both  physical 
and  mental  in  his  life  situation  is  the  objective  of  any  school 
health  program.  Optimum  health  for  every  child  is  the  goal  the 
nurse  sets  for  herself. 

The  duties  of  the  school  nurse  are  varied.  Daily  the  nurse  checks 
absentees  in  the  High  School,  reporting  reasons  for  absence  to 
the  Principal;  screens  the  pupils  requesting  permission  to  abstain 
from  physical  education  class;  renders  first  aid  to  those  requiring 
it,  recommends  to  the  Principal  exclusion  from  school  for  those 
pupils  who  become  ill  at  school;  guides  and  counsels  pupils  who  seek 
such  help;  as  well  as  fulfilling  innumerable  requests  that  come 
from  pupils,  teachers,  and  parents.  The  morse  investigates  the  acci- 
dents and  the  causes  of  illness  occurring  in  the  Elementary  and 
Douglas  Center  buildings  as  well  as  in  the  High  School,  and  makes 
recommendations  to  the  Principal  as  to  the  disposition  of  each  case. 

Exceptional  Children 

The  annual  census  of  physically  handicapped  children  reported 
to  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health  was  12.  A large  percentage 
of  this  group  is  omder  treatment. 

Home  Nursing- 

Eight  girls  in  the  Sophomore  class  received  Red  Cross  Home 
Nursing  certificates.  This  course  carries  two  credits.  In  addition 
to  their  text  book  studies  in  this  subject,  these  girls  assist  at  Well 
Child  Conferences,  clinics,  Blood  Bank,  etc.  Thus  they  make  a 
definite  contribution  to  the  community  as  well  as  learning  what  con- 
stitutes a good  community  health  program. 

Health  Education 

The  plan  started  in  1963  to  have  a health  movie  showtn  to  fthe 
pupils  each  week  throughout  the  school  year  has  continued  through 
the  school  year  of  1964.

SCHOOL  FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  DECEMBER  31,  1964 

On  February  1,  1964,  Paul  J.  Sullivan  assumed  his  duties  as 
the  Superintendent-Director  of  the  Blackstone  Valley  Vocational 
Regional  School  District.  His  first  assignment  was  to  prepare  the 
educational  specifications  for  the  new  vocational  high  school. 

These  educational  specifications  have  been  approved  by  the 
Blackstone  Valley  Vocational  Regional  District  School  Committee, 
the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Education,  and  the  Massachusetts 
School  Building  Assistance  Commission. 

The  architectural  firm  of  Wendell  T.  Phillips  Associates  was 
selected  to  design  the  Blackstone  Valley  Vocational  School.  The  pre- 
liminary plans  have  been  completed  and  have  been  approved  by  the 
Massachusetts  School  Building  Assistance  Commission. 

The  school  is  designed  to  meet  the  immediate  and  future  needs 
of  the  thirteen  towns  of  the  Blackstone  Valley  Vocational  Regional 
School  District.  It  will  accomodate  360  boys  in  the  9th  through  12th 
grades  and  will  offer  training  in  the  following  courses:  Auto  Mech- 
anics, Auto  Body,  Machine  Shop,  Electronics,  Mill  and  House  Car- 
pentry, Metal  Fabrication,  Drafting,  and  Plant  Maintenance. 

Considerable  time  and  effort  were  expended  by  the  members  of 
the  Committee  in  finding  the  best  site  possible  and  finally  by  a 
unanimous  vote  on  December  3,  1964,  the  Voss  property  in  West 
Upton  was  selected  as  the  site  for  the  new  vocational  high  school. 

Also  on  December  3,  1964,  the  Vocational  Regional  District 
School  Committee  voted  unanimously  to  incur  debt  in  the  amount 
of  $1,200,000.  Even  though  the  exact  cost  of  the  school  had  not  been 
determined  up  to  this  time,  the  Committee  voted  to  incur  debt  in 
order  to  preserve  our  present  reimbursement  rate. 

On  December  24,  1964,  the  Blackstone  Valley  Vocational  Region- 
al School  District’s  application  for  a planning  advance  of  $62,700 
was  approved  by  the  Housing  and  Home  Finance  Agency  of  the 
United  States  Government. 

On  September  19,  1964,  President  Johnson  signed  into  law  the 
Appropriation  Act  for  the  Department  of  Health,  Education,  and 
Welfare  which  provides  over  $120,000,000  for  fiscal  1965  to  implement 
the  Vocational  Act  of  1963.  This  law  requires  each  state  to  spend 
at  least  33  per  cent  of  its  share  for  new  area  vocational-technical 
schools.  Therefore,  the  Blackstone  Valley  Vocational  Regional  School 
should  be  one  of  the  first  in  the  country  to  receive  federal  funds  to 
aid  in  its  construction.

It  is  the  policy  of  the  commission  to  give  the  young  people  of 
the  community  the  broadest  possible  recreational  program  possible 
with  the  funds  and  facilities  available  to  us.  We  would  like  to  point 
out  the  additions  to  our  program  in  1965. 

First:  Co-sponsorship  with  the  School  Committee  in  starting  a 
winter  recreational  program  at  the  High  School  gym,  consisting  of 
basketball,  volleyball,  badminton  and  ping  pon  for  all  school  children 
from  the  fourth  grade  up.  The  Recreation  Committee  furnished  all 
equipment  for  this  program,  while  the  School  Committee  has  pro- 
vided the  supervision. 

Second:  Addition  of  a One  Mile  Road  Race  to  our  Track  and 
Field  Meet  as  a memorial  to  Charles  “Dorsey”  Devlin,  a former  com- 
missioner and  pioneer  in  recreational  programs  for  our  youngsters. 

Third:  Sponsored  a Town  Basketball  Team  with  considerable 
financial  aid  from  the  Douglas  Fish  and  Game  Club,  the  Joseph  J. 
Michna  Post,  V.F.W.  and  the  Hayward  Schuster  Woolen  Mills. 

Fourth:  Purchased  baseball  equipment  for  the  purpose  of  form- 
ing a baseball  league  with  Northbridge  and  Uxbridge  for  boys  between 
the  ages  of  13  and  15  for  1966. 

With  all  of  the  progress  that  we  feel  has  been  made  to  date, 
it  is  our  ardent  desire  to  promote  more  recreational  activity  for  girls.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen; 

The  following  reports  of  this  department  are  hereby  submitted: 

On  the  Old  Age  Assistance  program  we  started  the  year  1965 
with  nineteen  cases  and  during  the  year  we  received  three  cases. 
These  cases  were  processed  and  approved.  We  closed  three  cases, 
one  by  death,  one  transferred  to  Medical  Assistance  to  the  Aged,  and 
one  case  was  transferred  to  an  other  institution.  On  December  31 
we  were  aiding  nineteen  cases.  The  cost  for  aid  under  this  program 
amounted  to  $19,963.30. 

On  the  Medical  Assistance  to  the  Aged  program  we  started  the 
year  1965  with  twelve  active  cases.  Ten  applications  were  received 
and  processed.  Of  these  ten  applications,  two  were  ineligible, 
two  were  lost  by  death  and  one  was  transferred  to  Old  Age  Assistance. 
The  cost  for  this  program  amounted  to  $22,961.79.  On  December  31, 
1965,  we  were  aiding  seventeen  cases. 

On  the  Aid  to  Families  with  Dependent  chlidren,  we  started  the 
year  with  four  cases  with  fifteen  children.  Two  cases  were  added 
with  five  childi’en.  We  lost  two  cases,  one  became  self  supporting, 
and  one  case  was  transferred  to  another  state.  On  December  31, 
1965  we  were  aiding  four  cases.  The  amount  spent  for  this  program 
amounted  to  $11,673.68.  We  recovered  for  the  support  of  these 
children  the  sum  of  $1,811.00. 

On  the  Disabihty  Assistance  program  we  started  the  year  with 
one  case.  One  application  was  received  and  approved  for  hospitaliza- 
tion only  at  a cost  of  $1,041.55.  On  December  31,  1965  we  were  aiding 
one  case.  The  amount  spent  for  this  category  amounted  to  $3,800.25. 

On  the  General  Relief  program  we  started  the  year  with  four 
cases.  Five  cases  were  added,  four  of  which  were  temporary.  One 
case  is  for  medical  only.  The  cost  of  this  program  amounts  to 
$4,765.61. 

On  December  31,  1965  we  were  aiding  five  cases  in  this  program. 

The  total  expense  for  the  five  categories  amounted  to  $53,164.63. 

There  were  nine  recipients  with  a total  of  222  days  in  hospitals 
at  a cost  of  $6,788.65. 

In  closing  this  report  we  wish  to  thank  the  following  for  their 
cooperation  and  for  the  kindness  shown  during  the  past  year:  mem- 
bers of  the  clergy,  the  police  department,  other  town  organizations. 
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and  local  business  and  professional  persons.  Through  the  efforts  of 
the  students  of  Douglas  Memorial  High  School,,  a total  of  approxi- 
mately 100  new  gifts  were  bought,  paid,  wrapped  and  distributed 
to  65  children.

The  year  1965  has  been  one  of  the  busiest  that  the  Department 
has  ever  experienced.  The  increase  in  crime  is  on  the  rise  across 
the  nation  according  to  national  figures,  but  I am  happy  to  report 
that  we  have  been  able  to  keep  ahead  of  the  evier  rising  rate  with  the 
small  but  efficient  Douglas  Police  Force. 

Most  of  our  activity  seems  to  be  in  the  field  of  traffic.  With 
the  steady  flow  of  traffic  through  our  Town  we  are  still  below  all 
other  surrounding  towns  as  far  as  accidents  are  concerned.  We 
had  fifty  accidents  during  the  year  1965  compared  to  28  in  1964. 
Enforcement  has  been  stepped  up  as  records  will  show,  but  court 
cases  do  not  seem  to  prevent  accidents.  Education  and  reaching  the 
public  mind  with  the  fact  that  a little  com’tesy  would  liavie  prevented 
many  of  the  accidents  that  occm^ed  during  the  year  will  be  stressed 
during  the  coming  year. 

During  the  year  1965,  members  of  the  Douglas  Police  Department 
attended  courses  by  the  Bloomberg  School  of  Law  held  in  the  Whit- 
insville  High  School  sponsored  by  the  three  area  Departments.  Also 
films  on  various  phases  of  police  w^ork  were  shown.  During  the  com- 
ing months  we  will  strive  once  again  to  have  some  type  of  schooling, 
which  is  a must  for  any  Police  Department. 

During  the  year  1965  I requested  from  Civil  Defense  any  fire- 
arms that  were  available.  Mr.  Herbert  Meek  procured  eleven  .38 
Calibre  pistols  that  were  very  much  needed.

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REPORT  OF  THE  WATER  COMMISSIONERS

Gentlemen: 

We  herewith  respectfully  submit  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
Douglas  Water  Department  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1965. 

During  the  year  the  department  installed  6 new  services  and 
replaced  5.  Minor  repairs  were  made  to  24  others  and  38  meters 
were  replaced. 

We  were  fortunate  in  only  having  2 small  breaks  on  our  water 
main  distribution  system.  In  keeping  with  our  program  2 more 
hydrants  were  equipped  with  gates.  Eventually  it  is  our  aim  to 
equip  all  of  them  in  the  same  manner. 

At  the  present  time  our  water  system  consists  of  570  services, 
101  hydrants  and  14  miles  of  water  main. 

During  the  year  990  ft.  of  6”  cast  iron  main  was  layed  along 
N.  E.  Main  St.,  and  one  new  hydrant  installed  to  replace  the  in- 
adequate 2”  line  and  afford  fire  protection  to  that  part  of  town. 
This  project  was  done  in  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  annual 
Town  meeting.  The  amount  of  $2,000.00  was  saved  by  having  the 
work  done  and  supervised  by  our  own  department. 

It  should  be  noted  however  that  there  are  still  2 replacements 
of  water  lines  that  should  be  given  attention,  namely  that  of  Cum- 
mings Ct.  and  Monroe  St.  An  article  will  be  found  in  the  warrant 
covering  these  streets. 

A constant  check  of  our  water  supply  has  been  kept  and  we 
find  ourselves  fortunate  in  being  able  to  report  that  we  foresee  no 
water  shortage  at  this  time. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  townspeople  for  being  water  conscious 
in  helping  us  conserve  our  supply.

Gentlemen: 

I herewith  respectfully  submit  my  twenty-sixth  annual  report 
as  Board  of  Health  Nurse  in  the  Town  of  Douglas. 

As  Board  of  Health  Nurse,  during  the  past  year  as  well  as  over 
the  many  years,  I have  endeavored  to  carry  out  the  functions  of  the 
Health  Department  as  recommended  by  the  State  Department  of 
Public  Health  and  to  implement  the  entire  program  so  that  every- 
body in  the  community  has  an  opportunity  for  optimum  health. 

This  year  has  been  unusually  busy.  The  number  of  visits  to 
sick  people  has  more  than  doubled.  One  of  the  reasons  is  that  pa- 
tients are  being  discharged  from  general  hospitals  as  soon  as  possible 
and  are  referred  for  nursing  care  to  the  local  nursing  agency.  The 
Board  of  Health  is  the  only  nursing  agency  in  this  community  which 
is  qualified,  through  the  nurse,  to  give  skilled  nursing  care. 

The  nev;  Medicare  program  which  becomes  effective  in  July 
of  1966  will  increase  the  case  load  immensely.  The  Board  of  Health 
must  be  certified  to  qualify  as  the  provider  of  home  health  service. 
To  become  certified,  the  agency  must  be  prepared  to  give  skilled 
nursing, service  under  a Registered  Nurse  . . . this  is  the  most  im- 
portant component  for  certification. 

The  following  statistics  spell  out  in  part  the  functions  of  the 
Board  of  Health,  which  is  integrated  into  the  school  health  program.

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Tuberculosis: 

Chest  X-rays  were  made  available  to  the  school  personnel  and 
food  handlers  through  the  Worcester  County  Health  Association. 
A mobile  unit  was  set  up  in  front  of  the  Town  Hall  on  December 
1.  This  service  is  made  available  without  charge  through  the  sale 
of  Christmas  seals.  One  hundred  X-rays  were  taken  and  of  this 
number,  three  were  referred  for  further  study.  I am  pesently  serv- 
ing as  president  of  the  Worcester  County  Health  Association  for  the 
second  year. 

Chest  X-rays  are  available  to  all  citizens  of  this  community 
either  at  the  Worcester  County  Sanatorium  ,or  at  the  Milford  Hos- 
pital Chest  Clinic  which  is  held  the  second  Wednesday  in  each  month.

December  31,  1965: 

Approximately  125  high  school  students  completed  the  Civil 
Defense  Project  “Medical  Self  Help”  under  the  supervision  of  the 
School  Nurse,  Mrs.  Mabel  A.  Brown,  R.N. 

Sector  3B  headquarters  transferred  from  surplus  stock  11 — 38 
caliber  Smith  and  Wesson  pistols  to  the  Douglas  Police  Department 
at  no  cost  to  the  town. 

There  are  two  fallout  shelters  in  town,  one  in  the  basement  of 
St.  Denis  Church,  Manchaug  Road,  and  the  other  in  the  dye  house 
of  the  Einiger  Mill.  Both  have  been  stocked  with  shelter  material. 

The  regular  monthly  communication  tests  were  performed  each 
month  to  make  sure  the  radio  equipment  is  in  working  order.

Since  weather  reports  are  not  always  reliable,  and  because  the 
school  department  wishes  to  render  maximum  educational  service 
by  having  schools  open  the  greatest  number  of  days,  storm  signals  will 
not  be  used  when  there  is  reasonable  doubt.  Weather  conditions  may 
warrant  the  non-attendance  of  certain  pupils  who  at  the  moment 
lack  normal  health.  This  would  tend  to  make  it  advisable  for  parents 
to  keep  the  child  at  home. 

Good  health  is  essential  to  sound  education.  Care  for  your 
child’s  health  by  keeping  him  at  home  when  in  your  opinion  as  a 
parent  his  health  interest  would  be  best  served. 

For  admission  to  the  first  grade  in  the  schools  of  Douglas,  the 
parent  or  guardian  must  present  a birth  certificate  showing  that  the 
pupil  is  six  years  of  age  by  December  31st  of  the  year  they  enter 
school.  Those  pupils  whose  birthday  falls  between  January  1st 
and  February  28th  may  request  a test  to  determine  the  child’s 
readiness  for  school.  Such  tests  will  be  administered  under  the 
supervision  of  Miss  Samborski.

Budget 

The  budget  as  approved  by  the  School  Committee  and  submitted 
to  the  Finance  Committee  is  $224,450.00,  an  increase  of  $13,235.00 
which  is  a smaller  increase  than  the  1964  budget.  The  reason  for 
this  increase  is  “the  last  installment  on  the  State  Minimum  Salary 
law  which  went  into  effect  September  1,  1965  and  as  explained  in 
the  Annual  Report  of  1964.” 

Physical  Improvement 

1.  The  heating  plant  of  the  High  School  building  was  replaced 
during  the  summer  vacation. 

2.  The  water  pipes  in  the  old  part  of  the  High  School  were 
replaced  with  copper  piping. 

3.  A room  of  new  furniture  was  purchased  for  Room  11  in  the 
High  School. 

4.  A metal  lathe  was  added  to  the  equipment  in  the  High  School 
shop. 


Physical  Plant 


In  a modern  school  building,  capable  of  supplying  the  physical 
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needs  of  a satisfactory  elementary  educational  offering,  the  following 
facilities  are  considered  essential: 

1.  Sufficient  area  surrounding  the  building  for  recreation  and 

play  space. 

2.  A multi-pui’pose  room  for: 

a.  physical  education 

b.  lunch  room 

c.  dramatization  of  historical  programs 

d.  assembly  purposes 

e.  music 

3.  All  rooms  on  one  level 

4.  Toilet  facilities  adjacent  to  class  rooms 

5.  Class  rooms  with  capacity  of  25  to  30  pupils 

6.  A school  library 

7.  A health  room 

8.  Administrative  space 

9.  A teachers’  room 

10.  A cafeteria  kitchen 

The  Engelhardt  Report  of  1955  had  the  following  report  on  our 
elementary  buildings:  “Within  the  remaining  years  of  the  present 
decade,  Douglas  Elementary  Schools  will  probably  not  be  called  upon 
to  care  for  more  children  than  at  present.  It  is  not  felt,  however, 
that  these  schools  are  now  serving  adequately.  With  an  enrollment 
of  300  pupils,  twelve  rooms  or  two  per  grade,  are  needed  for  satis- 
factory educational  program.  In  addition,  space  for  kindergarten, 
which  represents  an  essential  part  of  the  modern  educational  process, 
is  needed. 

The  East  Douglas  School  is  too  old,  and  the  site  is  too  small,  to 
make  an  addition  practical.  The  Douglas  Center  School,  with  its  two 
classes  of  split  grades,  is  of  dubious  value  educationally  and  is  within 
walking  distance  of  the  homes  of  only  a small  number  of  pupils.

Douglas  does  not  have  enough  classrooms  to  care  for  its  antici- 
pated enrollment,  unless  classes  with  more  than  the  recommended 
25  pupils  are  maintained.  Two  classrooms  per  grade  in  elementary 
school  are  needed;  since  approximately  50  or  more  pupils  are  enrolled 
in  each  elementary  grade,  this  would  make  possible  satisfactory 
classes  of  25  to  30  pupils  each.” 

To  use  the  lower  floor  of  the  Town  Hall  as  a cafeteria  is  educa- 
tionally unsound.  Pupils  must  travel  during  all  types  of  weather  from 
the  Elementary  School  and  food  must  be  prepared  and  transported 
from  the  High  School.  Beyond  this,  is  the  question  of  supervision 
and  control  of  this  physical  plant. 

In  Douglas  Center  School  one  of  the  classrooms  is  used,  which 
is  totally  inadequate. 

The  Engelhardt  Report  forcasts  that  in  the  1965-66  school  year, 
the  em’ollment  of  grades  7 to  12  would  be  223  pupils.  The  enrollment 
October  1,  1965  was  258,  with  40  entering  grade  7 in  1966  and  60  in 
1967  representing  enrollment  of  present  grades  5 and  6. 

It  would  seem  educationally  sound  for  the  Superintendent  to 
recommend  that  in  any  building  program,  grades  7 and  8 be  placed 
in  an  elementary  building,  freeing  additional  space  for  the  Senior 
High  School,  which  is  needed  at  present. 

I recommend  that  a Building  Needs  Committee  be  appointed 
to  further  investigate  the  limited  facilities  of  the  Douglas  schools 
and  report  to  the  Town  on  this  matter. 

The  School  Committee  is  investigating  the  possibility  of  begin- 
ning an  adult  Basic  Education  Program  in  Douglas  in  conjunction 
with  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Education. 

During  the  next  three  years  it  is  proposed  to  train  eligible  adults, 
18  years  of  age  or  over  with  less  than  a sixth-grade  education,  in 
elementary  level  education  with  emphasis  on  the  communication 
and  computation  skills  such  as  reading,  writing,  speaking,  listening 
and  arithmetic.  It  is  hoped  that  by  raising  the  level  of  education  of 
these  people  they  will  become  less  dependent  on  others,  obtain  or 
retain  more  productive  or  profitable  employment,  and  better  meet 
their  adult  responsibilities. 

The  curriculum  will  be  adult  situations.  The  teaching,  however, 
will  begin  with  basic  skills.  The  cuiTiculum  will  emphasize  teaching 
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which  will  help  the  adult  students  increase  their  capabilities  as 
citizens  of  a democracy,  producers,  and  consumers  in  a free  enter- 
prise system  and  competent  family  members.  Opportunities  will  be 
provided  to  explore  other  areas  of  adult  interest  by  helping  them 
to  use  their  heritage,  national,  state  and.  local  government,  politics, 
health,  safety,  science,  recreation  and  the  wise  use  of  leisure  time. 

The  School  Committee  has  been  investigating  the  possibility  of 
beginning  the  “Head  Start”  Program.  The  Federal  Government  has 
made  a national  commitment  to  help  the  people  of  the  below-average 
income  group  of  this  nation  to  help  themselves. 

Many  of  the  problems  of  children  in  this  group  take  root  when 
a young  child  finds  himself  handicapped  in  healthy  growth,  learning, 
succeeding,  asking  questions,  finding  answers,  meeting  and  seeing 
different  people,  and  articulating  his  feelings. 

These  children  are  subject  to  serious  risk  to  their  health,  educa- 
tion, and  welfare.  During  the  pre-school  years  the  toll  becomes  more 
apparent. 

Health  services  are  usually  inadequate  and  physical  problems 
may  go  uncorrected,  thus  handicapping  the  child  when  he  does 
enter  school. 

In  addition,  these  children  often  show  learning  and  adjustment 
difficulties  as  they  approach  school  age.  Their  experiences  have  been 
limited,  they  are  often  lacking  in  knowledge  of  the  world  about 
them.  Their  sense  of  their  own  worth  and  importance  are  not  evi- 
dent. Motivation  for  learning  is  often  limited. 

A Child  Development  Program  can  be  a vital  component  of  a 
community  action  effort  to  attack  the  roots  and  sources  of  these 
problems. 


Guidance 

This  school  year  sees  a full-time  Guidance  Department  in  exist- 
ence in  the  Town  of  Douglas  for  the  second  year. 

Great  strides  have  been  made  during  this  second  year:  Seniors 
have  been  interviewed  on  an  individual  basis  and  29  out  of  the  class 
of  37  intend  to  go  on  to  further  schooling  after  graduation.  Freshmen 
are  now  being  interviewed  and  it  is  expected  all  students  will  be 
interviewed  during  this  school  year. 

A comprehensive  testing  program  has  been  established  and  last 
spring’s  results  are  as  follows:

It  should  be  noted  here  that  the  50%ile  indicates  the  national 
mid  point  whereby  50  per  cent  fall  above  that  rate  and  50  percent 
fall  below.  It  should  also  be  noted  that  in  most  cases  Douglas  stu- 
dents fell  above  the  national  average. 

Intelligence  tests  were  given  in  grades  2,  4,  6,  8,  10  and  in  each 
grade  the  median  score  was  in  the  high  average  to  Superior  category. 

The  Metropolitan  Achievement  Tests  were  given  in  Grades  1,  2,  3, 
and  4.  The  Iowa  Test  of  Basic  Skill  was  given  in  Grades  5 and  7.

The  Median  Score  indicates  that  in  each  grade  most  students 
are  achieving  at  a level  higher  than  the  grade  they  are  in.  These 
tests  were  administered  in  May  of  1965. 

Guidance  will  continue  to  assist  the  student  in  determining  a 
wise  choice  about  his  life’s  work  in  accordance  with  his  abilities, 
interests  and  desires. 


HIGH  SCHOOL 

A two  year  report  was  submitted  to  the  New  England  Association 
of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools  by  the  administration  and  it  is 
with  pleasure  to  report  that  Douglas  Memorial  High  School  was 
voted  without  reservation  continued  membership  in  the  New  England 
Association  on  the  basis  of  its  progress. 

The  High  School  cm-riculum  was  altered  to  provide  the  teaching 
of  Algebra  II,  Trigonometry,  Physics  and  Chemistry  each  year  in- 
stead of  alternate  years. 

Achievement  Battery  Exams  in  subject  areas  were  given  to  the 
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High  School  students  to  determine  their  range  with  other  students 
throughout  the  country. 

The  guidance  program  which  was  enacted  last  year  in  the  school 
system  has  been  going  along  with  great  strides.  Achievement  and 
reading  tests  in  grade  7 were  given  along  with  intelligence  and 
interest  tests  for  grade  8 and  10.  Grades  11  and  12  received  the 
Preliminary  Scholastic  Aptitude  Test  and  the  National  Merit.  The 
General  Aptitude  Test  Battery  which  was  administered  by  the  Mass- 
achusetts Employment  Service  was  given  to  members  of  grade  12. 

The  Holt,  Rinehart  and  Winston  French  series  has  been  added 
this  Fall  to  the  present  junior  high  school  program.  This  program  will 
aid  as  an  introduction  to  the  senior  high  program. 

A modern  math  program  for  the  seventh  grade  has  been  added 
to  the  present  Junior  High  curriculum. 

The  new  National  Honor  Society  Members — C.  W.  Holmes  Chap, 
ter  average  over  90,  are  Kathy  McLean,  and  Francis  Poplawski. 

Thirtythree  students  completed  the  thirty  hours  and  six  hours 
behind  the  wheel  and  received  then  licenses.  The  R.E.N.  Chevrolet 
Sales  of  Whitinsville  donated  a car  for  the  Driver  Training  Course. 
Mr.  L.  Wayne  Gilley  and  Mr.  Algert  Lukshis  of  the  High  School 
were  the  instructors  for  the  course. 

Again,  as  in  the  past  few  years,  the  Junior  and  Senior  High 
students,  through  the  help  of  the  Student  Council,  collected  money 
normally  spent  for  class  Christmas  parties,  to  buy  toys  for  the  child- 
ren in  the  community.  Mrs.  Lena  Quinn  assisted  the  students  in  the 
school  project.  Also,  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Wayne  L.  Gilley, 
the  Senior  High  students  made  and  sold  wall  plaques.  The  proceeds 
of  this  project  supplied  Christmas  food  baskets  to  families  in  the 
community. 


ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 

The  Elementary  School  is  crowded.  There  are  nine  classrooms 
with  approximately  two  hundred  seventy  pupils.  Every  inch  of  space 
is  utilized  to  the  fullest.  On  occasions  some  school  activities  must 
be  performed  in  the  hallways  or  in  the  Town  Hail.

The  teaching  of  “New”  Math  has  been  included  in  the  program 
of  grades  1,  2 and  3.  There  is  very  little  new  about  the  mathematics 
that  is  called  “new”.  What  is  new  is  the  different  view  and  the  new 
approach  of  teaching.  Now,  the  key  word  is  Understanding.  Pupils 
are  now  learning  math  more  effectively  because  the  new  methods 
stress  understanding  rather  than  simple,  meaningless  memorization. 
More  precise  mathematical  language  is  expected  of  the  pupils  and 
in  some  instances  certain  mathematical  concepts  are  being  studied 
at  an  earlier  age.  The  end  result  should  produce  better  students 
who  will  be  prepared  for  higher  mathematics. 

The  Harper  & Row  Reading  Series  now  extends  through  grade  4. 

The  Music  program  conducted  by  Mrs.  Theresa  Harrington  was 
commendable.  In  addition  to  the  regular  classroom  work,  Mrs.  Har- 
rington directed  the  Glee  Club  once  a week  in  the  Town  Hall. 

In  March  1965,  Mi’S.  Harrington  presented  a musical  program, 
called  TALES  FROM  FAIRYLAND  at  the  High  School  auditorium. 
This  affair  was  vei-y  well  attended  and  a huge  success.  Much  credit 
is  due  Mrs.  Harrington  and  the  teachers  who  so  willingly  assisted  her 
in  this  production. 

A Christmas  Sing  and  a Memorial  Day  Observance  in  Music 
were  held  at  the  Town  Hall  under  Mrs.  Harrington’s  direction.  These 
were  assembly  type  programs. 

The  Art  Program  was  conducted  by  Mr.  Bernard  Corey.  An 
art  exhibition  was  held  in  the  High  School  auditorium  in  March 
1965.  Much  work  was  involved  in  selecting  and  mounting  the  draw- 
ings and  paintings;  but  the  exhibition  was  also  a huge  success. 

The  pupils  in  grades  4,  5 and  6 participated  in  two  poster 
contests  and  several  pupils  received  awards  of  commendation. 

In  November  1965,  a Safety  Program  was  held  in  the  Town 
Hall  for  all  pupils  in  the  Elementary  School  under  the  direction  of 
Chief  Clifford  Ballou. 

The  Testing  Program  which  included  I.Q.  and  Achievement 
testing,  was  carried  out  under  the  direction  of  the  Guidance  Dir- 
ector, Mr.  Donald  Johnson. 

DOUGLAS  CENTER  SCHOOL 

The  Laidlaw  Mathematics  Series  was  introduced  this  fall  in 
Grades  1 through  4.  The  authors  are  aware  that  the  people  in 
tomorrow’s  society  will  have  to  compete  with  automation  as  well 
as  with  other  people.  They  hope  through  the  use  of  their  series  to 
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help  us  to  prepare  oui*  children  to  think,  to  reason,  to  plan  and  make 
decisions  in  the  field  of  mathematics. 

The  Readiness  Tests  were  given  in  Grade  1 early  in  September. 
They  will  be  followed  at  regular  intervals  by  tests  prepared  by 
Harper  Row.  This  is  being  done  in  all  grades.  Mr.  Johnson,  Guidance 
Director,  carried  out  the  I.  Q.  and  Achievement  testing  program 
in  all  grades. 

Parent’s  Night  wa^  well  attended.  We  find  most  parents  quite 
willing  to  come  to  school  for  the  Health  examinations,  parent’s 
luncheons  and  at  other  times  when  the  teachers  ask  them  to  come 
for  conferences. 

The  Hot  Lunch  Program  was  well  patronized  from  January  to 
June.  Since  September  about  80%  of  our  enrollment  have  taken 
the  hot  lunches.  Both  classrooms  are  used  for  serving  the  lunches. 
This  greater  number  also  makes  more  spills.  We  need  a floor  covering 
of  linoleum  which  could  be  damp  mopped  when  necessary.  'The 
rooms  have  not  been  painted  for  several  years.  It  would  improve 
them  greatly  if  this  could  be  done. 

The  children  in  all  grades  participated  in  the  musical  program 
“Tales  From  Fairyland”  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Theresa  Har- 
rington, which  was  presented  in  the  High  School  Auditorium  in 
March.  They  also  participated  in  the  Art  Exhibition  which  was 
held  in  the  High  School  Library  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Bernard 
Corey.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  NURSE 


I herewith  submit  my  twenty-seventh  annual  report  as  School 
Ntirse  in  the  Public  Schools  of  Douglas. 

The  type  of  program  in  which  the  nurse  functions  is  related 
to  the  physical,  emotional,  and  mental  well-being  of  the  students, 
parents,  and  everybody  with  whom  the  nurse  has  contact  ,as  it 
relates  to  health.  She  functions  on  many  levels:  checking  absentees; 
giving  immediate  aid  at  time  of  an  accident,  and  investigating  and 
evaluating  as  to  the  disposition  of  the  accident;  referring  the  child 
to  the  parents  or,  in  the  absence  of  the  parent,  referring  the  child 
to  a physician;  as  well  as  the  follow-up  that  is  necessary. 

The  citizens  of  this  community  are  cognizant  that  the  school 
health  program  is  integrated  with  the  Board  of  Health  program, 
which  at  times  is  very  frustrating  to  the  nurse  because  of  the 
increased  enrollment  in  the  schools  and  the  ever-increasing  pro- 
grams that  should  be  sponsored  by  the  health  agency.  To  the  best 
of  my  ability,  I endeavor  to  evaluate  what  services  best  fulfill  the 
needs  of  both  programs. 

The  nurse  works  closely  with  all  principals  of  the  schools  and 
with  the  guidance  director  particularly  in  relation  to  the  retarded, 
the  emotionally  disturbed,  and  also  those  children  who  have  be_ 
havior  problems.  She  is  the  liaison  between  the  home  and  the  school 
and  projects  the  feeling  of  one  to  the  other. 

The  following  statistics  point  up  to  the  citizens  of  Douglas  the 
type  of  program  carried  by  the  nurse. 

Exceptional  Children 

The  annual  census  of  physically  handicapped  children  reported 
to  the  State  Department  of  Education  is  12.  The  majority  of  this 
group  are  under  treatment. 

Home  Nursing 

Home  Nursing  and  health  education  are  taught  to  15  girls.  This 
group  received  Red  Cross  Home  Nursing  Certificates. 

Medical  Self  Help  Program 

I taught  several  classes  to  all  students  participating  in  the 
science  classes.  This  is  a recommended  program  set  up  under  the 
Department  of  Civil  Defense.  I taught  only  those  courses  that  could 
best  be  taught  by  a professional  nurse.

Psychologrical  Testing 

The  children  taken  to  Wrentham  State  School  for  evaluation 
and  psychometric  testing  are  those  who  have  been  previously 
screened  by  the  guidance  director  and  have  been  recommended  for 
further  testing  and  direction. 

Mental  Health  Clinic 

Several  students  on  the  secondary  level  have  been  referred  to 
the  Mental  Health  Clinic  located  in  Southbridge.  This  is  a new 
facility  which  should  be  most  helpful  to  the  families  of  children 
with  emotional  problems.  This  clinic  functions  on  an  appointment 
basis  only,  and  is  financed  jointly  through  the  eleven  member  towns 
and  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health. 

Dental  Examinations 

The  dental  hygienist  for  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health 
examined  the  teeth  of  the  children  on  the  primaiT  and  elementary 
level.  Notices  were  sent  home  to  parents.  The  dental  examinations 
revealed  that  a large  percentage  of  the  school  children  are  under 
treatment. 


Health  Examinations 

Dr.  Spooner  examined  all  students  participating  in  any  athletic 
programs.  On  the  primary  and  elementary  levels,  parents  are  invited 
to  attend  the  examinations  at  an  appointed  time.

The  above  figure  does  not  include  children  in  the  first  grade, 
who  are  examined  at  the  Well  Child  Conferences  with  a parent 
accompanying  his  child. 

There  are  very  few  physical  defects  detected;  the  chief  defect 
is  still  dental.  Emotional  instability  seems  to  be  the  predominating 
problem — we  look  to  the  Mental  Heath  Clinic  in  Southbridge  to  assist 
the  teachers  as  well  as  the  parents. 

Reports  on  the  Well  Child  Conference,  the  Communicable  Di- 
sease Control  Clinic,  flu  vaccination,  chest  X-ray  for  school  per- 
sonnel, etc.,  may  be  found  in  my  report  to  the  Board  of  Health,  to 
which  I refer  you. 
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Vision  Testing 

A new  vision  testing  machine  is  now  being  used  throughout 
the  school  system.  Thus  far  it  is  proving  very  efficient.  Five  hundred 
and  twenty-five  students  have  been  tested.  The  retesting  (where 
necessary)  is  scheduled  for  early  in  January.
